LONDON, June 26.—Ambassador 
Dawes was the only man at the 
geason’s third royal court at Buck- 
ingham Palace tonight who wore 
long trousers instead of the tradi- 
tional silk knee breeches. His plain, 
evening clothes were in such striking 
contrast with the medieval splendor 
of the uniforms and costumes of 
other diplomats and dignitaries that 
it caused him to be singled out for 
attention. 

Queen Mary, in a gown of green 
and gold, again was a central figure 
at the scene of splendor. For the 
third time this season she stood in 
front of a single golden throne in 
the great ballroom of Buckingham 
Palace while débutantes from many 
lands curtsied before her. ‘Around 
her were grouped members of her 
family, with the Prince of Wales in 
the scarlet uniform of a Colonel of 
the Grenadier Guards, Prince George 
in a naval uniform and with them 


Princess Ingrid of Sweden,- a-yeuth-- 


ful figure in a dress of a soft pastel 
shade. ace 

Owing to the accession to power 
of the Labor Ministry the diplomatic 
presentations were made by Mrs. 
Arthur Henderson, wife of the For- 
eign Secretary. One of her first du- 
ties was to present Mrs. Dawes, who 
wore a gown of white crépe beauté, 
heavily embroidered with diamante, 
and_a silver tissue train. 

Accompanied by Counselor. 

Ambassador and Mrs. Dawes were 
accompanied in the diplomatic circle 
by Ray Atherton, counselor of the 
American Embassy, and Mrs. F. La- 
motte Belin.

Another ‘Secord’”’ Seen. 


Considerable comment is made in 
the press on Ambassador Dawes’s 
garb at court. The Daily Chronicle 
will say tomorrow: 

“This is another record the Gen- 
eral has achieved. Only a few days 
ago it was announced that while 
General Dawes was in residence the 
Embassy would go dry. His prefer- 
ence for long trousers is another 
point on which the new Ambassador 
has shown insistence. 

“In the United States it has always 


been a matter for discussion that 
when their Ambassador goes to see 
royalty here he should have to at- 
tire imself in a pair of knee 
breeches. As General Dawes was 
leaving New York some one asked 
him whether he had put breeches in 
his grip. He replied, ‘That is my 
business.’ No bags were opened and 
it appears that the General had only 
an evening dress suit in them.”’ 

General Dawes is reported as hav- 
ing said that he had no intention of 
establishing a precedent by his dress 
at the Palace. 

The Daily Express considers that 
he is maintaining a reputation as a 
*“10Q por cent American.” 

“It was his first court and he wore 
black trousers, while the other mem- 
bers of the United States Embassy 
staff wore knee breeches, as hereto- 
fore,’”’ says the newspaper.

Lamont Says It Will Gather. 


Data Needed to Reduce 
Business Expenses. 





TERMS IT FIRST OF KIND 


Secretary Tells Merchants of 
City That Middlemen Are Not 
to Blame for High Prices. 


The meaning of the distribution 
census as ‘‘an entirely new kind of 
census, never before taken in any 
country,’’ was explained here yester- 
day by Secretary Robert P. Lamont 
of the Department of Commerce, for 
the first time since it was included 
in the Federal census bill which 
President Hoover signed last week. 

The explanation was given by Sec- 
retary Lamont at a luncheon in the 
Hotel Astor before about 1,000 mem- 
bers of the Merchants’ Association of 
New. York, broadcast over WJZ and 
throughout the country over the Blue 
network of the National Broadcast- 
ing Company. 

The distribution census was pre- 
senteu as a project which Secretary 
Lamont had inherited from Mr. Hoo- 
ver with the Department of Com- 
merce. He said it was a consequence 
of investigations undertaken by the 
department to determine why the 
cost of commodities increased so 
much in moving from the producer 
to the consumer. ‘‘These investiga- 
tions revealed,’ he said, ‘‘facts in 
many cases unexpected even to the 
business men concerned. Radical 
changes in business methods are in- 
dicated by some of them. Much 
faulty reasoning based on guesses or 
on the propaganda of interested par- 
ties has strewn the field of distribu- 
tion.”’ 


Designed to Cut Selling Costs. 


The purpose of the new distribu- 
tion census, according to Secretary 
Lamont, is to bring about a nation- 
wide reduction in ‘‘the selling price 
of almost all the things which the 
head of the family has to buy.” 

He said its importance passed un- 
noticed among the accumulated 
fields of inquiry which have been 
incorporated in the decennial census, 
such as the original purpose of de- 
termining population for reappor- 


tionment of Congressional represen- 
tation and the later purposes of gath- 
ering statisti¢s on agriculture, manu- 
factures, mines, quarries, births, 
deaths, marriages, divorces, wealth, 
indebtedness, taxation, municipal 
and State finances, current business 
pat other industrial and social mat- 
ers. 

‘“‘We have never before gathered 
facts and figures to help trace the 
story and cost of moving commodi- 
ties from producer to consumer,” 
said Secretary Lamont, presenting 
the findings of the preliminary in- 
vestigations of distribution which led 
the Department of Commerce to urge 
this census un Congress. 

“For some years past,’’ he said, 
“American business has given a 
great deal of attention to and has 
spent enormous amounts of money 
in reducing cost of production. 
Amazing progress has been made. 
The increased use of power and the

Mr. Hoyt will be chair- 
man of the board of the new com- 
pany, and Mr. Keys will be< presi- 
dent. | > 

Directors of the Wright and Key- 
stone approved the plan of the mer- 
ger yesterday, while directors of the 
Curtiss Aeorplane approved the plan 
several days ago. The merger had 
been discussed for several years, ac- 
cording to Chester W. Cuthell, gen- 
eral counsel] of the Curtiss group of 
companies. 

The new company will have an au- 
thorized capitalization of 12,000,000 
shares of no par value stock, of 
which 2,000,000 shares will be Class 
A stock entitled to a preferentia! 
payment of $2 a share annually, and 
which will be convertible share for 
share into common stock and call- 
able by the company at $40 a share. 
The remaining 10,000,000 shares will 
be common stock.

Jensen Starts Duration 


Flight With Wife; 


Monoplane With Catwalk to Refuel in Air

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., June 
26.—With his wife in the cabin be- 
side him, ready to take her turn at 
the controls, Martin Jensen, winner 
of second place in the Dole flight to 
Hawaii in 1927, took off from Roose- 
velt Field No. 1 at 7:33 o’clock this 
evening with the object of breaking 
the present refueling endurance rec- 
ord of 172% hours. This record was 
set by Reginald L. Robbins and 
James Kelly at Fort Worth, Texas, 
on ylay 27. 

Besides his wife, Mrs. Marguerite 
Jensen, the chief pilot was accom- 

anied by William Ulbrich, a veteran 
ransport flyer. Mrs. Jensen, an 
auburn-haired yo woman of 26, 
holds a private pilot’s license. She 
was smiling with eagerness for the 
adventure as, attired in a black sport 
skirt, white waist and white shoes, 
without stockings, she stepped into 
the plane. 

The plane itself is the Bellanca 
monoplane, Three Musketeers, in 
which Jensen tried twice, a litle more 
than a month ago, to break the re- 
fueling record but failed because the 
catapult device used for refueling 
damaged the plane. The Three Mus- 
keteers is powered with a Wright 
whirlwind engine. It has _ been 


- 


equipped with special oil lines and 
will use a special oil which will be 
pumped by hand to the valve mech- 
anisms while the plane is in flight. 

A catwalk also has been construct: 
ed, running from the cabin door to 
the motor, on which Jensen can make 
his way forward to change spark- 
plugs and make minor adjustments 
and repairs. The plane carries a 
short wave radio set. 

A refueling plane will be used in- 
stead ofthe catapult, This plane, a 
Fekker monoplane named the Excla- 
mation Mark, belonging to the Aces- 
ta Aircraft Corporation, will be pilot- 
ed by Emil Burgin and H. B. Clarke. 

The Three Musketeers hopped oif 
with 165 getons of gasoline, enough 
to carry the ship all night. The first 
refueling is expected to take place at 
6 A. M. tomorrow. There are to be 
two refuelings a day. The course of 
the plane will be over Roosevelt and 
Mitchel Fields for, the most part, 
but. Jensen . tonight -to-,

Liner’s Crew Battles Dry Squad Here; 
Rescues Sailor Seized for Having Liquor 





Members of the crew of the Lloyd- 
Sabaudo liner Conte Grande set upon 
a customs searching squad in the 
engine room yesterday while the 
ship was docked at her pier at Fifty- 
seventh Street and the North River 
and wrested away a féllow-member 
of the crew who had been taken 
prisoner while carrying a bag con- 
taining bottles of champagne. 

The man had not been rearrested 
last night, despite a threat made by 
Federal officials to the line that the 
vessel’s clearance papers would be 
held up if the man were not pro- 
duced. The Conte Grande is due to 
sail tomorrow night with 1,200 pas- 
sengers. 

Several cases of liquor were found 
by the customs men in one of the 
bilges. No attempt was made to ar- 
rest any other member of the crew, 
and yesterday afternoon the customs 
authorities were inclined to belittle 
the fracas on board. It was said that 
no effort would be made to arrest or 
prosecute any of the crew who par- 
ticipated in the fight. 

Captain Antonio Lena, in command 
of the ship, assured the customs au- 
thorities that every effort would be 
made to produce’ the man. 

Solicitor of Customs George W. 
Brewer explained that he intended 
to prosecute the man under the 
Jones iaw as an example. Hereafter 
it will be the policy of his office, he 
said, to deal with violations of the 


prohibition law by sailors on foreign 
ships just as if the offenders were 
Americans and the offense com- 
mitted on land. 

Excitement on the ship lasted most 
of the day yesterday, starting before 
dawn, when a member of the crew 
was stopped by a customs guard as 
he was leaving the pier with a pint 
of liquor. He protested that it was 
unjust to molest him when ‘‘boot- 
leggers were all over the ship.”’ 


The guard went toward the ship to 
investigate and saw a man coming 
down the vessel’s side. The man fled, 
dropping eighteen bottles of liquor. 
The guard then notified the Customs 
House and six men under Inspector 
Samuel Pollak were sent to make a 
search of the ship. 

The searching. party had just en- 
tered the engine room when they saw 
aman cerrying a bag. The bag cun- 
tained bottles of liquor and they ar- 
rested him. Thereupon about fifty 
of the crew approached the customs 


men. 

The latter, it was declared after- 
ward, made no attempt to draw 
their guns. They defended them- 
selves as best they could without 
weapons, but found it impossible to 
keep their prisoner. Mr. Brewer said 
the disorder was ‘‘not really a fignt’’ 
but consisted rather of jostling. Any- 
how, when it was over the prisoner 
was gone. 

The searching party later found 200 
bottles of liquor in one of the bilges. 





2 WHO TOOK MARLOW 
TO HIS DEATH KNOWN 


Wholesale Broadway Round-Up 
Ordered by Whalen in Hunt 
for Pair Named in Slaying. 








FIVE WITNESSES ARRESTED 





All Saw Cabaret Man Get Into 
Auto—One Had Lost Big Sum 
on Victim’s Race Tip. 





‘The tdentity of two men who rode 
with Frank Marlow from the bril- 
liancy of Broadway to the darkness 
of a secluded spot in Queens, and 
there tossed his bullet-riddled form 
to a hedge, is known to the police. 
The men are being sought here and 
in Boston. 

Wearily, Police Commissioner 
Whalen made known these facts last 
night as he rested against his ma- 
hogany desk in Headquarters and 
reviewed the day’s developments in 
the slaying of the former night club 
owner, gambler and reputed rack- 
eteer. The commissioner had had 
less than four hours’ sleep. 

Marlow was called to ride to his 
death by a friend, the commissioner 
said. As he sat at a table with 
five friends in a midtown Italian 
restaurant the telephone rang. Mar- 
low answered it. When the party 
broke up Marlow turned to one of 
the men at the table and gave him 
the key to his room in the Victoria 
Hotel. 

“T’ll see you in the room in two 
hours,’’ Marlow said. ‘I’ve got a 
date.’’ 


Drove Off With Two Men. 


As the members of the group 
emerged to the sidewalk, two men, 
who had evidently been waiting, came 
up to Marlow. After exchanging a 
few words he got into a sedan with 
them, 

Forty-five minutes later he died in 
a Flushing police booth to which he 
had been carried. What happened 
during this three-quarters of an hour 
the police have not yet learned. 

The dinner guests of the slain man, 
four men and a girl dancer, after 
hours of questioning, were ordered 
arrested as material witnesses. They 
were held in $50,000 bail each and, 
by direction of the .commissioner, 
were lodged in separate cells. They 
told the police little, although the 
commissioner said. he was confident 
they knew a great.deal of the story 
of Marlow’s end. 

A blue sedan, similar in appear- 
ance to. the one Marlow entered at 
the Broadway corner was found 
abandoned in Brooklyn. The ma- 
chine -had been stolen. Two bullets 
had punctured the glass window at 
the rear. e same.number of bul- 
lets had passed through Marlow’s 
head, a third making no exit. The 
upholstery of. the rear seat had been 
torn, suggesting a struggle. 

While this possible clue was being 
examined and six fingerprints taken 
from the steering wheel and the 
broken window were being developed, 
five detectives were in Boston, where 
Marlcw-had been Sopeetne, of late. 
He came to this city on Saturday 
and..the police were confident. last 
night that the motive for the murder 
would be found in the Massachusetts 
city. .

EDUCATION CAMPAIGN 
BY DRY UNIT HELD UP 


Doran Acts After Conference 
With Lowman — Literature 
Will Be Studied First. 








OFFICIAL CLASH REPORTED 





One of Documents Reveals Plan 
to Tell in All School Courses 
of Benefits of Abstinence.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The Pro- 
hibition Bureau’s ‘‘campaign of edu- 
cation,” designed to discourage the 
use of intoxicants and urging sup- 
port for the dry law, has been tem- 
porarily abandoned and all literature 
prepared to further it is now under 
the scrutiny of high officials of the 
government. 

.Well-laid plans of certain bureau 
authorities to interject prohibition 
propaganda into the ‘‘three R’s’’ of 
every school room in the country 
have been dropped, at least for the 
time being, and the affair has caused 
a row among treasury officials. 


Doran Holds Up Pamphlets. 


Dr. James M. Doran, Commissioner 
of Prohibition, admitted today that 
he had issued orders withholding 
from the public a series of pamphlets 
depicting the evils of intemperance 
and discussing the subject from eco- 
nomic angles, this material having 
been assembled by subordinates of 
Dr. Doran with a view to having it 
made a part of the course of study 
in public schools throughout the 
country. 

Miss Anna B. Sutter, chief of the 
Prohibition Bureau’s division of sta- 
tistics, who planned to appear before 
the National Education Association 
at its convention in Atlanta this week 
to explain the purposes of the bureau 
in preparing the controverted pam- 
phlets, was informed that on her visit 
to Atlanta she was at liberty to offer 
any information on the subject that 
might be sought by school teachers. 
She was cautioned, however, against 
taking any course that would put the 
bureau in the position of requesting 
or advising that a study of prohibi- 
tion be made a part of school curric- 
ula. 

The prohibition ‘high command”’ 
of the treasury, made up of Secre- 
tary Mellon, Under-Secretary Mils 
and Assistant Secretary Lowman, is 
very much exercised over the pub- 
licity which met the announcement 
yesterday that the Prohibition Bu- 
reau planned to ‘‘sell’’ the Eighteenth 
Amendment to future voters by 
teaching the evil effects of alcoho! 
in public schools. This is evidenced 
by a number of conferences held dur- 
ing the last few days. Assistant Sec- 
retary Lowman, in immediate charge 
of: prohibition enforcement, today 
went directly to the office of Commis- 
sioner Doran to take up the matter 
with him. 

After this interview it was an- 
nounced that rio more of the. propa- 
anda pamphlets would be given out 
or the present. 

Under-Secretary Mills is under- 
stood to have been directly responsi- 
ble for the order, directing that the 
pamphlets be suppressed for the 
time, and that no step be taken that 
would appear to commit the treas- 
ury to any plan iooking to the in- 
troduction of prohibition studies into 
the ptiblic schools. There were sug- 
estions that some one “higher up” 

ad intervened, but this could not 
be verified. 

Dr. Doran. stated that he could 
give no help to those desiring copies 
of the pamphlets... ' , : 

“‘No more of these pamphlets will 
be given out at the present time,”’ 
Dr. Doran said. ‘It is my intention 
to go over all of them carefully be- 
fore they are sent to the printers.’’

LOW BANK CAUSED PLUNGE 


Son of the Late Queens Sewer Man 
Bore the Reputation of a 
Daredevil Pilot.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., June 
26.—Francis Phillips, 21-year-old son 
of the late John M. Phillips, who 
died while under indictment in the 
Queens sewer scandal, was burned 
to death here this afternoon when 
the tiny Moth biplane he was pilot- 
ing crashed to earth and burst into 
flames near the gully where René 
Fronck’s proposed transatlantic 
flight ended disastrously three years 
ago. 

Henry Goldsmith, a parachute 
salesman with flying aspirations, 
was in ,the plane with Phillips, but 
was thrown clear of the burning 
wreckage by the impact of the 
crash. ,His clothing had become 
ignited, however, and he died of 
burns at 9 o’clock tonight in Nassau 
Hospital, Mineola.

27,000 City Workers Slated 
To Get Pay Increases Today 


Twenty-seven thousand city em- 
ployes, comprising a large part of 
what is commonly known as ‘‘the 
white collar brigade,’’ whose sal- 
aries are not now in excess of 
$3,000 a year, will receive in- 
creases of from $100 to $200 each 
when the Board of Estimate for- 
mally approves today action that 
was virtually determined late yes- 
terday afternoon in an executive 
session. 

Many members of the clerical 
forces of the municipal depart- 
ments who are now regarded as 
underpaid are included. Members 
of the Police and Fire depart- 
ments are not included, nor are 
those city employes whose com- 
pensation is increased automati- 
cally with their tenure of service. 

The proposal for this sweeping 
wage increase, which is expected 
to conciliate many clamorous de- 
mands, is attributed to Budget 
Director Charles L. Kohler, who 
expressed his satisfaction with 
the board’s attitude yesterday. 

It is estimated that the aggre- 
gate cost to the city of these wage 
increases will amount to between 
$3,500,000 and $4,000,000 a year.

briefly. Dr. Brown is 35 years old. 
He called himself an Independent in 
politics. 

Dr. Brown and Mr. Berkeley were 
nominated also by the recent anti- 
Smith convention in Roanoke and 
their nomination here tonight was 
part of the coalition agreement 
worked out by leaders in both 
groups. 

Says He Is Politically Dry. 


Mr. Dickenson has been a life-long 
Republican and was his party’s can- 
didate for Lieutenant Governor on 
the ticket with the late J. Hampton 
Hove. He is a member of the State 
Board of Agriculture and a former 
State Senator. He said he was 
politically dry. 

Asked to comment on his selection, 
Mr. Dickenson said: 

“The thing came as a complete 
surprise. I hadn’t expected to be 
considered. As a matter of fact, I 
was drafted for the place.”’ 

In as keynote address of 18,000 
words, Mr. Anderson denounced the 
Democratic party, asserting that 
since 1902 it had used the State as

LONDON, June 26.—Just ten years 
after the signing of the Treaty of 
Versailles members of the Moray

in the expulsion of the present Brit- 
ish Prime Minister from among 
them.

WORK IS PROCEEDING FAST 





Premier’s Visit Here Is Likely to 
Be Hastened by Early 
Agreement.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The con- 
versations now taking place in Lon- 
don with a view to arranging for 
further ‘naval armament limitation 
are leading to a separate conference 
of the,fiye naval powers. All the in- 
dications are that the conference will 
take place in London and in the 
near future. 

In: the: present informal London 
exchanges the French and Japanese 
Ambassadors and the Italian Chargé 
d’Affaires are participating with 
Ramsay: MacDonald, Prime Minister 
of Great Britain, and other British 
officials and Ambassadors Dawes 
and Gibson, representing the United 





States. The participation of French. 
Italian and Japanese diplomatic rep 
resentatives has not hitherto beer 
discloséd. 


Two Major Points Discussed. 


Two major points for prelimina 
settlement are now under discussi: 
in London between the represent: 
tives of the United States, Grea 
Britain, France, Italy and Japan 
They are: 

1. Shall there first be a meeting 0! 
civilian polHtical negotiators to de 
termine the scope and character of 
the conference or shal] the nava) 
experts of the several powers meet 
prior to the meeting of the civilians 
to discuss the so-called yardstick for 
measuring naval values? 

2. Shall the scope of the conference 
be limited to cruisers or battleships 
and cruisers or be unlimited, so that 
the conference would deal with re- 
ducing all classes of combatant ves- 
sels—capital ships (battleships and 
airplane carriers), cruisers, destroy- 
ers and submarines? 

When a definite basis for holding 
the formal] disarmament conference 
has been reached, Prime Minister 
MacDonald will make his projected 
visit to the United States to discuss 
the naval armament question. with 
President Hoover. As the prelim- 
inary exchanges now in progress in 
London are moving forward rapidly, 
Mr. MacDonald’s visit may be ex- 
pedited. 

It is expected in official circles 
here that the conference will take 
place within seven months, but there 
is a strong Jikelihood that it may be- 
gin in October. 

Prime Minister MacDonald 3 
taken the initiative in the situation, 
much to the satisfaction of the 
Washington government. He seems 
to have entered wholeheartedly into 
President Hoover's desire for an 
armament conference. 


Action by Five Powers Sought. 


The entrance of the French, Italian 
and Japanese diplomatic representa- 
tives in London into the exchanges 
between Prime Minister MacDonald 
and Ambassadors Dawes and Gibson 
is in accord with the desire of the 
American and British Governments 
that the proposed armament reduc- 
tion should be undertaken by all the 
five naval powers. 

In the current exchanges there has 
been a suggestion that the naval 
conference should include all nations 
represented in the preparatory com- 
mission for a disarmament confer- 
ence, which is expected to resume its 
sessions in Geneva in September, 
but it now appears to be agreed that 
any naval armament conference will 
be confined in its participants to the 
United States, Great Britain, France 
Italy and Japan. 

It is not intended to work entirely 
separately from the preparatory com- 
mission if there is a marked desire 
to have the five- er naval] arma- 
ment conference keep in touch with 
the preparatory commission, but ail 
the current exchanges are designed 
to bring about a definite separate 


agreement for naval armament re- 
duction. 


The preparatory commission was 
organized S the League of Na*‘ons 
to prepare for a general conference 





on all phases of armaments, and hag 
no authority to make definite agree- 
ments for actual limitation or reduc- 
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tion of armaments. It appears to be 
clear that the London exchanges are 
to lead to the organization of a sep- 
arate conference empowered to take 
definite action on the naval arma- 
ment problem and not merely to pro- 
pose a program for consideration by 
an armament conference of all gov- 
ernments to be called some time in 
the distant future by’the League of 
Nations. 

One proposal considered in London 
was to have the preparatory com- 
mission authorize the treatment of 
the naval armament question through 
representatives of the five naval pow- 
ers acting as a subcommittee of the 
commission, but this is seen as purely 
a negative course, as the preparatory 
commission could not invest the sub- 
committee with authority to make a 


definite agreement for the reduction 
of armaments. 


Hoover Wants Quick Action. 


The Hoover administration favors 
&@ special conference of the five naval 
powers. This method furnishes 
greater assurance of quick action, 
and that is something at which the 
administration is alming. The Lon- 
don exchanges have taken a slant 
indicative of the calling of a separate 
conference. 

It is expected that the preliminaries 
now being conducted in London will 
advance so rapidly that a definite 
announcement of their autcome will 
be made in a.few days. In his speech 
last night Prime Minister MacDonald 
intimated that he might be in a posi- 
tion in a few days to announce the 
meeting place of a disarmament con- 
ference and its objects. That infor- 
mation accords with what has been 
received here. The whole situation 
as revéaled in information -reaching 
Washington is propitious for a spe- 
cial naval conference in the near 
future. 

While the American naval experts 
have not completed a formula for 
measuring the relative strength of 
navies that is entirely satisfactory to 
them, their efforts have progressed 
to the point where they are able to 
discuss the yardstick problem with 
the naval technicians of the four 
other naval powers. Should the con- 
versations in London lead to a deci- 
sion that the naval technicians shall 
have a meeting prior to the assem- 
bling of political representatives of 
the various governments, the Ameri- 
can technicians will be able to ex- 
plain the methods for obtaining rel- 
ative naval values which they have 
in mind and on which they have been 
working by direction of President 
Hoover. ; 

It is understood that considerable 
progress toward manufacturing a 
yardstick has been made by the 
technicians of other naval powers 
so that if the technicians are to 
meet first all of them will be in a 
position to discuss the yardstick 
problem jntelligently. 

If the proposed special naval arma- 
ment conference takes place in Lon- 
don, as now seems probable, the 
matter of its success would be put 
up squarely to the British Govern- 
ment as the host of this important 
international gathering. To hold it 
in Washington would not be pleasing 
to some of the League of Nations 
members. Some time will be neces- 
sary to prepare for the conference. 
With reference to Japan’s participa- 
tion there is the time element of 
travel for representatives sent by 
that government to Europe. 


Envoys Expected to Lead Way. 


It is probable that the preliminary 
political conference whith\iis: ex- 
pected to eventuate from the cur- 


rent exchanges in London will be 
participated in. by the: diplomatic 
representatives of the United States, 
France, Italy and Japan now there 
and officials of the British Govern- 
ment. They will make the arrange- 
ments for’the disarmament confer- 
ence. 

Officials. of this government feel 
that the eatest assurance of the 
success of the disarmament move- 
ment is in preliminary understand- 
ings such as those now in progress. 

Many messages from London and 
other capitals concerning the con- 
versations which are being con- 
ducted in the British capital were 
received at the State Department to- 
day. They led. to conferences be- 
tween State Department officials. 
Late in the afternoon Secretary 
Stimson and Under-Secretary of 
State Cotton held a long conference 
with President Hoover in the execu- 
tive offices.

- When the box was reopened yester- 
day, fusion workers said, it con- 
tained no unused ballots, had three 
ballots more than the number speci- 
fied in the poll book and exposed 
other irregularities in violation of 
the election laws.

JAPANESE COUNCIL 
APPROVES PACT 


Asks Emperor to Ratify Kellogg 
Treaty, Removing the Last 
Obstacle to Enforcement. 








ENVOY WHO SIGNED RESIGNS 





Opposes Statement 
on Disputed Phrase—Sanction 


Gratifies Washington.

TOKIO, June 26.—After a long, 
earnest and in part surprising de- 
bate today, the Privy Council in 
plenary session approved by a 
sweeping majority the Kellogg anti- 
war pact with the proposed interpre- 
tative declaration regarding the 
words “in the name of their re- 
spective peoples’’ and submitted the 
treaty to the Emperor with the rec- 
ommendation that it be ratified. 
Immediately afterward Count 
Uchida, who signed the treaty at 
Paris as Japan’s plenipotentiary, 
tendered his resignation from the 
Council on the grounds that no in- 
terpretation was necessary. 

The Emperor, who was present 
throughout the morning and after- 
noon sessions when the treaty was 
being debated, was at first expected 
to affix the imperial pen imme- 
diately, but the formalities have not 
yet been completed. 

It is surmised that the delay is due 
to the Government’s desire to have 
Count Uchida’s resignation with- 
drawn, but the latter is incensed 
with Premier Tanaka for giving way 
to the Council and adopting a course 
which puts a slur on his conduct as 
imperial plenipotentiary. 

The statement the Foreign Office 
has prepared for public information 
was withheld pending the completion 


of ratification and will probably ap- 
pear tomorrow. 


Three Oppose Rec 


Three Councilors voted against the 
proposal of the Privy Council’s spe- 
cial committee that the treaty be 
ratified with the interpretative dec- 


laration, but only one opposed the 
now famous _ phrase. Admiral 
Yashiro, Minister of the Navy in 
Count Okumas’ cabinet fifteen years 
ago and a veteran patriot whose 
loyalty to the throne and unflinching 
antagonism to the present govern- 
ment are alike unquestionable, de- 
clared that the phrase implied the 
Emperor’s being the people’s agent 
and was therefore incompatible with 
the Constitution. 

Baron Tanaka denied the words 
implied agency or delegated author- 
ity and when asked by Admiral 
Yashiro why in that case he had ac- 
cepted the tnterpretation, answered 
that the public mind had been 
stirred up by agitation and the Gov- 
ernment therefore thought it proper 
to append a clarifying statement. 

Count Uchida, supported by Dr. 
Sakurai, President of the Imperial 
Academy, vigorously maintained that 
the phrase was not unconstitutional 
and held that a simple .explanation 
by the Government was all that was 
necessary. The vote being taken, 
Admiral Yashiro, Count Uchida and 
Dr. Sakurai opposed the committee’s 
report, but were in a hopeless mi- 
nority.

Washington Very Pleased.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Approval 
of the Kellogg treaty renouncing war 
as an instrument of national policy 
by the Japanese Privy Council was 
greeted with deep satisfaction in 
government circles here today, par 
ticularly as the act means that the 
compact will soon ¢ofne into force. 

Under the terms of the treaty it is 
not to become effective until the rat- 
ifications of the fifteen original sig- 
natory governments have been de- 
posited with the State Department. 
Japan was the only signatory that 
had not ratified. In normal course 
the instrument of ratification will be 
forwarded from Tokio by mail, so 
that the ceremony for depositing it 
and proclaiming the treaty in force 
will be held in approximately one 
month. 

Should the ratification be commu- 
nicated by -cable the.compact would 
come into effect earlier, but there 
has been no indication here of de- 
parting from the custom of mailing 
it, inasmuch as haste is not essential. 

The State Department had no offi- 
cial report today of the action of the 
Privy Council, but upon the basis of 
aoe advices from Tokio Secretary 

timson made the oral comment that 
he was very glad the approval had 
keen given, It was a very important 
event, he added, and one over which 
he felt that former Secretary Kel- 
logg, who sponsored the compact, 
would be very happy. 


Forty-nine Others Invited, 


Aside from the fifteen original sig- 
natories, forty-nine governments 
were invited to become parties to the 
treaty through adherence, and ali 
have been heard from with the ex- 


ception of Argentina and Brazil, 
which have it to reply to the invi- 
tations for their adherence. 

Of the nations invited to adhere, 
twenty-three have deposited their rat- 
ifications, five have perfected their 
adherences except for formal deposit, 
six have had their ratifications ap- 
proved by their legislative bodies 
and require only the approval of the 
heads of the States, and thirteen 
— signified their intention to ad- 

ere. 

American officials are especially 
gratified that the treaty is to come 
into force, as the naval limitation ne- 
gotiations between the United States 
and Great Britain are proceeding so 
favorably. The pact has been em- 
ep by Ambassador Dawes in 

ndon as the cornerstone upon 


which naval limitation efforts should |: 


be built. This Spring Hugh 8S. Gib- 
son, as chief of the American delega- 
tion to the sessions of the Prepara- 
tory Disarmament Commission. at 
Geneva, gave it a position of similar 
importance.

OXFORD, June 26.— Ambassador 
Dawes was among those who received 
degrees at Oxford University’s com- 
mencement exercises today. In elo- 

uent Latin the honorary degree of 

ctor of Civil Law was conferred 
upon him and several other distin- 
guished guests. 

The Sheldonian Theatre was crowd- 
ed when, at midday, the university’s 
chancellor, Lord Grey of Falloden, 
entered at the head of the proces- 
sion of distinguished men about to 
receive degrees. These, besides Am 
bassador Dawes, included the Mar- 
quis Merry del Val, Spanish Ambas- 
eador; Lord Chelmsford, Lord Hail- 
sham, Sir Alfred Ewing and Mo- 
hamed Mahmoud Pasha, the Prime 
Minister of Egypt. 

The American Ambassador was the 
second. of thte group to be honored, 
The public orator, Dr. A. B. Poynton, 
presented him and the chancellor re- 
ceived him with the traditional Latin 
formula, a free translation of which 
follows: ; 

‘“‘General Dawes, the man who in 
the war had helped the Alyies as an 
administrator of supplies and who 
has returned after peace in order to 
help with his advice those interested 
in repairing the damages of the war. 
Such thoughts are, however, ina 
propriate since nobody here at this 
peaceful meeting today bothers how 
much any one has or owes, nor are 
even the grammarians involved at 
the moment in the canons of Gen- 
eral Dawes.’’ 

There was laughter at this pleas- 
antry aaimed at Oxford etymologists, 
and the chancellor, added: 

‘‘We receive you as a most wel- 
come author and helper of world 
peace.”’ 

The chancellor then accepted the 
General as a ‘‘most valiant man, a 
friend of the people of distressed 
Europe, we accept you most heartily 
as plenipotentiary of \ hadead country, 
Pyle friendship will always be dear 
o us.”’ 


HOOVER IS UNDECIDED 
ON WORK’S SUCCESSOR 


White House Denies That Pres- 
ident Has Picked Republican 
Committee Head.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Presi- 
dent Hoover has not actively inter- 
ested himself in the selection of a 
successor to Dr. Hubert Work, who 
resigned as chairman of the Repub- 
lican National Committee to take ef- 
fect this Fall, it was stated at the 
White House today in denial of 
widespread reports to that effect, 
which were declared to be wholly 
without foundation. 

President Hoover, it was stated on 
his behalf at the White House, has 
made no decision regarding the next 
Republican national chairman and 
would not even present his recom- 
mendations thereon until late this 
Summer or early in the Fall. 

The President’s preference for a 
particular candidate for the Repub- 
lican chairmanship would insure his 
election and the announcement was, 
therefore, interpreted to mean that 
the post is still open and that rumors 
that Dr. Work’s successor had been 
decided upon lacked foundation. 

The name of George Woodruff, a 
Chicago banker, had been mentioned 
quite prominently and reports were 
circulated that he had the support 
of the administration for the chair- 
manship. Among his sponsors, it 
was reported, were Secretary of 
War Good, who was Mr. Hoover’s 
pre-convention. ma er, and J. R. 
Nutt, treasurer of e Republican 
National Committee. 

It was said at the White House 
today that although Mr. Woodruff 
is a close friend of President Hoo- 
ver’s and that there are many per- 
sons, some of whom are close to the 
administration, who would like to 
see him made chairman, the reports 
were untrue.

dent of Schools, who told of the prob- 

lems presented to the school admin- 
istrators by truancy, heavy retarda- 

Dr. O’Shea pointed out that the 
publie school curricula is based on 
the theory that grades roughly cor- 
respond to ages. But, he said, re- 
tardation has played havoc with the 
theory until e age span in indi- 
vidual grades is considerable, too 
many pupils do not progress regu- 
larly from grade to grade. 

He painted a dark picture of the 
drifting, indolent, maladjusted pu- 
pils, some of whom are eventually 
led to lives of violence and lawless- 
ness. Tie said that ungraded classes 
were too few. 

Arthur S. Somers, chairman of the 
board’s committee on finance, said 
that an investigation on truancy and 
related problems has been discussed 
by school officials for some time. 
‘‘We hope to get valuable informa- 
tion and reach effective methods of 
dealing with this problem,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘We have not made this 
nis gd in the past because we have 
not had the time for it. We hope 
to get enough material to enable us 
to adopt a aged of caring for all 
the physically and mentally handi- 
capped children. 

The committee will have its first 
meeting on Sept. 29. Five main 

ints to be considered were out- 
ined by Dr. O’Shea. They were: 

1. Methods for the early identifica- 
tion of pupils who are likely to 
become retarded in school progress 
or atypical in conduct and the 
methods and facilities which should 
be employed to diagnose the prob- 
lems presented by such pupils. 

2. The most efficient remedies, in- 
cluding the personnel and other 
facilities, which should be utilized 
for the treatment of such pupils. 

8. What provision should be made 
by the Board of Education for re- 
tarded and other exceptional pu- 
pils? Is the provision now made 
adequate? 

4. Should the _ specialized school, 
known as the probationary school, 
be extended either in its present 
form or. in a modified form? 

5. Is the parental school discharging 
its functions in a satisfactory way?

FEVER VICTIM WEAKENING. 


Physicians Despair of Finding Cure, 
but Continue Transfusions. 


Another transfusion will be admin- 
istered today to George Mosher, 14, 
of 561 West Fiftieth Street, who is 
fighting for his life against the dread 
black fever kala-azar at the Seaside 
Hospital, S. I., it was announced at 
the hospital yesterday. This will 
mark the ninth transfusion the boy 
has undergone since he was attacked 
seven weeks ago by this rare disease 
of the East that destroys the red 
corpuscles of the blood.

JAHNCKE LAUDS AIR TRAVEL. 


Assistant- Navy Head Ends 3,500-

WASHINGTON, June 26.—After a

as the emergency truck clanged 
across the field with the horde of 
visitors stampeding behind it. 
Goldsmith was lying a few feet 
from the cockpit of the wrecked 
plane. His clothing was afire. Glenn 
Garrett, an employe of the Pioneer 
Instrument Company, which has an 
office in the Wies hangar, was one 
of the first to reach the scene of the 
accident. Tearing the clothes from 


Goldsmith’s body, he poured oil and 
grease upon his burns. 

Nothing could be done for Phillips. 
Held by a safety belt, he could not 
leave his seat of torture. Nor could 
rescuers reach him through the cur- 
tain of fire which enveloped him. 
Fire extinguishers were useless 
against the gasoline-fed blaze. Phil- 
lips’s body could not be removed 
from the skeleton of the wrecked bi- 
a until long after Goldsmith had 

een taken to the hospital. 


Stepmother Collapses. 


The body was taken to the Jones 
Funeral Chapel. Soon afterward, 
Phillips’s stepmother, Mrs. Marion 
Phillips, who had been playing golf 
with friends, was notified by Fred- 
erick B. Curran, for years her hus- 
band’s secretary. She hastened to 
the field and collapsed upon hearing 


details of the accident. She tele- 
phoned to her daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Helen Baines Phillips, who with her 
3-month-old baby was visiting her 
family in Philadelphia. 











The young aviator’s widow arrived 
in Hempstead a little after 9 o’clock 
and went directly to the under- 
|takers. There she viewed the body 
|and announced that the funeral 
would be held some time Saturday, 
probably from their home at_ Roslyn 
Estates, near Roslyn, L. I. The 
body will be placed in the mauso- 
leum at Calvary Cemetery, evhere 
the elder Phillips’s body lies. 

Detective Andrew Tosto of the 
Nassau County police made a brief 
investigation of the accident. He 
learned from pilots on the field that 
the engine had not failed, as was at 
first reported. The way in which 
the bolts on the propeller were 
“sheared off’? proved that the en- 
gine was running when the blades 
chawed into the turf. District At- 
torney Edwards visited the field, not 
to investigate the crash, he said, but 
because he wes a friend of Gold- 
smith, who was 25 years old and 
lived with his parents and brothers 
at 33 Connecticut Avenue, Freeport. 
Mr. Edwards said he had aided 
Goldsmith in an unsuccessful effort 
to get into the Army Flying School 
at Kelly Field, San Antonio, Texas. 

Recently Goldsmith won an ap- 
pointment to Brooks Field, Texas, 
and was to have reported there for 
training soon. -Meanwhile he was 
running a shop in one of the hangars 
at the field known as the ‘‘Rent-a- 
Chute’’ Corporation. 


Phillips Known as Dare-Devil. 


Phillips had been a licensed pilot 
for about a year. He learned to 
fly under the tutelage of Ray 


Kitchingman, a Curtiss Flying Ser- 
vice instructor, and was said to have 
made his first solo flight after six 
hours of instruction. Older pilots 
knew him as a bit of a dare-devil in 
the air, but considered him fairly 
expert at the controls. What he 
tried unsuccessfully to do in the 
Moth might have been accomplished 
in the larger and more powerful 
Stearman which he was accustomed 
to flying, they said. . 

Young Phillips played a minor réle 
in the sewer scandal investigation in 
which his father and Maurice Con- 
nolly, former Borough President of 
Queens, were principals but at times 
it was spectacular. He achieved con- 
siderable notoriety last Winter when 
he made an airplane flight to Mon- 
treal, in an effort to recover securi- 
ties which his father, before his 
death in Atlantic City of alcoholism, 
had placed in a safe deposit vault 
there. State investigators learned of 
the plan and had the vaults sealed 
before Phillips arrived. 

The flier’s wife was the former 
Helen Carroll Baines, a society girl 
of New York and Philadelphia with 
whom he eloped June 12, 1928. She 
is the daughter of Mrs. Louise Tat- 
tersall Thomson of Philadelphia. 
Phillips’s mother, Mrs. Ellen Trudden 
Phillips, died several years ago. 


SWEDISH FLIERS TRY AGAIN 


Plane Fails to Take Air in Efforts 
to Fly Here From Iceland.

REYKJAVIK, Iceland, June 26.— 
With a full load of fuel and a new 
propeller driven at full speed by a 
reconditioned engine, Captain Albin 
Ahrenberg and his companions at 
tempted tonight to continue their 
flight in the seaplane Sverige 
(Sweden] along the northern air- 
route to America.

LINDBERGH IN INDIANAPOLIS 


He and Bride Fly From Columbus, 
Ohio, on Transcontinental Tour. 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 26 (?).—Colo- 
nel and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh 
arrived at the Mars Hill Airport here 
at 6:20 o’clock this evening after a 
flight from Columbus, Ohio. They 
will spend the night here. 

Colonel Lindbergh is making an in- 
spection of the airports along the 
air-rail line of the Transcontinental 
Air Transport Company. He will 
probably fly to St. Louis tomorrow. 

Mrs. Lindbergh was greeted at the 
airport by Mary Ann Ketcham of 
this city, a classmate at Smith Col- 
lege. 

Colonel Lindbergh had no comment 
to make on the death here this after- 
noon in an airplane accident of 
James A. Perry, president of the Cur- 
tiss Flying Service of Indiana, Inc. 


Perry had been waiting to welcome 
the Colonel this afternoon and had 
made a flight to another field. He 
was killed when his plane went into 
a nose dive as he took off for the 
return flight to the airport at which 
Lindbergh landed.

PLANS NEW OCEAN FLIGHT. 


Clarence Chamberlin Will Use Fly- 
ing Boat Next Summer. |

MINNEAPOLIS, June 26.—Clar- 
ence Chamberlin announced here to- 
day that he would ‘pilot a specially 
built flying boat in an attempt to 
cross the Atlantic next Summer. 

The plane, designed by the flier, is 
under construction at a Long Island 
aircraft plant. . He revealed that it 
was radically different from the ordi- 
nary type of flying boat and said it 
represented the product of his ex- 
perience in ocean flying. 

He refused to go into details con- 
cerning the new plane, but said that 
he was through with land planes for 
ocean flights, explaining that the fly- 
ing boat would enable him to settle 
down on the water with slight hazard 
in case of mishaps to make repairs 
and then continue a flight. 





J. U. PERRY KILLED 
IN CRASH OF PLANE 


Cartiss Flying Service, Inc., Head 
Had Just Taken Off at 
Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 26 
(P).—James U. Perry, president of 
the Indianapolis American Associa- 
tion baseball club, was killed this 
afternoon when an airplane he was 
crashed at Schoen Field, 

ort Benjamin Harrison, twelve 
miles northeast of Indianapolis. 

Perry had just taken off from the 
army post field. When his airplane 
was about a quarter of a mile from 
the field the motor stopped and the 
plane fell. Perry was dead when 
officers from Fort Harrison reached 
the wreckage. 

Perry recently made his first solo 
flight. He was president of the Cur- 
tiss Flying Service, Inc. He had 
landed at Schoen Field a short time 
before the accident, having flown 
from the Mars Hill Air Port, west 
of Indianapolis, where he had been 
awaiting the arrival of Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 


ASKS PRIVATE FLYING DATA. 


Department of Commerce Estimates 
60 Million Miles Flown in 1928. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The De- 
partment of Commerce began today 
for the first time the task of collect- 
ing quarterly an accurate record of 
miscellaneous flying operations in 
the United States. The total from 
scattered reports was estimated last 
year to have reached 60,000,000 miles 
and is expected materially to exceed 
that figure for 1929. The reports now 
to be sought cover the second quar- 
ter of this year. 

The blanks mailed today to the 
owner of every airplane in the United 
States, besides those used in regularly 
scheduled air lines, call for a compre- 
hensive report of the operations of 
each of 5,000 planes used in-miscel- 
laneous flying during the quarter. 
In the future, according to F. J. 
Martel, chief of the Statistical Section 
of the Aeronautics Branch, all own- 
ers will be required to submit reports 
showing each type of flying engaged 
in month by month. 

The quarterly report called for to- 
day asks data on the amount of dual 
flying for instruction purposes, ex- 
perimental flying in tests, races, en- 
durance flights and other operations 
of this type, and miscellaneous fly- 
ing, including commercial flying for 
hire, and pleasure flying. 


AIR ROUTE UNFOLDS 
PICTURESQUE SCENE 


Passenger Travels From Mon- 
treal to Albany on Second Leg 
of Continental Test. 








LANDING PLACES PLENTY 





Method of Journeying Is Comfort- 
able and One Can Write 
While En Route.

ALBANY, N. Y., June 26.—Under 
an almost clear sky, with the mighty 
St. Lawrence twisting into the dis- 
tance like a giant length of shimmer- 
ing ribbon, a Colonial Airways mail 
plane took: off this morning from 
Montreal for New York, arriving at 
Albany on its schedule time of iittle 
less than two hours. 

With the sky the limit for ceiling, 
G. G. Deater, pilot, was able to main- 
tain a safe altitude of more than 
2,000 feet, affording a clear view of 
the country for thirty or forty miles 
in all directions. The writer was the 
ony passenger. 


Montreal Improving Airport. 


At St. Hubert Air Field, Montreal’s 
airport, about fourteen miles from 
the heart of the city, a big commer- 
cial airdrome is being built by the 
Dominion Government. The present 
field is small and inadequate, but 
when the project is completed there 
will be 700 acres of landing space, 
flat as a pancake, with eleven large 
hangars and a big hotel for air pas- 
sengers. 

The airport here also is in the con- 
struction stage. Colonial Airways 
provides a comfortable waiting room 
for passengers while mails are 
transferred and the plane is_ re- 
fueled. At present there are no re- 
freshment facilities, but a restau- 
rant soon will be established here. 

The field is situated midway be- 
tween Albany and Schenectady and 
is easily accessible from both cities 
by motor in about 15 minutes. 

Mails are flown from here to Cleve- 
land, but no passengers thus far 
have been carried. 

Travel by air is not only comfor- 
table and pleasant, but safe. since 


it is possible to make forced landing 
almost any where on this route. 

The going has been so smooth, in 
fact, that it has been possible to 
write most of this dispatch without 
difficulty while passing over the 
country 2,000 feet below. The noise 
of the engine is not disturbing once 
one’s ears become accustomed to it, 
which takes only a few minutes. 


Landscape Is Picturesque. 


Moreover, there is much to inter- 
est passengers along the _ route. 
Green fields are there in infinite 
variety of patterns on all sides, some 
hemmed in by hills and forests, some 
studded with isolated trees. Roads 
twist and turn among towns and 
hamlets, like brown ribbon trailed 
indiscriminately over the country- 
side. Railroad tracks glisten in the 
sun, their beds black as ebony, curve 
in great sweeps. 

The most beautiful sight this 
morning was in flying down Lake 
Champlain. Though much of the 
water looked muddy because the 
sandy bottom was visible, great 
stretches, -‘sun-caught and _  wind- 
swept, looked like rough frosted 


glass. 

To the right the Catskills loomed, 
and in the background on a pinnacle, 
where Lake Champlain tapers off 
with the canal, Lake George 
stretches out in the distance, a 
solid sheet of silver, plainly visible. 

The plane has just flown over foot- 
hills 700 feet below, a dense mass of 
foliage in a score of shades. These 
are zones of beauties which unfold 
themselves to the air traveler.

Pioneers in the Merger. 


The merger “rings together two of 
the pioneering names in world avia- 
tion. The Wright Company is the 
outgrowth of one of the earliest air- 
craft concerns in the world and takes 


its name from the first men to fly 
in heavier-than-air, powered flying 
machine, Orville and Wilbur Wright. 
However, the family long ago ceased 
to be identified with the company 
that bears the name. 

The Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor 
Corporation is also in the hands of 
successors to the founder, Glenn H. 
Curtiss, one of the early followers 
of the Wrights, who graduated into 
aviation from motorcycle speed rac- 
ing. Of late years Mr. Curtiss, while 
keeping up a personal interest in 
aviation, has not been actively en- 
gaged in the industry. 

In a true sense the history of these 
two companies is the history of 
American aviation. The Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation, through 
its J-5 Whirlwind and its immediate 
predeeessor, a nine cylinder, radial, 
air-cooled engine, has been credited 
with the tremendous impetus avia- 
tion has received in the last two 
years. Three Wright Whirlwinds 
carried Commander rd and Floyd 
Bennett to the North Pole and back.

As the sea continues to be calm 
and the weather fine, hope is still 
held that the plane may still be 
afloat. 


Premier Thinks Today Will Tell. 


MADRID, June 26 (®.—Premier 
Primo de Rivera believes that one 


more day will determine, as far as 
man can, the fate of Major Franco 
and his companions. 

‘“‘Tomorrow’s searching should be 
considered nearly conclusive one way 
or the other, ending the enormous 
anxiety and uncertainty of all Spain 
from official circles down,’’ he de- 
clared at a Cabinet meeting. 

What little hope remained he 
thought lay in the fact that the 
smaller naval units and the British 
airplane carrier Eagle were due to 
search tomorrow the area considered 
most likely to have been the grave 
or haven of the Spanish plane. 

Another flurry of hope came to- 
night when the Premier received 
what purported to be a report from 
the British Admiralty that one of its 
planes had sighted wreckage. No 
details were given and a check-up 
with the Admiralty revealed that it 
had not sent such a message and 
knew of no foundation for it. 

A series of wild reports as to the 
whereabouts of the fliers, who dis- 
appeared Friday on the first leg of 
their round-trip flight from Spain to 
New York, complicated the search 
for them, in which five nations are 
now participating. They were vari- 
ously reported to have landed in the 
Spanish West African province of 
Rio del Oro and on the coast of 
Scotland. 

Major Franco’s mother in Ferrol 
has been kept fully informed of all 
developments, but all news has been 
withheld thus far from his wife at 
Cartagena and from Captain Gal- 
larza’s mother. 

Aviation experts in Madrid differ 
in their opinion as to how long the 
plane can keep afloat, but the theory 
that the aviators landed in some re- 
mote part of the Azores rapidly lost 
Strength today. The secrecy of the 
arrangements for the flight was so 
well maintained that the authorities 
are unable to say how large a supply 
of food the airplane carried, but it 
was thought to be small and would 
have been exhausted by now. 

Two French’ déstroyers were 
ordered to Coruna, Spain, today by 
the French Minister of Marine for 
instructions before joinin the 
Spanijsh, Portuguese, Englis and 
Italian ships and airplanes already 
searching for the fliers between 
Portugal and the Azores. Lisbon is 
the base of operations.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Palmer 
Canfield, prohibition administrator 
in charge of the Northern New York 
district, with headquarters at Albany, 
will be relieved on July 1 and become 
legal Fiele Supervisor of the North- 
eastern States, according to an an- 
nouncement made today by Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner Doran, following 
conferences by Dr. Doran and Assis- 
tant Secretary Lowman of the Treas- 
ury with Mr. Canfield. 

Harry M. Dengler, a field officer, 
who operates a mobile school of in- 
struction for dry agents, will be 
made acting administrator at Al- 
bany, to remain until the district 
has been cleared up of speak- 
easies and illegal breweries. Not 
until then will a new and permanent 
administrator be appointed. 

Mr. Canfield has been in hot water 


with his Washington superiors al- 
most from the day that he was 
named administrator of the North- 
ern district some months ago. 
Charges that breweries in Troy and 
other localities were making high- 
powered beer for customers in New 
York City, Western Connecticut and 
other districts were investigated by 
order of Commissioner Doran. 

Agents sent from Rhode Island 
closed two breweries in Troy and 
Mr. Canfield was called for an ex- 
planation. He has made several 
visits to Washington since the mid- 
dle of June. 

Dr. Doran explained that Mr. Can- 
field’s transfer ‘‘was in the interest 
of the service.’”” He made it clear 
that no charges had been made that 
in any way reflected on the personal 
character of Mr. Canfield. 

“Mr. Canfield is a lawyer and 
owing to his experience is in a po- 
sition to render us good service in a 
legal capacity,’’ Dr. Doran said. _ 
“Str. Canfield was connected with 
the prohibition service under the old 
svstem of directorships in New 
York State. He retired from the 
prohibition unit. when the regional 
system was established by General 
LincoM C. Andrews, then Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury in charge 
of prohibition. Mr. Canfield took 
the civil service commission exami- 
nation prescribed for administra- 
tors, passed it and was named for‘an 
office in that grade on the establish- 
ment of the Albany district. 

Enforcement conditions in the 
Northern New York area have gone 
from bad to worse in recent months, 
according to Prohibition Bureau of- 
ficials. It is considered likely that 
an intensive drive against bootleg- 
y 1 when Mr. 
Dengler assumes office. . 

He has been in the prohibition ser- 
vice since its establishment under 
the Volstead act. Latterly he has 
been. instructing field agents in 
methods of making seizures and 
searches and teaching them how to 
operate. He will resume this duty 
on his retirement from the tempo- 
rary detail as acting administrator 
at Albany.

Liquor Seized Here to Go Down Special Sewer; 
Will Be Diluted First to Foil Pipe Tappers 





Prohibition headquarters for the 
metropolitan area, now at 1 Park 
Avenue, will be moved about July 
20 to the government-owned ware- 
house at 641 Washington Street, 
where arrangements have been made 
for disposing of seized liquor 
through specially constructed ‘‘rum- 
running’’ sewers. 

The possibilities offered by such 
sewers have occurred to Prohibition 
Administrator Maurice Campbell, 
who said all plans for the new head- 
quarters had been carried out. by 
Treasury Department engineers in 
accordance with requirements he 
had specified. In announcing yes- 
terday the coming change, Major 
Campbell said: 

“‘On the second floor will be stored 
the seized liquor. This floor has 
been especially constructed for this 
purpose and has been divided into 
several rooms by bricked walls so 
that the entire floor is inaccessible 
from any other part of the building. 
A special elevator runs to this floor 
and a special street entrance has 
been provided. 

“A feature of the new liquor stor- 
ege space provides for the destruc- 
tion of libelled liquors within the 
building itself, so that any seized 
liquor, once taken into the building, 
never goes out again except throug 
specially constructed sewers, and so 
diluted with water that the alcoholic 
content of the sewers will never be 
greater than 1 per cent.” 

This would render useless the tap- 


ping of the ‘“‘rum-running”’ sewer, 
although any person who might in 
any manner obtain and carry else- 
where some of its contents might be 
convicted of a felony, since 1 per 
cent alcoholic contént is illegal and 
transportation of liquor is a viola- 
tion of the Jones law. The ‘‘de- 
struction” of seized liquor behind 
closed doors is another prohibition 
enforcement innovation. The law, 
however, demands that such de- 
struction take place in the presence 
of a Deputy United States Marshal 
and prohibition agents. In the past 
the procedure has often been wit- 
nessed by many persons. 

Major Campbell said the prohibi- 
tion headquarters would occupy the 
entire first, second and ninth floors 
of the building, which covers the 
block bound by Christopher, 
Greenwich, Barrow and Washing- 
ton Streets. 

The first floor will be used as a 
storage place for seized trucks. The 
entire ninth floor will be used for 
effice purposes. It will furnish sev- 
eral thousand feet more of space 
than the headquarters on Park Ave- 
nue. The only reason for the move, 
according to Major Campbell, was 
that the warehouse, which was for- 
merly the old Appraiser’s Stores, is 
government-owned property. There 
will be no change in personnel. 

“The New York prohibition head- 
quarters will be the most perfectly 
poner of any in the country,”’ said

DRIVES FROM CAROLINA 
IN HEARSE TO GET BODY 


Farmer Comes to Get His Son 
Slain by Gunmen in 
Bronx Hotel. 


yesterday to stare at a travel-stained 
hearse bearing a North Carolina li- 
cense. Thick Carolina clay encrusted 
the wheels and hub caps and was 
splashed against the dusty glass be- 
hind which a coffin could dimly be 
seen. Up in the driver’s seat was 
William Fortner Sr., who had come 
here to take his boy’s body home. 

Six years ago, when he was 18 
years old, young Bill Fortner quit his 
father’s farm, which lies eight miles 
out-of Clinton, N. C. He joined the 
army and served three years in Pan- 
ama. He was mustered out in New 
York when his enlistment ended. He 
worked at various jobs for a while, 
and some time ago became night 
clerk in the Hotel Allaire, at 980 
Prospect Avenue, Bronx. 

Last Monday morning three gun- 
men entered the hotel lobby; they 
were looking for some one. Whether 
it was Bill Fortner they sought the 
police do not know, but they shot 
and killed Bill Fortner and got away. 

A few hours after the New York 
police notification of the death 
reached the little farm outside of 
Clinton, T. M. Farell’s automobile 
hearse, the only one in town, started 
north through the Carolina mud. 
Bill’s dag was in the seat. wearing 
his Sunday clothes: straw hat, black 
and white striped shirt, stiff collar 
with a dinky black bow tie and a blue 
suit. With him was his son, Bruce, 
and Dave Smith, Farell’s driver. 

They made good time coming 
north; left Clinton about 6 o’clock 
Monday night and reached the Bronx 
about 9 o’clock Tuesday night, mak- 
ing stops only for gasoline. They 
stopped at a city hotel and Wednes- 
day morning called for Bill’s body at 
Levin’s, the undertaker, 165 East 
Tremont Avenue. They had one of 
Farell’s special coffins.

SACRIFICE FOR FRIEND 
LANDS HIM IN JAIL 


Man Tries to Stand Trial on 
' Liquor Charge for Neighbor 
Now in Europe. 


Prohibition enforcement brought eo 
the fore yesterday Frank Principe, 
who gave up his freedom for his 
friend. “His misguided effort, how- 
ever, served only to place his friend 
in greater jeopardy and himself in 
jail for ninety days. 

When the prohibition case against 
Antonio Perry, 1,074 Southern Boule- 
vard, the Bronx, and Louis Porter, 
1,025 Old Street, the Bronx, was 
called before Federal Judge Edwin 
R. Holmes, Porter pleaded guilty to 
maintaining a nuisance and possess- 
ing liquor at 220 St. Nicholas. Avenue 
and Principe, answering in the name 
of his friend Perry, said he wished 
to stand trial. 

Two prohibition agents informed 
Judge Holmes that Principe was not 
Perry. Principe, apparently not at 
all surprised, admitted he was mere- 
ly a friend and next-door neighbor 
of Perry, for whom he had appeared 
in the belief that his action was en- 
tirely legal. Perry, he said, was in 
Europe. 

Principe was sentenced to ninety 
days in jail for contempt of court, 
Perry’s bail of $1,000 was orderea 
forfeited and a bench warrant was 
issued for his arrest on his return 
te this city. Porter was fined $100 
on his plea of guilty. 

The men came into court without 
counsel. Judge Holmes assigned Na- 
thanie!l J. Harbin to represent them.

COPENHAGEN, June 26.—Nine 
hundred inhabitants of Swedish birth 
in the village of Gammalsvenskby, 
near Odessa, are going to be trans- 
ferred to Swedew and settled as farm- 
ers in the province of Scania.

It is believed that the Governor’s 
announcement was prompted in part 
by the one made yesterday by 
Tohmas M. Lynch, president of the 
State Tax Commission, that the 
State’s ince tax revenue had in- 
creased about $20,000,000 this year 
and that other revenues had risen 
accordingly. 

The Governor invited Lieut. Gov. 








Lehman, Controller Tremaine, Mr. 
Laech. Senator Knight, Speaker Mc- 
Ginnies and Senator Hewitt and As- 
semblyman Hutchinson, chairmen of 
the Legislature’s fiscal committeés. 
to the conference. 

“T have invited these gentlemen to 
go over all of the figures of receipts 
and disbursements of the fiscal year 
which ends June 30,’’ said the Gov- 
ernor, ‘‘to go over the estimates of 
receipts for the coming fiscal year 
and check them against the estimates 
of receipts and disbursements for 
the following fiscal year, beginning 
July 1, 1930. All of this is in connec- 
tion with the needs of the State for 
additional hospital facilities and 
other public works.

BRINKMAN SENTENCED 
AGAIN AS ‘FENCE’ 


Disbarred Lawyer Gets 2 Years 
More as Receiver of Stolen 
Securities. 


An additional sentence of two 
years in Sing Sing was imposed in 
General Sessions yesterday on Israel 
Brinkman, 42 years old, disbarred 


lawyer, of 2,966 Briggs Avenue, the 
Bronx, for his second conviction for 
criminally receiving stolen securities. 
Judge Koenig rejected the plea of 
Brinkman’s lawyer that the sentence 
be made concurrent with the one of 
two and a half to five years imposed 
on Brinkman last March. 

After his first sentence Brinkman 
obtained a certificate of reasonable 
doubt from Judge Donnellan and is 
awaiting a decision on his appeal to 
the Appellate Division.

In a report to Judge Koenig yes- 
terday Edwin J. Cooley, chief of the 
Probation Bureau, said that Brink- 
man was suspected of having han- 
dled $180,000 in securities which had 
been stolen from messengers of 
brokerage firms in this city and also 
part of $100,000 in securities ob- 
tained by safe robbers several years 
ago from the Central Union Trust 
Company in St. Louis. 

His indictment with two other men 


Brinkman had pledged the stolen 
securities with banks in this city as 
collateral for $100,000 in loans. The 
specific charge on which he was sen- 
tenced yesterday was in connection 





with the theft of about $20,000 in 
securities from a messenger for 
Leigh C. Trumbull & Co., brokers

BOSTON, June 26.—Direct appeal 
to the Department of Commerce to 
investigate the outdoor advertising 
situation and recommend methods 
for its control was suggested by 
Ward Gifford of Kansas City, chair- 
man of the outdoor advertising com- 
mittee, at a conference on the sub- 
ject today at the convention of the 
National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. 

Mr. Gifford announced his sugges- 
tion as a step toward eliminating un- 


* desirable forms of outdoor advertis- 


ing. If the committee concur, he 
will lay the suggestion before the 
board of directors of the association 
and on their approval appeal to the 
Federal Department. 

Meeting with the real estate,men 
were Mrs. Elizabeth Lawton of the 
American Nature Association and 
the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs of Washington, D. C.; Mrs. 
Arthur Lisle of East Greenwich, 
R. I., of the Garden Club of 
America; Florence A. Paul of the 
York (Me.) Committee for Restric- 
tion of Outdoor Advertising; Robert 
Wolcott of Boston, representing the 
Massachusetts Bill Board Events 
Committee and the Massachusetts 
Civic League; Albert H. Bard of 
New York City, representing the Na- 
tional Committee for the Restriction 
of Outdoor Advertising; I. W. Digges 
and William B. Beehan of the Gen- 
eral Outdoor Advertising Associa- 
tion; Harlan James of Washington, 
D. C., of the American Civic So- 
ciation, and C. H. Sampson of the 
North Shore Garden Club of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The representatives of these 
various organizations advised solu- 
tion of the outdoor advertising prob- 
lem through beautification of the 
highways under State supervision 
and county zoning, State licensing 
of outdoor advertising and city or- 
dinances. 

Through a report of the committee 
for the restriction of outdoor adver- 
tising, the conference was _in- 
formed of a plan of the New Jersey 
civic organization to present a bill 
for the enactment of legislation at 
the next session of the Legislature. 

‘‘In the United States the investor 
looks for salable securities, in the 
form of stock with a speculative pos- 
sibility; at the same time he hopes 
to find the sound investment,” 
Cyrus C. Miller said in an address 
before the mortgage and finance di- 
vision. 

“So rapid is the rise in values of 
eome localities in our cities by reason 
of shifting population or wise im- 
apa that speculative possi- 

ilities of securities based on prop- 
erties in such locations may be con- 
sidered a certainty,’’ he continued. 
“The fundamental soundness of real 
estate investment has lorig appealed 











to the public. There remained some 
method for making available real 
estate securities which ~would be 
quickly salable, of accumulating 
‘value and in small denominations. 

Such was the purpose of the estab- 
lishment of the Real Estate Board 
of New York Exchange, Inc., as out- 
lined by Mr. Miller. 

“The idea of an exchange for real 
estate securities is not a new one,’’ 
he went on, ‘‘For twenty years vari- 
ous groups of bankers, mortgage 
dealers, operators and others have 
discussed the subject. 

“The annual capital requirements 
to finance real estate operations a 
year in the United States have 
reached the large total of $12,500,- 

000. Of this amount perhaps 
$500,000,000 should be deducted as be- 
ing represented by their exchange 
for real estate, leaving $12,000,000,- 
000 to be financed yearly by cash, 
mortgages or contract. 

“It must be evident that the 
capital requirements for such_opera- 
tions must be met more and more 
by the ‘sale of securities to the pub- 
lic.’”’ 

Mr. Miller told the realtors that 
before a security could be traded in 
on the floor of the Exchange it 
must be listed. When an issue was 

resented to the Exchange for list- 
ng it was referred to the listing 
committee, The latter decided 
whether the securities on which the 
issue was based were adequate for 
this purpose. It had the real proper- 
ty appraised by appraisers of the real 
estate board of the city in which the 
property was located. Their names 
were a guarantee of good faith and 
ability. 

In addition, the financial condition 
and the financial history and per- 
sonnel of the person or corporations 
offering the issue for listing were 
investigated. 

If the data given satisfied the list- 
ing committee the issue was allowed 
to be bought and sold on the Ex- 
change.

AUGUSTA, Ga., June 26 (4).—Wil- 
liam Lavarre, defendant in an in- 
junction suit brought by his partner, 
Harold Hall, for operating control of 
The Augusta Chronicle and three 
South Carolina papers they own, 
said today he did not wish to issue 
any statement except that ‘‘if the 
injunction proceedings are not with- 
drawn either by Mr. Hall or the 
International Paper Company that 
the whole story of the deal will be 
included in my answer.”’ 

‘“‘They have demanded that I turn 
over all the stock and money to Mr. 
Hamilton,’’ Lavarre declared. ‘‘Un- 
less that matter is stopped I will 
give the whole history of the deal. 
I do not wish to do that because it 
would be an explosion.”’ 

Hall and Lavarre borrowed $870,000 
from the International Paper Com- 
pany and bought The Augusta 
Chronicle and three South Carolina 
newspapers, The Columbia Record, 
Spartanburg Herald and Spartan- 
burg Journal. Yesterday Hall 
stopped a meeting of the board of 
directors and stockholders of The 
Augusta Chronicle by an injunction 
and court order appointing Thomas 
J. Hamilton, editor of The Chron- 
icle, as temporary receiver.

Mercury Held Superior to Water fer Steam; 
Seen as Next Great Power Producing Agency 





Turbines using the steam of mer- 
cury instead of water are the latest 
achievements in the engineering 
problem of obtaining the maximum 
energy from coal, Alfred D. Flinn, 
director of the Engineerin Founda- 
tion, 29 West Thirty-ninth Street, 
announced yesterday in a report on 
research in this field. . 

Mr. Flinn says mercury power has 
been successfully harnessed, and will 
be the next great vassal of human- 
ity, with energy-generating proper- 
ties far superior to those of water. 
He describes man’s successive ad- 
vances in the utilization of water 
power, steam power and gas power 
to do his work. 

To bring under certain and safe 
control this molten metal that boils 
at 675 degrees and whose vapor is 
poisonous is a feat which has taxed 
the inventive genius of engineering 
units, Mr. Flinn says. The higher 
temperatures and correspondingly 
greater heat fall of mercury is re- 
sponsible for its greater power, he 
explains. 

“At the very moderate pressure of 
seventy pounds on the gauge, mer- 
cury vapor has a temperature of 884; 
at 180 pounds, a temperature of 


1,000,’’ he says. ‘‘High temperatures 
can be had without excessive pres- 
sures. 

“Mercury differs from water in 


other properties. It weighs 13% 
times as much; it does not wet steel, 
the usual material for power boilers; 
it is expensive; its vapor is poison- 
ous; it oxidizes ig? ae 

“Several other liquids which boil 
at high temperatures were tested to 
determine their suitability for the 
same application. After extensive 
experiments it became evident that 
mercury was the only practical liquid 
for supplementing water as a ther- 
modynamic fluid in connection with 
the generation of power from coal. 

“A type of boiler promising reli- 
ability in service having been devel- 
oped, a combined mercury and steam 

wer unit was built for the Hart- 
ord Electric Light Company and put 
into service in 1923. This was the 
first mercury-vapor power installa- 
tion in the world. 

“Practical operating experience 
and continued experiments have 
made possible Jarge commercial ap- 

lications. .A second unit has been 
nstalled for the Hartford Electric 
Light Company.’’ 








CLOAKMAKERS READY 
FOR CALL TO STRIKE 


Walkout of 30,000 Appears 
Imminent as Workers Get 
Preparatory Order. 


The imminence of the strike call to 
be issued to 30,000 cloakmakers was 
indicated yesterday in the union 
order that all the workers, even 
those at present out of employment, 
report to the shops daily beginning 
yesterday to await the walkout order 
to be issued by President Benjamin 
Sehlesinger. There was considerable 
@eeulation in the trade concerning 
the exact date and hour of the strike 
eveder. Union officials declined to dis- 
cuss tumors that the strike might be 
called today or tomorrow. 

Directly upon the issuance of the 
order to cease work the cloakmakers 
will repair to fifteen halls where 
they will be instructed further on the 
issues in the strike and their duties 
as pickets. Tull power to call a 
strike has been vested in an advisory 
committee headed by Mr. Schlesinger, 
head of the international union. 

Strike committee heads reported at 
Webster Hall yesterday that all was 
in readiness. for the general walkout 
in protest against what they de- 
scribe as the return of the sweat- 
shop, the piecework system, the 
forty-two-hour week and unreason- 
able discharge of shop chairmen. 
Their demands include restoration of 
the unemployment insurance fund, 





certification of shops and increase 
in wages. 

Dressmakers met last night and 
agreed to make financial contribu- 
tions to the striking cloakmakers. 
Boston cutters yesterday assessed 
themselves 10 per cent of their 
wages every week during the strike 
as their contribution to the strike 
fund. The Boston cloak union has 
called a meeting of Boston labor in 
which American Federation of Labor 
locals will participate to devise 
means for support of the strikers.

development of Ilabur-saving and 
time-saving machinery, the steeping 
up of per man productivity and 
many other factors have served to 
make American manufacturing the 
wonder of the world. According to 
figures from the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus, we have increased the physical 
output per man employed in the 
manufacturing industry by 50 per 
cent in the last twenty-five years. 
This is equivalent to an industrial 
revolution. 


Denies Middleman Is Profiteer. 


“But although the costs of produc- 
tion have been continually lowered 
by those methods the costs of distri- 
bution have been increasing. We 
hear from all sides serious com- 
plaints regarding the cost of getting 
commodities from producers to con- 
sumers. 

‘“‘Some years ago these complaints 
took the form of criticism of the so- 
called middleman. Today we are 
realizing that these increased costs 
are not due to profiteering by the 
middleman, but in reality to the in- 
crease in the actual cost of doing 
business. 

“Not only that, but the inereased 
efficiency of production itself, re- 
sulting in what we call mass pro- 
duction, has created new problems 
in distribution. In the mad scram- 
ble to secure markets for an ever- 
increasing output, many wasteful 
and uneconomic’ processes have 
grown up. In addition new methods 
of distributing merchandise are be- 
ing tried out. Among these may be 
mentioned chain stores, mail order 
houses, cooperative wholesale buying, 
instalment selling and a host of 
others. As a result, our whole sys- 
Ls of distribution is in a state of 

ux. 


More Information Needed. 


‘One of the reasons that we have 
not made more progress in increas- 
ing the efficiency of distribution is 
the fact that we have relatively lit- 
tle comprehensive information about 


the movement of commodities. We 
have in this country very excellent 





governmental and private statistics | 
of production of all kinds of com- 
modities. But we practically lose 
sight statistically of every commod- 
ity once it is produced.”’ 

Secretary Lamont spoke of studies 
and analyses of distribution costs 
undertaken in the grocery business 
in Louisville, Ky., ‘‘to find out what 
the distributer spends his money for, 
what it costs to sell, deliver and col- 
lect for individual items and what 
these particular services add to the 
cost of distribution.’”” He said the 
research revealed profitable and un- 
profitable operations offsetting one 
another and other weaknesses which 
showed the value of the proposed 
distribution census. . 

‘“‘Within the next ten days,’’ Secre- 
tary Lamont said, ‘‘the Department 
of Commerce intends to ask a repre- 
sentative committee of business men 
to advise and help the Census Bu- 
reau in the taking of this new 
census of distribution. The census 
will be of value just to the extent of 
the helpful interest that is taken in 
it by the merchants of the country. 
I realize now, as never before, the 
importance of filling out govern- 
ment questionnaires and sending 
them in promptly.”’ 


Booth Pledges Cooperation. 


Willis H. Booth, president of the 
association, assured Secretary La- 
mont of the cooperation of the mem- 
ber merchants and added that they 
had already initiated similar studies 
of the distribution problem.

Left Marlow on Corner. 


Lewis, Seigel and Migs Seiden 
walked to Broadway, where they 
turned south, leaving Marlow at the 
corner. The girl, after several yards, 
retraced her steps to say good-bye to 
Marlow. She said Marlow was talk- 
ing to the two men and she changed 
her mind.

said, cenied that he had. ever been 
arrested yntil confronted with a 
Rogues Gallery picture, taken seven- 
teen years ago. 

The police learned that on Tues- 
day $3,500 .had been telegraphed to 
Lewis by some one in Boston. Com- 
missioner Whalen expressed keen 
interest in this, and said that it was 
one of the major problems his men 
in Boston were trying to clear up. 
Another financial negotiation the 
commissioner was seeking to plumb 
was Marlow’s recent efforts to ne- 
gotiate for the purchase of a brew- 
ery in Bridgeport, Conn. 

A ‘“‘stab’’ wound found on Mar- 
low’s right side after his death was 
the scar of a recent operation. Mar- 
low had been in a sanitarium, tak- 
ing treatment for tuberculosis. The 
operation was for the relief of em- 
pyema, induced by the disease, de- 
tectives learned from the physician 
who performed it. 


Witnesses Questioned in Queens. 


All these facts were in the hands 
of the police before. Lewis and his 


companions were taken over to 
Queens and lodged in the Hunters 
Point station. where Inspector Gal- 
lagher and others began to question 
them. The interrogation went on 
without a break from 8 A. M. until 
noon. 

Then two detectives with hand 
bags came out and caught a train 
for Boston. They were Detectives 
David Daly and Thomas Caputo. 
Their particular mission was to trate 
the $3,500 telegraphic remittance to 
Lewis. Shortly after their departure 
Lewis was brought out alone. He 
was taken to the office of District 
Attorney Newcombe and a few min- 
utes later arraigned before County 
Judge Frank F. Adel. 

Lewis, who is about 45 years old, 
with gray hair and a short, broad 
figure, stood before the bench. As- 
sistant District Attorney Thomas 
Thornton appeared for the State. 
Judge Adel asked Lewis if there was 
any reason why he should not be 
held as a witness. 

“I gave myself up voluntarily,”’ 
said Lewis. 

“The District Attorney says you 
were with Marlow until forty-five 
minutes before he was killed. Is that 
right?”’ 

“Yes,’’ said Lewis, ‘‘I was with him 
all day long, until just before he was 
shot.’ 

‘What do you do for a living?’’ 
asked Judge Adel. 

“T have a lot of interests,’”’ said 
Lewis, with a smile and a shrug, 
‘‘but no particular vocation.”’ 

Assistant District Attorney James 
A. Dayton joined Mr. Thornton at 
the arraignment of the others. Miss 
Seiden was weeping. Her eyes were 
red and tears had streaked a rather 
heavy make-up. She wore a blue 
beret, tan coat, white pongee dress, 
light gray hose and tan pumps. She, 
too, was asked if there was any rea- 
son for not holding her. She nodded 
her head affirmatively, but seemed 
unable to speak. The bail was sct 
for her. 

Coppa came next. He is dark and 
heavy-set. He was it: * He 
made no response to the judge’s 
question. 

Wilson, the ex-middleweight cham- 
pion, was called to the bench. He 
has grown heavy since ieaving the 
prize ring. 

“T told them all I know, your Hon- 
or,” he said, and the judge fixed 
the same heavy bail.

Car Found in Brooklyn. 


After the fixing of bail in Queens 
the action in the case shifted back 
to Manhattan headquarters, where 
detectives brought the blue sedan 
found at South Fourth Street and 
Marcy Avenue, Brooklyn. The ma- 
chine had been stolen at 2 P. M., 
on June 23, from Louis Fried, Inc., 
real estate operators, at 144 East 
Eighty-sixth Street, Manhattan. The 
wheels of the car were covered with 
mud and there was other evidence of 
hard driving. 

Shortly after the car was brought 
to headquarters, the slain man’s 
widow, Mrs. Minnie Curto of Belle- 
port, L. I., appeared. She retains 
Marlow’s right name of Curto. She 
was accompanied by her brother-in- 
law, Frank Barbaro of 217 Elizabeth 
Street, and by her brother, John 
Provenzano, who lives next door to 
Barbaro. She told Inspector Mul- 
rooney that her husband was often 
“away on business,’’ the nature of 
which he did not confide. 

Next, and starting the questioning 
of Broadway characters, came Larry 
Fay, night club operator and taxicab 
magnate; Bill Duffy, also of the 
night clubs, and Jack Sharkey, 
bantamweight of five years ago. 
They were all smiles when they left 
headquarters after thirty minutes of 
questioning. Fay saic that he had 
been in Atlantic City over the week- 
end, and Duffy knew nothing of 
Marlow. 


Victim on Bad Terms With Capone. 


Mr. Whalen refused pointedly to 
disclose the police theory as to the 


motive for the murder. He said that 
he understood that Marlow and 
Scarface Alphonse Capone, Chicago 
beer gang leader, now in a Philadel- 
phia jail, had not been friendly since 
the slaying of Frankie Yale, or Uale, 
a year ago in Brooklyn, because he 
became too ambitious in beer-run- 
ning. But, the commissioner added, 
there was nothing to link the death 
of Marlow to Capone. 

“The contact in this case,’’ he 
said, ‘‘is between New York and 
Boston. There are at least fifteen 
persons in Boston we are anxious to 
question, including some question- 
able’ characters with whom Wilson 
was seen last month when the whole 
gang went up to see Marlow’s fighter 
in a bout with Jim Maloney.’’ Mar- 
low’s fighter, an Italian heavy- 
weight, won from Maloney ona foul. 
Detectives were not inclined to put 
much stock in reports that Marlow’s 
death might be traced back to the 
bout. The reports had it that the 
fight had been ‘‘fixed.’’

Boston Racketeer Sought.

BOSTON, June 26.—Michael Rocco, 
known as ‘‘Mickey the Wise Guy,’’ 
debonair Boston gangster, was being 
sought throughout the city tonight 
by ston and New York police for 

uestioning in the murder of Frank 

arlow. 

The police here said that Rocco 
was seen in a Flushing Avenue lunch 
room in Brooklyn shortly after Mar- 
low had been killed. 

Four New York detectives are 
hunting Rocco here. Two other 
racketeers are also being sought. 
The police say that Rocco drove here 
from New York, arriving Tuesday. 

The New York authorities gave the 
Boston police considerable informa- 
tion over the long distance telephone 
tonight. They prophesied that there 
would be reprisals in the Marlow 
murder and that killings would in- 
clude persons identified with the al- 
cohol trafficking. Several of the 
names mentioned were those of boot- 
leggers in Boston, Nantasket, Cam- 
bridge and South Boston. 

The New York police apparently 
believe the slaying of Marlow was 
the result of his activities in connec- 
tion with his Belgian alcohol busi- 
ness in New York. It is said that 
during his stay here Marlow. made 
many friends and that he succeeded 
in winning over a number of cus- 
tomers in Boston and vicinity. 

A Boston friend of Marlow’s said 
that Marlow was on his way to Phila- 
delphia at the time he was killed. 
The man who furnishes this infor- 
mation is sure that Marlow’s Phila- 
delphia trip had something to do with 
Al Capone’s move for release from

“Give us a duty that will bring 6- 
cent sugar and the Western sugar 
factories will pay the beet sugar 
farmer $8 to $8.50 per ton and we 
will show you how to produce more 
sugar in the United States.’’ 

He said sugar was now selling at 
below the pre-war price level and 
that the American consumer should 
not object to sugar at 6 cents a 
ound. When Senator Connally of 

exas asked if the export debenture 
plan would aid the farmer, Mr. Jar- 
dine said he wanted to see the aes 
ent farm relief bill tried out first. 

Frank A. Dillingham of New Jer- 
sey, representing the Association of 
Sugar Producers of Porto Rico, ob- 
jected to a provision in the House 
bill raising from $1 to $3 a ton the 
duty on sugar cane. He said this 
would be prohibitive for Porto Rican 
sugar, but Senator Smoot asserted 
that a Porto Rican factory made 

in one F ies by importing 
cane from Sante Domingo at $1 a ton 
and shipping raw sugar to the United 
States. 

According to Mr. Dillingham, all 
Porto Rican factories lost money on 
sugar last year. He favorcd the rate 

2.40 cents a pound on Cuban 
sugar, but said such a rate against 
Porto Rico would destroy the sugar 
industry there. 

Mr. Dillingham estimated there 
would be a drop of about 144,000 
tons, to 600.000 tons, in the Porto 
Rican crop this year, largely bécause 
of the September hurricane. He 
commented that the 20 per cent 
preference given to Cuban sugar 
meant a $30,000,000 bonus for Cuba 
on last year’s crop. 


Three Oppose Rise on Blackstrap. 


Three witnesses, Representatives 
Hudson and Clancy of Michigan and 
John H. Caldwell of St. Louis, op- 
posed any increase in the duty on 
blackstrap molasses. 

Mr. Hudson assgrted that the 
proposed tax of ‘‘from 8 to 10 cents 
or even higher per gallon of black- 
strap’’ would advance the price of 
alcohol to more than $1 a gallon, 
affecting its use for medicinal and 
industrial purposes. He said that 
the use of industrial alcohol had in- 
creased from 1,780,276 wine gallons 
in 1917 to more than 90,000,000 wine 
gallons in 1928. 

‘The proposed tax, if levied,’’ said 
Mr. Hudson, ‘‘would put an added 
cost on practically every article in 
daily use so varied has become the 
use of industrial alcohol in industry. 

“Forty million gallons every year 
go into anti-freeze for the automo- 
bile owner. This means $40,000,000 
levied on that one class of the Amer- 
ican consumer if the proposed duty 
is. imposed. The important phar- 
maceutical trade, the varied cellulose 
industries, our varnish, paint and 
shellac industry, dyes and cosmetics 
are dependent upon a plentiful and 
cheap supply of industrial alcohol.’’

Supply Dealers Association, opposed 
the increase on black-strap molasses. 
He said an amendment by Senator 
Broussard of Louisiana to raise the 
duty from one-sixth of a cent to 4 


cents a lon would increase the 
ones of ethyl alcohol 15 cents a gal- 
on , 

‘“‘The assumption that an increase 
in the duty on non-edible black-strap 
molasses would redound to the bene- 
fit of the farmer is erroneous,’’ Mr. 
Brookmeyer stated. ‘‘Corn would 
not replace molasses as the raw ma- 
terial for the manufacture of alco- 
hol, as sup d, because alcohol 
May be made: with chemicals and 
gases cheaper than with corn if 
black-strap molasses is displaced by 
an increase in the duty. 

“The farmer not. only would not 
benefit by the use of corn for the 
manufacture of alcohol but he would 
be compelled to pay a pies 
for medicine and no less than 5,000 
different articles of commerce in the 
manufacture of which alcohol is 
used.’’ 

W. L. Crouse of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
made the same contention. 

Representing domestic cane sugar 
refiners, John A. McCarthy of the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company said 
that under present conditions it was 
virtually impossible for American 
refineries to compete with those in 
the West Indies. 

. “If. you are going to promote Amer- 
ican industry,’’ he stated, ‘‘you must 


prevent the present importation of | 


refined sugar,’’ he said. 

When Senator Smoot interrupted 
to ask if he would prefer a direct 
duty on refined sugar, Mr. McCarthy 
assented. He then suggested a dif- 
ferential of 60 cents per 100 .pounds 
on refined sugar above the charge 
on the raw material, and in the case 
of Cuba a charge of 48 cents. 

Before leaving the stand Mr. Mc- 
Carthy asked the subcommittee to 
ascertain if it was not possible to 
raise the rate on imported sugar 
candy, which, he suggested, might 
be washed of its color, ‘‘and thus 
you have sugar coming in at three- 
quarters of a cent duty instead of 
the regular rate.’’ 

Cc. D. Welsh, with interests in 
Cuban, Philippine and American 
sugar factories, told the committee 
he had lost $1,000,000-in a Philippine 


operation in trying to raise cane on, 


new land. Senator Watson and Sen- 
ator Harrison endeavored to ascer- 
tain Mr. Welsh’s specific recommen- 
dations, but he laughed and said: 


‘Don’t you want to see one man | 


who is not asking for something?’’ 


He conceded that if the domestic | 
sugar industry was to be maintained | 


a tariff was necessary. 


+ Felix Cordova Davila, delegate in| 
Congress from Porto Rico, objected | 


to the increased rate on sugar cane. 


He advocated a duty of $1 a ton for | 


the first 200,000 tons and $3 a ton 
thereafter. 

Senator Smoot is working out a 
tentative ‘‘sliding scale’ of tariffs 
on refined sugar which would start 


at about $1 a 100 pounds and rise to | 


$3. The Senator stated that his 
scheme was only tentative and would 
be presented to the Finance Commit- 
tee later in the week. 


May End Wool Hearings Today. 


The subcommittee having in charge 
the wool schedules had a busy morn- 


ing and worked at top speed. So 
far as public hearings are concerned 
this committee may terminate. its 
work tomorrow. 

The first witness it heard was W. 
Franklin Hobbs of Boston, president 
of the National Association of Woolen 
Manufacturers, who challenged two 
of the principal demands of the wool 

roducers, the first being a proposi- 

ion to set up testing facilities at the 
three principal ports of entry—New 
York, Boston and Philadelphia— 
which he said would ‘‘clog’’ trade, 
and, secondly, the proposal to in- 
crease the duties on wool waste—that 
is, noils, rags and other by-products. 

Mr. Hobbs declared that if rates 
on waste were increased from 8 to 
29 cents a pone. as asked by the 
producers, the compensatory specific 
duty on fabrics in which reworked 
wool is used should be increased to 
at least 50 cents a pound, with a 
proportionately higher ad valorem 
rate. The lower rates carried in the 
bill as it passed the House were sat- 
isfactory, he said. By-products should 
carry rates proportionate to their 
value to the raw wool. 

Speaking of the woolen and wor- 
sted industries as a whole, Mr. 
Hobbs said that the industries had 
slowed up in recent years and that 


lines suggested by President Hoover 
they were entitled to favorable treat- 
ment at the hands of Congress. 

He argued for increased duties on 
yarns and woven fabrics in general. 
The ‘‘catch-all’’ rate in the wool 
schedule should be fixed, Mr. Hobbs 
suggested, at 50 cents a pound and 
60 per cent ad valorem, instead of 
the proposed straight 50 per cent ad 
valorem rate. 

Alban Eavenson of Camden, N. J., 
speaking for the wool scourers, 
urged a differential of 3 cents a 
pound on scoured wool. The rate 
carried in the House bill, which is 
24 cents a pound, should be increased 
to 26 cents a pound, this being nec- 
essary, he added, to maintain this 
branch of the industry. 

George McGeachin of New York 
said that the duties fixed in the 
House bill for pile and woven fab- 
rics, tapestries and _ upholsteries 
were high enough and he opposed 
any increase. 

Joseph W. Randall of Philadelphia 
asked that camel’s hair be placed 
on the free list, while Joseph F. 
Lockeet of Baston, appearing for 
carpet manufacturers, told the com- 
| mittee that the 3-cent differential 
urged by Mr. Eavenson would double 
the burden of the carpet manufac- 
turers, and for that reason should 
not go into the bill. 


Hides, Leathers and Shoes Up.

Asked what rate he thought would 
be justified, Mr. O’Hare said he 
thought 35 per cent ad valorem 
would be about right. 

F. E. Mullin of the American Na- 
tional Live Stock Association advo- 
cated the transfer of hides and leath- 
ers to the protected list. Mr. Mul- 
lin said that the proposed rate of 
10 per cent ad valorem was not 
enough. He suggested a rate of 6 
cents a pound on ‘green’ and 10 
cents a pound on “‘dry’”’ hides. E. B. 
Spiler of the Texas and Southwest- 
ern Cattle Raisers’ Association and 
Robert Hamblett of the National Live 
Stock Producers’ Association took 
the same position. 

The committee also heard argu- 
ments on rates for corkboard, used 
in the manufacture of refrigerators. 
Machias Riesler of New York, who 
represented this industry, opposed 
the proposed duties. There is no 
cork grown in this country. John 
K. Johnston of Wilmington, Del., 
appearing for the Laminated Bake- 
lite Manufacturers, told the commit- 
tee a duty of 25 per cent was needed 
against German competition. 


Harrison Wants Hoover’s Opinion. 

Senator Harrison of Mississippi, 
the Democratic member of the sub- 
committee on sugar and molasses. 
said late in the day that, in his 
opinion, President Hoover should at 
once inform the Finance Committee 


where he, the President, stood on 
the tariff measure. 

‘“‘By so doing,’’ said Senator Harri- 
son, ‘‘the President could not only 
save weeks, if not months, of time, 
but could relieve the suspense of 
business and incidentally a lot of 
public anxiety, 

‘‘When the Agricultural Committee 
of the Senate reported the so-called 
farm relief bill with the debenture 
feature a part of it, the President 
took occasion to send its chairman. 
Senator McNary, a letter which was 
promptly given to the press, calling 
th: committee’s attention to the 
President’s objection to the deben- 
ture plan. 

‘“‘Every few days, or even more 
often, word comes in an ‘authorita- 
tive,’ though not in a public way. 
that the resident will veto the 
tariff bill if the rates are too high 
or the revision too general. 

“Senator Smoot, chairman of the 
Committee on Finance; in a discus- 
sion with Senator Robinson of Ar- 
kansas on the floor of the Senate on 








June 14, committed himself to a 
general revision of the tariff.

Frear Assails Sugar Increases. 


Representative Frear, Republican. 
of Wisconsin, has written to all Sen- 


ators protesting against increases in 
the rates on sugar. 

‘“‘A few cents’ increase on the 12,- 
000,000,000 pounds of sugar con- 
sumed by the American people is 
measued by $120,000,000 for évery 
cent of increase,’’ he said. ‘‘Domes- 
tic sugar production is only one-sixth 
of all we consume. The Great West- 
ern Sugar Company, which produces 
one-half of our domestic sugar, is 
not in need. 

“Thirty million agricultural con- 
sumers of sugar are to be squeezed 
out of a ‘few cents’ annually to help 
weak mills. The only remedy is by 
a straight bounty and that the beet 
sugar people, including the Great 
Western, have not approved, for pos- 
sibly good reasons.’’ 


Steel Men for ‘‘Free’’? Manganese. 


WASHINGTON, June’ 26 (®).—An 
upward revision in the duty on 
manufactured iron and steel prod- 


ucts and the removal! of the duty on 
Manganese was advocated today by 
John A. Topping of New York, 
president of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute, before the Senate fi- 
nance subcommittee considering the 
metal schedule of the tariff bill. Mr. 
Topping said the duties on raw steel 
and iron materials were burdensome 
and that they should be removed. 

“On manganese ore particularly,”’ 
he declared, ‘‘we feel that the duty 
imposed by the tariff act of 1922 is 
enormously burdensome and entirely 
without justification from any pos- 
sible point of view.”’ 

L. E. Block, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Inland Steel Com- 
pany ‘of Chicago, also appearing for 
the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, also urged the adjustment of 
the 1922 act with regard to the fix- 
ing of the compensatory tariff on 
ferro-manganese if manganese’ was 
placed on the free list. 

Mr. Block.said that since 1922 im- 
ports had amounted to about eight 
times the domestic production and 
the manganese duty had cost the 
steel industry $45,771,328.

EAGAN TO ADMINISTER 
STEINHARDT ESTATE 


Letters Denied to Two Creditors 
of Bankraptcy Lawyer Who 
Killed Himself. 


Letters of administration on the 
estate of David Steinhardt, ousted 
trustee and receiver in bankruptcy 
and alleged embezzler of about $500,- 
000 in bankruptcy cases, were issued 
to Public Administrator James F. 
Egan yesterday by Surrogate Foley. 
The court held that Mr. Egan was 
entitled by law to prior consideration 
and rejected the applications of two 
creditors of the decedent, who com- 
mitted suicide in Philadelphia on 
April 19. 

Mrs. Anna Steinhardt, the widow, 
and a daughter, Grace Evelyn, 19 
years old, who live at 300 West 108th 
Street, are his legal heirs but took 
no part in the proceeding. 

The creditors who applied for the 
letters were Mrs. Minnie Katzman, 
a widow, 300 Riverside Drive, who 
asserted she gave Steinhardt $13,480 
to invest, and Philip Munter, a form- 
er lawyer, of 1,355 Union Street, 
Brooklyn, who said he loaned the de- 
cedent $3,500 and was never repaid. 

Mrs. Katzman asked the ‘court to 
appoint her and William Koerner, an 


attorney who represents other credi- 
tors, as co-administrators so they 
could begin an action in Supreme 
Court to restrain four insurance 
companies from paying any of 
Steinhardt’s insurance monéy to Mrs. 
Steinhardt. They would also ask the 
court, she said, to determine the 
amount of the insurance to which 
the widow is entitled. Mrs. Katzman 
said the insurance called for ‘‘many 
thousands of dollars’’ and could be 
purchased by the payment of $500 in 
annual premiums.

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CHIANG SAYS FENG 
WILL LEAVE CHINA 





‘President Declares Yen Will 


Command Northwest Now That 
Marshal Has Resigned. 





GENERALS BLOCKED WAR 





Leaders Opposed Chiang’s Punitive 
Campaign, Threatening Secession 
From Nanking, It Is Reported.

PEKING, June 22.—If, as now ap-| 


pears likely, Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang | 


decides to leave China, the Nanking | 


Government will have the brightest 
prospect of unifying China that any! 
government has had for more than| 
the last decade, for, with the Hankow 
faction defeated, Canton apparently 
firmly held and Feng out of the pic- 
ture, Nanking would be twice as 
strong as it was a year ago immedi- 
ately after the capture of Peking. 
If Feng goes abroad it will be from 
mixed motives, one of which seems 
unquestionably to be his determina- 
tion not to shoulder the responsibil- 
ity of a new war which would bring 
appalling suffering upon millions in 
his territory who are already subsist- 
ing on the hunger line. 

Another motive that would induce 
Feng to leave is the state of his 
health. He is reported to wish to 
get to America for expert medical | 
attention. Once he has left he is not 
likely ever again to be a powerful fac- 
tor in Chinese affairs, for the kidney 
disease from which he suffers has 
already resulted in heart enlarge- 
ment and dropsical symptoms, it is 
reported. 


Feng Demands Back Pay. 


Despite his condition Feng is 
adamant in refusing to desert his 
supporters. He demanded $30,000,000 
to pay the arrears due to his troops 


but seems finally to have accepted 
$3,000,000 for this purpose and a per- 
sonal grant of $200,000 for traveling 
expenses is said to await him the 
day he sails from Tientsin. 

There are many rumors, appar- 
ently emanating from Nanking, 
seeking to make it appear that Feng 
has been abandoned by many of his 
Generals and shorn of power, but 
the fact is that he is still powerful 
enough to have caused Nanking con- 
siderable loss of face by insisting 
that he would remain unless the 
order of his arrest were publicly 
canceled. This cancellation has been 
officially announced. Many of the 
supposed desertions of Feng’s Gen- 
erals, observers declare, are in real- 
ity ruses by which these adherents, 
in avowing loyalty to Nanking, have 
turned their military zones in Honan 
into buffer areas into which Nanking 
troops cannot. penetrate without 
fighting their new ‘‘allies,’’ thus 
giving Feng time to consolidate his 
positions in Western Honan and 
Eastern Shansi, as well as concen- 
trate along the southern border of 
Shansi, thus assuring himself 
against attacks from General Yen 
Hsi-shan. 


Yen’s Position Difficult. 


The same Generals who are now 
supposedly disloyal to Feng less 
than a month ago destroyed bridges 
and tunnels on the Peking-Hankow 
Railway, giving Feng time for a safe 
withdrawal. General Yen Hsi-shan’s 
position is extremely difficult, as his 
Shansi armies are now strung along 





the railway and the Great Wall to 


Peking, ‘south slong the Hankow 
line to the Shihshiachuang junction 
with the narrow gauge line into 
Shansi, and northwestward to the 
Peking-Suiyuan Railway. Yen is not 
able to abandon any of these lines 
without endangering his hold ugen 
the Peking-Tientsin area, and he has 
no surplus troops to guard the south- 
ern’ border of Shansi against Feng, 
who could easily march north to 
capture Taiyuan-fu, the Shansi capi- 
tal, with a prize in the form. of the 
best arsenal in China except Mukden. 

This situation, rather than friend- 
ship for Feng or support of Nanking. 
has inspired Yen’s efforts to arrange 


a truce. Every day the opponen 
{of President Chiang MWXai-shek’s 


policy of seeking to unify the coun- 
try by force have been gaining 
strength, as shown by the refusal 
of the plenary session of the Nan- 
king Executive Committee to méet 
Chiang’s demand for a punitive man- 
date against Feng. 


Chiang’s Plans Opposed. 

More serious was the joint opposi- 
tion of General Yen Hsi-shan, Mar- 
shal Chang Hsueh-liang, Tang Shen- 
chi, Fang Chen-wu and other gen- 
erals to a punitive campaign against 
Feng which a few days ago resulted 


in the drafting of an -‘‘armed arbi- 
tration” mandate, the text of which 
is not available, but which, it is un- 
derstood, in thinly veiled language 
warned Chiang Kai-shek against 
launching a new war and which vir- 
tually threatened the secession of 
these commanders from Nanking if 
he persisted in the war plan. This 
mandate, if published, would auto- 
matically alienate all territory north 
of the Yangtse except the Hankow 
area from Nanking’s control and 
would renew the tragic hostility be- 
tween north and south, for, except 
at Hankow, Chiang Kai-shek does 
not possess strong enough forces 
save those directly under the four 
leaders above named. The prepara- 
tion of this ‘‘armed arbitration’’ 
manifesto was known to Nanking 
and will probably go far to curb fu- 
ture aspirationS to resort to foree. 
Indeed. the mandate itself is a hope- 
ful indication that the militarists 
sense the people’s war weariness. 
Delays or suspicions or betrayals 
on either’side may at the last minute 
upset the plans for Feng’s departure, 
but if he goes it will mark the end 
of the Kuominchun armies as a pow- 
erful factor, for Tang Shen-chi has 
been promised Honan Province, and 
the Feng forces there will be scat- 
tered. Threee Feng generals have 
been promised places as heads of the 
provincial governments of Shensi, 
Kansu and Ninchsia, but the old 
cohesion will probably not survive. 
Meanwhile it is authoritatively 
learned here that Chiang Kai-shek’s 
gesture to win the radicals by having 
Wang Ching-wei, a left wing leader, 
elected to Feng’s old post in the 
Nanking Government has failed. 
Wang Ching-wei, who has been an 
exile in Europe for two years, has 
cabled from London his definite re- 
fusal. of the proffered posts and his 
decision. not to enter Chinese politics 
for the ‘‘next three months at least.” 





Yen Gets North Command. 


NANKING, June 26 (#).—General

Soviet Russia denied the 
charges and has protested against 
the raid. 

Althoug Feng and Chiang both con- 
trolled large armies, comparatively 
few clashes were reported. 


NEW WORKS FOR TASMANIA. 


Paper and Newsprint’ Industry

HOBART, Tasmania, June 26 (Ca-

ASSERTS SHIP HOLDS 
$25,000,000 BULLION 


American Arrested in London 
Says He Bought Silver 
From Obregon Heirs. 








REFUSES NAME OF VESSEL 





Dealer Who Advanced $5,000 to 
Land Cargo Starts Court Action 
Against Dredging Contractor.

LONDON, June 26.—A vast fortune 
in Mexican silver is believed to be 
afloat on the high seas. Edward 
Emile Jochen, an American contrac- 
tor who claims to have a $25,000,000 
treasure ship off the coast of Eng- 
land, was brought before a court to- 
day to prove it or stay in jail. 

The evidence presented at the hear- 
ing included a statement that the bul- 
lion, consisting of 50,000,000 ounces 
of silver, belongs to the heirs of 
President Obregon’of Mexico. 

Jochen remains in custody, charged 
with obtaining $5,000 by false pre- 
tenses from Major Pennellied, a bul- 
lion merchant who advanced that 
sum for the purpose of bringing in 
the treasure galleon. 

A contention by the prosecutor that 
the vessel was mythical was met by 
three statements for the defense. 

Robert Doyle, the secretary of a 


company who arranged the introduc- 
tion of Jochen to the bullion mer- 





chant,..declared: ‘‘I believe that the 
ship exists, as Jochen knows the de- 
tails ‘and arrangements so well.’’ 

Jochen’s attorneys stated that it 
was “incredible that such elaborate 
methods would be taken to obtain a 
mere $5,000 in view of Jochen’s posi- 
tion and admittedly high character,” 
and by the fact that Jochen had of- 
fered to return the $5,000 to Pennel- 
lier both before and after his arrest. 

Mystery, however, still surrounds 
the identity of the silver-laden 
galleon, as Jochen refuses to di- 
vulge its name on the ground that 
if he did so it would be located in 
five minutes by reference to Lloyd’s 
shipping register. 

It was this argument which per- 
suaded Pennellier to advance the 
money for landing the treasure. 
During an extraordinary midnight 
meeting on May 3 in a London hotel 
room Pennellier, Doyle and Judge 
Schofield, a former American mag- 
istrate, listened to Jochen describe 
how he learned of the treasure 
while dredging the ports and river 
mouths of Mexico, how he had spent 
months negotiating with the heirs 
of Obregon, how the silver was 
buried in the bottom of a ship and 
covered by a dummy cargo of sul- 
phur and how, finally, he got it out 
of Mexico. 

At the end of the recital Pennel- 
lier signed a contract with blanks 
for the name of the ship, the flag 
flown and the port of destination, 
though, it is said, that it took con- 
siderable persuasion by Judge Scho- 
field to make him accept the dele- 
tions and promises o produce 
Jochen’s title to the silver. 

Pennellier stated that the titles 
were never shown and that he 
caused the arrest of Jochen after 
waiting some time for them. 

The court granted a further re- 
mand, stating that Jochen had only 
to prove the existence of the ship 


and the treasure to effect his re- 
lease.

London Also Opposes Stresemann 
on African Mandates—Final 
Accord Appears Assured.

LONDON, June 26.—The idea is 
put forward here now in authorita- 
tive quarters that the conference of 
governments for action on the 
Young plan may prove to be far 
from a mere formality. 

It_is’ believed that behind that 
opinion lies the intention of the new 
British Government to request some 
review of:.-the distribution of the 
sums which Germany is to pay into 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments. It will be recalled that dur- 
ing the election campaign Philip 
Snowden, now Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, bitterly attacked - 
land’s debt settlements on the basis 
of the principle laid down in the 
Balfour note—namely, that England 
would take no more from her credi- 
tors than she had to pay to America. 
He construed this to mean that if 
America ever canceled war debts, 
England would pass on the benefit 
to her creditors. . 


Snowden Objection Likely. 


TNs true that the Young plan pro- 
vides in an annex to the main plan 
that if America ever cancels war 
debts the Allies will get one-third of 
the benefit and Germany two-thirds. 
It is possible that this does not sat- 
isfy Mr. Snowden and doubtless he 
would like to make a move to alter 
the arrangement by which Britain 
drops her claim for the reimburse- 
ment of the biiiion dollars she has in 
the past paid to the United States 
over and above what she has re- 
ceived from her creditors. 

However, it must be remarked that 
if the British Cabinet has been 
swung into line by Mr. Snowden 
there is not any great deal of chang- 
ing to be made, for the Young plan 
in some of its essentials reposes upon 
the distribution which it recommends 
to the governments. And also any- 
thing done to satisfy Mr. Snowden 
would automatically cause dissatis- 
faction in other capitals. There is no 
doubt about England’s finally ap- 
proving the Young plan, but there 
does seem to be a prospect of an 
effort by Mr. Snowden and _ his 
friends to secure a better apportion- 
ment for Britain. 


Mandates Brought Up. 
On another score, too, it is pre- 
dicted here that the conference will 
bring forth a clash of interests. 


There is not a great deal of doubt 
in London that the former Allies will 
decide on the early evacuation of the 
Rhineland—at least, before the end 
of the year—vhich Dr. Stresemann 
demanded in his speech explaining 
the Young plan to the Reichstag. 
However, Dr. Stresemann in that 
same speech said something else to 
which London does not at all agree. 
He spoke of the coming conference 
as one for the final liquidation of the 
war. And very soon thereafter he 
was talking about ‘‘British unifica- 
tion plans in East Africa,’’ mean- 
ing thereby the plans made by the 
Hilton Young commission for an ad- 
ministrative union between former, 
German East Africa and the British 
African colonies. Indeed, he did not 
hesitate to say the Hilton Young 
plan was incompatible with the Brit- 
ish mandate over the former Ger- 
man African cology. The British 
have the answer, of course, that in 
the terms of the mandate they pro- 
vided for just such an administra- 
tive union. But Dr. Stresemann fol- 
lowed his point and left no doubt 
what was his meaning when he said 
that Germany expected to take her 
réle in the League of Nations ma- 
chinery of the mandated territories, 
and thus he appeared to discount the 
provisions of Article X of the Tan- 
ganyika mandate statute. 


British Put Sarre Apart. 


This looks to the British pretty 
much like Germany saying she ex- 
pects England to give her back Ger-

ers attending would be acting as 
host, but where all would meet upon 
an equal footing. 

Premier Poincaré, having com- 
pleted his outline of the facts relat- 
ing to the debt accords before the 
Foreign Affairs and Finance Com- 
missions of the Chamber, today re- 
viewed at length the international 
negotiations concerning the repara- 
tions question which he finally 
brought down to the Young plan. 
As it was evident that his exposé 
would occupy at least another ses- 
sion, after which the commissions 
will have to formulate their recom- 
mendations, it was generally eed 
that the public debate on debt rati- 
fication could not be held on Friday.

ALL GERMANY PLANS 
TO PROTEST TREATY 





__ Be Staged on Anniversary of 
Versailles Pact.

BERLIN, June 26.—The tenth an- 
niversary of the signing of the 
Treaty of Versailles, which takes 
place on Friday, will be the occasion 
for a nation-wide protest and d@emon- 
strations, although the government 
will confine itself to an official 
proclamation signed bv President 
von Hindenburg and all the members 
of the Cabinet. ; 

The protest will briefly reiterate 
the German position and declare that 
the Treaty of Versailles does not con- 
stitute a voluntary accord between 
the victors and the vanquished, but 
is an arbitrary dictation forced on 
Germany in her hour of need. 

It will further be declared that 
Germany rejects, as a_historic. un- 
truth, the charge that she was solely 
responsible for the outbreak of the 
; World War. 
| On the other hand, the German 
| people will be admonished by govern- 
'ment leaders to rise above partisian 
| quarrels’and join in a common effort 
to achieve a new and better future. 

Fearing the demonstrations might 
reach a serious stage, the Cabinet 
has requested government officials 
not to participate in them, this, par- 
ticularly in view of the impending de- 
velopments in connection with Ger- 
many’s foreign affairs. 

The Social Democratic Party will 
not stage any demonstrations and it 
has also declined to join the other 
political factions in a protest. 

Objections to such a widespread 
observance of the day is voiced in 
many quarters where it is believed 
that such manifestations are likely to 
have a serious repercussion at a time 
when Germany’s new reparations 
commitments and the Rhineland 
issue are up for final discussion 
with the creditor powers.

Even such indirect representations 
as. would be involved in the proposed 
bank plan would not likely be under- 
taken without the advice and con- 
sent of Congress, and for the present, 
at least, there is no reason to believe 
that President Hoover will ask Con- 
gressional action on this question. 

Nor is it expected that the United 
States will have even,an unofficial 
observer at the forthcoming confer- 
ence of the interested powers to con- 
sider the acceptance of the Younz 
plan agreed upon: at the recent ex- 
perts’ conference in Paris. Numcr- 
ous suggestions had been put for- 
ward both here and abroad that Am- 
bassador Dawes, in view of his ex- 
perience in the evoiving of the 
Dawes plan, might be designated by 
the American Government as an un- 
official observer at this gathering. 


The view of administration offi-| 


cials appears to be that in the work-

BYZANTINE COINS FOUND. 


Sixty-seven Rare Pieces Are Dug 
Up on island-<in Baltic. 
STOCKHOLM, June 26 (>.—An 
important archaeological discovery 
of Byzantine gold coins has been 
made at Etelhem, on the Baltic 
Island of Gothland. Sixty-seven 
such coins were found about a foot 

below the surface of the ground. 
Swedish archaeologists think the 
collection was the hoard of a local 
tracer with Near East contacts by 
the overland route along the rivers 
of Southern Russia. 
In recent years numerous finds of 


this sort have been made on Goth- 
land and of the ‘7,000-odd ancient 
gold coins found in Swedish soil, 
many have been dug up on this 
Island.

PILSUDSKI TAKES BLAME 





Other Cabinet Members Assert M. 
Czechowicz Had to Obey the 
Dictator’s Orders.

WARSAW, June 26.—Gabriel Czech- 
eOwicz, fromer Minister of Finance, 
went on trial today for having spent 
560,000,000 ziotys (about $62,000,000) 
in excess of the budget in 1927-28 
without Parliament’s approval. M. 
Czechowitz is being tried by a spe- 


‘ cial State tribunal consisting of 


twelve prominent citizens elected by 
tke Sejm and the Senate, with the 
preside of the Supreme Court pre- 
siding. 

Three Deputies are charged by the 
Sejm with the prosecution on Par- 
liament’s behalf. Many of the high- 
est State dignitaries figure among 
the witnesses. 

The case has a long history, which 
has been recounted at various pre- 
vious stages. Briefly, Parliament's 
impeachment of M. Czechowicz was 
not so much for the vurpose of pun- 
ishing the Minister as to protect its 
own claim to the right to control 
the State’s finances. The case 
marks another phase in the conflict 
between. government and Parlia- 
ment that has continued for three 
years. The money involved was 
spent with the knowledge and ap- 
proval of the Cabinet. M. Czech- 
owics resigned under pressure when 
the opposition began attacking the 
government. 

The proceedings were opened by 
reading the Sejm’s resolution of im- 
peachment, specifying M. Czecho- 
wicz’s alleged guilt, which he re- 
pudiated in an answering statement, 
saying there was no reason for his 
impeachment, as he acted legally and 
on the Cabinet’s instructions. If the 
Sejm disapproved, said the reply, 
it could have voted no confidence 
and have overthrown the Cabinet, 
which would have been the right 
course to take. 

The first witness was General 
Skladkowski, Minister of the In- 
terior, who, like others, was not 
sworn in. There was no box for the 
witnesses, but the President very 
politely asked them to sit in a com- 
fortable chair. 

General Skladkowski, in a soldier- 
like manner, said briefly that Mar- 
shal Pilsudski, whether Prime Min- 
ister or simply a member of the Cabi- 
net, always reserved to himself the 
decision on all matters pertaining to 
Parliament, and all Ministers, in- 
cluding M. Czechowicz, had to sub- 
mit to that decision. General Sklad- 
kowski refused to give an additional 
explanation asked by the prosecutor, 
repeating only that all Ministers had 
to obey the Marshal’s orders. 

The next witness was M. Kwiat- 
kowski, the Minister of Commerce, 
who corroborated the General’s state- 
ment. 

The day’s climax was reached 
when Marshal Pilsudski entered the 
room and all but the judges rose 
from their seats. The Marshal re- 
fused to sit, and, standing for twen- 
ty minutes, read his statement. As 
usual, he criticized Parliament, add- 
ing: 

“T am pleased that I changed the. 
Sejm and reduced its power. I am 
responsible for the ‘crime’ which is 
charged to Minister Czechowicz. The 
whole case is merely an endeavor of 
the Sejm to belittle a great man of 
Poland.”’ 

After reading the statement the 
dictator left the room, giving the 
prosecutors no opportunity to ask 
questions. One prosecutor, however, 
protested against the Marshal’s criti- 


, ¢isms of Parliament. 


M. Daszinski, Marshal of the Sejm, 
aaid that Prime Minister Bartel had 

romised many times to ask the 
Rejm’s approval of the additional ex- 
penditure, whica, however, for rea- 
sons not made public, never was ful- 
filled. 

The case was adjourned until 
Thursday, when the prosecutors and 
defendants will make statements. 


LABOR CABINET SPLIT 
ON ADMITTING TROTSKY 


Decision Is Postponed Until Rela- 
tions Are Re-established 
With Rassia.

LONDON, June 26.—Ramsay Mac- 
Donald’s Cabinet failed to agree to- 


day on the question of granting Leon 
Trotsky refuge in England and the 
decision was postponed until rela- 
tions are re-established with Russia. 
Premier MacDonald and a large part 
of the Cabinet, it is said, fear that 
to extend hospitality to the fallen 
commissar would be highly prej- 
udicial to the restoration of amica- 
ble relations with the present Soviet. 

Other ministers are emphatic in 
urging that refusal to grant Trotsky’s 
request was bound to lead to awk- 
ward expressions of resentment from 
the government's left wing sup- 
porters. 

The Liberal Party,. according to 
one authority, is prepared to support 
granting permission on the principle 
that England always has extended 
refuge to political fugitives. 





BERLIN, June 26 (7).—The Mittag 
Zeitung reported today from Stam- 
boul that Leon Trotsky denied in an 
interview statements in the English 
press that he had been visited by 
an emissary from Moscow to entrust 
him with the mission of re-estab- 
lishing Anglo-Russian diplomatic re- 
lations. ; 

Trotsky admitted he had applied 
for permission to enter England and 
said that he was hopeful it would 
be granted. 


WOMAN SHOOTS AT CONSUL. 


She Had Asked Aid of Frenchman 
for Leg Lost in Paris. 


BERLIN. June 26 (#).—M. Binet, 
French Consul here, had a narrow 
escape from death today when an 
excited Lithuanian woman fired at 
him several times in the French Con- 
sulate. 

A porter caught the woman’s arm 





and the shots went wild, lodging in| — 


the ceiling of the room. 

The woman, who arrived at the 
consulate with her husband and 
child, asked M. Binet for money to 
travel to Lithuania, saying that she 
had lost her leg in Paris after a 
bungled operation in a State hos- 
pital. She therefore claimed com- 
pensation from the French Govern- 
ment. 

Consul Binet pointed out to her 
that he was not the proper person 
to receive such an application. The 
woman immediately burst into wild 
threats, drew a revolver and fired at 
him several times.

Plans for Winthrop Junior High in 
Brooklyn Are Approved by 
Board of Education. 





Contracts aggregating $1,125,408 
for the construction of two ele- 
mentary schools in Queens were 
awarded yesterday by the Board of 
ne at its semi-monthly meet- 
ng. 

New Public School 100 will be con- 
structed at 111th Avenue and 118th 
Street, Richmond Hill, by the J. 
Weinstein Building Corporation at 
a cost of $478,744. John Kennedy & 
Co. received a contract of $510,800 
for erecting new Public School 141 
at Twenty-first Avenue and Thirty- 
seventh Street, Astoria. Three ad- 
ditional contracts, totaling $137,864, 
were awarded for plumbing, me- 
chanical equipment and _ electrical 
fixtures for Public School 141. 

On the recommendation of the 
superintendents the board also ap- 
proved plans for an addition to Pub- 
lic School 52, at Broadway and 
Academy Street; new Public School 
159, Thirty-third Avenue and 205th 
Street, Queens, and new Public 
School 232, to be known as the Win- 
throp Junior High School, in Brook- 
lyn. Plans for two other additions, 
one to Public School 52, Queens, and 
the other to Public School 71, Bronx, 
were also approved. 

Superintendent William J. O’Shea 
was authorized to withdraw conces- 
sions to private persons to operate 
luncheon counters in public schools. 
He asked for the power in order to 
be able to force compliance with food 
standards recently set up by school 
authorities. 

The board approved an appropria- 
tion of $198,886.68 in payment of a 
site on Winthrop Street and East 
Fifty-second Street, Brooklyn. The 
land will be used for school purposes. 
Forty-three playgrounds throughout 
the city will be opened in the eve- 
ning during July and August to give 
adults a chance to cool off and to 
engage in recreational activities. In| 
addition several playgrounds will be' 
open mornings for the use of moth- 
ers and babies. 

Another action of the board in- 
volved the closing of Public School

Estimated at $4,000,000.

PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—Dr. 
George Fales Baker, financier, be- 
queathed his estate, estimated at 
close to $4,000,000 to his widow, the 
former Lillian Ingham Walker, 
daughter of the late William Walker 
of Pittsburgh, according to the terms 
of his will probated today. 

The will suggested a plan whereby 
Mrs. Baker, would pay specific 
amounts to several institutions, dur- 
ing life or by will after death. Under 
this plan, half of the residue of the

Scholarships Here for Japanese Created 
In Memory of Ambassador Bancroft by Heirs

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Edward 
L. Neville, Chargé d’Affaires at 
Tokio, notified the State Department 
today that the heirs of Edgar A. 
Bancroft of Chicago, who was ap- 
pointed Ambassador to Japan in 


1924 and died at his post in 1925, 
have created a scholarship fund in 
his memory amounting at present to 
$100,000. Later it will be increased 
to $150,000 when certain trusts, 
which are now a charge upon $50,000 
of the estate, have expired. The 
trust fund is in the hands of a body 
of trustees who must, by the terms 
of the trust, be Japanese subjects 
educated in whole or in part in col- 
leges in the United States. Count 
Kabayama and Baron Dan are the 
outstanding members of the board of 
trustees. 

It is the intention of the trustees 
to maintain a maximum of four stu- 
dents in the United States at differ- 
ent educational institutions. The 
first two have been chosen, one of 
whom will study at Knox College, 
Galesburg, Ill., of which the late Mr. 
Bancroft was a graduate, and the 
other will attend Amherst College, 





Amherst, Mass. The trustees plan to 


have the students whom they send 
to the United States pursue their 
studies in small colleges where there 
will be few or no other Japanese 
students, 

Secretary Stimson has also been 
informed by Katsuji Debuchi, the 
Japanese Ambassador to the United 
States, that the Do-Ki Memorial 
Hospital, or fraternity memorial hos- 
pital, was recently opened at Tokio. 
It is one of two hospitals established 
from the surplus of the American 
contributions at the time of the 
Japanese earthquake of September, 
1923. The other was opened at Yoko- 
hama last September. 

The Japanese Ambassador said 
that pursuant to an instruction from 


his government he took pleasure in| 


expressing the deep gratitude which 
the government of Japan entertains 
toward the government and the 
people of the United States for their 
unbounded generosity and sympathy. 
He stated, furthermore, that these 
hospitals would be an _ everlasting 
monument to the cause of friendship 
and good-will between Japan and the 
United States. 














BURNS SURRENDERS __ | 
AT GEORGIA PRISON 


Escaped Convict Who Became 
Chicago Editor Is Back in 
Chain Gang.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 26.—Smiling 
and asserting that he had ‘‘no 
grudge against any one,’’ Robert El- 
liott Burns, who escaped in 1922 from 
a Georgia chain gang in which he 
was serving a term for robbery, went 
to Chicago and there became editor 
of a magazine paying him $20,000 a 
year, today returned to complete his 
sentence, provided Executive clem- 
ency is not granted him. 

He was met by his lawyers, John 
F. Echols, who defended him at his, 
trial seven years ago, and William | 
Schley Howard, a former Represen- 
tative, and held brief conferences 
with them. In the afternoon, ac-| 
companied by F. H. Redwine, chair- | 
man of the Campbell County Board 
of Commissioners, he returned to 
Fairburn and then to the _ prison 
camp from which he fled. He was 
at once placed in stripes and tonight 
was confined to the cage in which 
all convicts are kept. 

An early effort will be made to ob- 
tain clemency for Burns. He still 
has five and a half years to serve. 
The point that Burns was revealed 
to the authorities by a jealous wife 
will be stressed by the lawyers in 
their appeal. 

Burns came from Chicago with 
Vivian L. Stanley, a member of the 
Prison Commission, but both insisted 
there was no question of his being 
in custody. 

“T came back voluntarily,’’ Burns 
said. ‘‘Mr. Stanley happened to be 
a traveler to Atlanta at the same 
time and is a fine, agreeable gentle- 
man for a companion.’’ 

Burns on his arrival was under 
a valid bond of $5,000 in his habeas 
corpus action.

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THE INTERNATIONAL BANK. 


Not only the American experts at 
Paris, but the French, the German, 
the English, regarded the creation 
of an International Bank to have 
charge in general of international 
settlements as the most important 
—indeed, the vital—part of their 
agreement. With this view the 
Washington Government may or 
may not agree, but it continues to 
emphasize its strict aloofness from 
the whole project. Thus Secretary 
STIMSON announced yesterday that 
no American officials are to have 
anything to do, directly or indirect- 
ly, with the proposed International 
Bank. This decision had been made 
public more than a month ago. Per- 
haps the State Department felt it 
necessary to reaffirm it, for fear 
some might think that the visit of 
Mr. YOUNG and the other American 
delegate had led to a change of 
attitude. 

It might have been well for the 
State Department to call attention 
to the fact that its objection had 
been understood and fully provided 
for in the plans of establishing an 
International Bank. First of all, they 
provide for setting up an “ Organi- 
zation Committee.’ Its members are 
to be appointed by the governors of 
the central banks of seven countries, 
two from each. But it is carefully 
stipulated, obviously with an eye on 
the United States: 

J* for any reason the governor 
of any of these central banks shall 
be unable officially or unofficially 
to designate members of the Or- 
ganization Committee, or refrains 
from doing. so, the governors of 
the remaining central banks shall 
‘invite two fellow-nationals of the 
governor not participating to act 
as members of the committee. 

It is added that members so 
chosen shall be in all respects on an 
equality with the others. Thus it is 
a fair inference that in addition to 
America’s already long line of un- 
official observers it will soon be hav- 
ing some unofficial bankers. But

THE DWELLING LAW. 


The course of tenement house re- 
form never did run smooth. The 
fate of the multiple dwelling law 
is but the latest example of the dif- 
ficulties which the reformers have 
had to meet. Advocates of improved 
housing conditions pinned high 
hopes to the bill drafted by the com- 
mission in 1927, but those hopes 
were dashed when the real estate 
interests succeeded in defeating that 
measure at the session of 1928. Un- 
daunted, its advocates formed their 
lines anew, met some of the objec- 
tions entered by the real estate men 
and laid before the Legislature of 
4929 a bill which, without seeking 
to establish the millennium, was de- 
signed to bring about better hous- 
ing conditions generally in New 
York. City. By great effort they 
succeeded in getting both houses to 
approve the measure, and Governor 
ROOSEVELT signed it. Now, just as 
1t was about to go into effect, a 
judge has declared the new law 
unconstitutional. 

It fell afoul of home rule. Some 
argument on this score had been 
made before the Governor. Mem- 
bers of the commission which 
erofted the bill, however, were con- 
fident that it did not usurp the pow- 


id 





ers granted to the cities by the home 
rule amendment of 1923, as inter- 
preted by the home rule act of 1924. 
They relied on the explicit provision 
of that act reserving to the State 
control over the tenement house 
law. They realized that the opposi- 
tion might argue that the multiple 
dwelling bill, which in its terms 
applies to all cities with a popula- 
tion of 800,000 or more, was in ef- 
fect a local law, New York being 
the only city in the State now falling 
in. that classification. But they 
thought that the Court of Appeals 
had dealt with that contention when, 
in McAneny vs. Board of Estimate, 
it held similar reasoning ‘“ plausible 
but . fallacious.” Justice LYDON, 
however, takes a different view of 
the measure. He holds that it is 
in effect limited to New York City 
and that it applies to the “ property. 
affairs and government ”’ of the city 
in such a way as to make the home 
rule amendment applicable. 

Already the advocates of the law 
have indicated their intention to 
appeal from the decision of the 
lower court. It is eminently desir- 
able that they should do so. Munic- 
ipal home rule is a comparatively 
recent venture in the government of 
this State. The amendment itself is 
general in terms. Between the pow- 
ers reserved to the State and those 
delegated to the city there is a gap 
which, in the absence of further leg- 
islation, can be narrowed only by 
judicial construction. The multiple 
dwelling act is so important a piece 
of legislation that no effort should 
be spared to establish its constitu- 
tionality. If they fail in that effort, 
the advocates of the bill have the 
recourse of resubmitting it to the 
Legislature next Winter. But with 
the New York delegation in opposi- 
tion the prospect of securing the 
necessary two-thirds vote of both 
houses is none too bright. 











SQUELCHING A “ DRIVE.” 


Publication in last Sunday’s TIMES 
of the plan of The National Republic 
to raise a lot of money in order to 
fight “radicalism” has had some 
curious results. First of all, several 
prominent Republicans who had 
written letters in perfunctory appro- 
val of this unofficial monthly of 
their party hurried to disavow 
knowledge of the scheme. Some of 
them protested against the use of 
their names in the appeal for funds 
sent out. In fact, the whole thing 
was so transparent an attempt to 
get funds out of innocent subscrib- 
ers that it needed only to be seen 
in print to be judged for what it 
was. Thereupon most of its alleged 
sponsors promptly ran away from it. 

Now the President himself, whose 
name had been used without the 
slightest authorization, has let it be 
known that he dislikes and repudi- 
ates the entire project. He is not 
aware of the need of making a huge 
effort to head off radicalism or 
“Bolshevism” in this country. What 
appears especially to have displeased 
Mr. HOOVER was the statement in a 
letter by Representative MURPHY of 
Ohio, intended to help on the grand 
crusade, to the effect that “the 
“President is doing his part splen- 
“didly.’” Anyhow, he is doing his 
part in putting an end to a “ drive” 
which was ridiculous on its face. 
If this sort of thing keeps on it 
will be necessary to ask for money 
to conduct propaganda against ab- 
surd propaganda. 








DR. DORAN’S COLD FEET. 


With happy expectation the coun- 
try approaches the beginning of a 
great Dry educational campaign, re- 
ligious and secular. Dr. MCBRIDE of 
the Anti-Saloon League has desig- 
nated next Sunday as “Loyalty 
Sunday” and called on pastors and 
Sunday school teachers to preach 
and teach on that day “the patri- 
“ otic lessons of loyalty and respect 
“for [the Prohibition] law.” Tomor- 
row the National Education Asso- 
ciation meets at Atlanta. At some 
point in its proceedings a statistician 
from the Bureau of Prohibition will 
submit the course of study in pro- 
hibition contained in a pamphlet 
issued by the Bureau. This is 
one of a number of publications of 
similar content emitted by this 
reliable house. The little book 
entitled ‘“ Shall We Teach the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment?” is _ particu- 
larly helpful. 

What could be better, for instance, 
than the suggestion that school- 
rooms be ornamented with prohibi- 
tion posters and cartoons? Subjects 
to stir heroic youth crowd upon the 
imagination. Even a mediocre artist 
could carry off such themes as “ The 
Slaying of Jacob Hanson,” “ The 
Sinking of the I’m Alone” or even 
a simpler, almost domestic, genre, 
“A Prohibition Agent Swallowing 
Evidence; or, A Week of Wild Nights 
in a Night Club.” It is true that 
some of the “slogans” proposed 
seem a little curious in view of their 
source. One might almost suspect 
that that chief of sinners, the mod- 
erate drinker, was working for the 
Bureau: 

Let us use alcohol, not waste it. 
Use, not abuse, should be our 
slogan. No one now wants to be 
a slave to. appetite or habit. 

Why did Dr. DoRAN have to qual- 
ify the zeal of his subordinate? Why 
did he deem it necessary to explain 
that the Bureau’s booklets were not 
to be forced upon the schools? How 
could they be? Congress allowed 
the Bureau only a beggarly $50,000 
for these incipient educational activ- 








ities. Next year, it is said, a larger 
sum will be asked. The limited edi- 
tions of instructions for teaching 
prohibition in the schools are at the 
service of school authorities who 
send for copies. The Bureau is not 
trying to use the school as a focus 
of propaganda. It is furnishing 
that “accurate information” and 
those peculiar “facts” for which it 
is noted. 

These are treasures that shouldn’t 
be denied to teachers who want 
them. We hope, but are not certain, 
that the late Reverend JOSEPHUS 
CooxK’s once famous “ experiment,” 
showing the deterioration of eggs 
under the influence of alcohol, is 
included in these official textbooks. 
Our only fear is that the wiser 
youngsters of today know more than 
their teachers about some of the 
effects of prohibition. 

It is idle to say that education 
should have come before prohibition. 
The cart-before-the-horse aphorism 
doesn’t apply to the water-wagon. 
Since prohibition consists chiefly of 
propaganda, Dr. DORAN is mistaken 
in supposing that any new “stunt” 
would cause surprise or wrath. He 
must have been cowed by the poli- 
ticians. He didn’t make his luke- 
warm and apologetic statement until 
after conferring with Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury LOWMAN and 
Under-Secretary MILLS. The latter 
is rank with heretical pravity. The 
former must be depressed by the re- 
luctance of the prohibition execu- 
tioners to obey his repeated orders. 
“Is Prohibition a Success?” Ask 
the bootleggers. 








AVIATION GAINING. 


The time is approaching when 
TENNYSON’sS “ Vision” of the heav- 
ens filled with commerce, “ pilots of 
“the purple twilight dropping down 
“with costly bales,” will be a reality. 
The United States Army sends 200 
planes into the air for manoeuvres. 
Mail air services cover the country. 
Air-rail lines to avoid flying by night 
are becoming a regular accommoda- 
tion. The West Indies from Cuba 
to Trinidad are linked by airplanes. 
Shortly the system will be extended 
through South America to Buenos 
Aires. 

There is a growing demand for 
planes of all sizes and speeds. Motor- 
ing in the air will be the vogue when 
the safe machine sought by the 
Guggenheim Foundation has been 
designed. President SETH LOW of 
Roosevelt Field says that 2,000 per- 
sons were taken up in the first two 
weeks of June, 95 per cent of them 
enjoying their first ride. Five of 
its pilots have flown planes 1,500,- 
000 miles “‘ without accident of any 
kind.” He declares that a passenger 
in an inspected machine driven by 
a licensed pilot is probably safer 
than he would be in a city taxicab. 
Fear of the modern airplane is a 
state of mind. The accident rate 
for reputable air services is now too 
low to furnish an argument against 
the security of flying. 

The world air tour of the DE SI- 
BOURS, husband and wife, confounds 
the doubter. Leaving London last 
September in a small De Havilland 
Moth biplane, a veritable “ flivver”’ 
of the air, they flew across Europe, 
over North Africa to Asia Minor, 
and thence through Persia, India, 
Burma and Siam to Indo-China. 
““We have done practically all our 
traveling in the last three years,” 
says Vicomte DF SrBpour, “ by plane 
“except for long journeys over 
“water.” Coming to the Pacific 
Coast by steamship, they flew across 
the United States to New York. The 
cost was less than that of travel by 
steamship, railway and automobile. 
To promote aviation they should 
publish an account of their adven- 
ture. 

To realize the importance of avia- 
tion consider the news of one day, 
the twenty-fifth of June. Colonel 
CHARLES A. and Mrs. LINDBERGH 
set off from Roosevelt Field on 
a transcontinental tour to inspect 
the terminals and landing fields 
of a transport company. Captain 
KINGSFORD-SMITH went up at Syd- 
ney, Australia, with three com- 
panions to fly to England. Peruvian 
army fliers who left New York May 
27 arrived at Lima. A Canadian 
Deputy Minister of Lands and For- 
ests started from Toronto to fly 
2,200 miles to take over Indian 
lands acquired by the Dominion 
Government. JOHNSON and HAUGH- 
LAND spent their third day in the 
air in an attempt to break the en- 
durance record. Captain R. G. Hoyt, 
U. S. A., was preparing to fly from 
Mitchel Field to San Francisco and 
back in thirty-six hours. 


FRENCH DEBT PAYMENTS. 


Tuesday’s further postponement of 
the French Parliament’s vote on the 
debt-funding agreement with Amer- 
ica may have seemed to many read- 
ers of the news to make probable 
the cash payment of the “ $400,000,- 
000 maturity ” on Aug. 1. That obli- 
gation, incurred through purchase 
by the French Government of Amer- 
ican war supplies left over when the 
war ended, amounted actually to 
$407,341,145. France has paid inter- 
est regularly on it, although the 
as yet unratified Mellon-Bérenger 
agreement of April, 1926, included 
it with the rest of France’s war in- 
debtedness in a funding plan at a 
lower rate. 

Last week both houses of Con- 
gress voted to permit postponement 
for nine months of this August ma- 
turity. The joint resolution was not 
signed by the presiding officer of 


either House or Senate, but both 
Congress and the administration ap- 
pear to have assumed that it gave 
our government authority for such 
postponement. Obviously enough, the 
purpose is to allow time for ratifi- 
cation of the debt agreement before 
next May by both France and the 
United States. Our own Congress 
would presumably so vote when it 
reconvenes next Autumn, if the 
French Chamber of Deputies were 
first to accept the funding plan; but 
the Chamber has hitherto not been 
so minded. Many members were 
definitely instructed by their con- 
stituencies against it. M. POINCARE 
has repeatedly and forcibly urged 
ratification; but, as an alternative 


to what seemed a possibly hopeless | 


effort, he lately produced the opin- 
ions of some eminent French consti- 
tutional lawyers that, in default of 
ratification by parliamentary vote, 
ratification by government decree 
would be wholly lawful. 

On the face of things, therefore, 
it may be reasonably expected that 
the war debt will in due course be 
funded under the terms of 1926, in- 
cluding the $407,341,145 obligation 
for war supplies. Whether this was 
for France the best way to dispose 
of that particular debt is perhaps a 
matter of opinion. 

France has both a large surplus 
in the Treasury and foreign credit 
balances greatly exceeding the sum 
which would have to be transferred 
against the maturing obligation. 
Payment in cash would have been 
at least an eloquent “ gesture.” On 
the other hand, the French market 
is disposed, in the present unsettled 
state of the international exchanges, 
to conserve its foreign credits. It is 
possible also that a cash payment 
at this time might have necessitated 
large shifting of French balances to 
New York from London, where the 
market has already been subjected 
to unexpectedly heavy drafts on its 
gold supply. 





NOSTALGIA. 


“Tam homesick.” In this confes- 
sion Ambassador FLETCHER gives 
proof that he is still eligible in his 
attitude of mind and spirit to con- 
tinue to represent his country 
abroad in any land. We say any 
land, for Italy offers one of the 
severest tests. Many a diplomat 
has gone to a foreign country and 
has so far lost his heart to the 
people and the landscape or cli- 
mate of the land of the sovereign to 
whom he was accredited that he has 
become almost disqualified to rep- 
resent his own people. 

SYDNEY SMITH once observed that 
nostalgia must be a dreadful disease 
on the banks of the Missouri. That 
it should attack one in the land 
which has been called the “ paradise 
of the earth,” the land whose very 
name BROWNING said would be found 
graved inside his heart, is no reflec- 
tion upon Italy. It only shows the 
strength of the devotion of the 
homesick one to his own country. 
Ambassador FLETCHER served as a 
soldier in the Philippines and as a 
diplomat from China to Mexico and 
Chile, and then from Belgium and 
Luxemburg to Portugal and Italy. 
He has played tennis with royalty, 
has been the companion of the great 
around the world and has won the 
admiration and good-will of every 
court at which he has presented his 
credentials. But he has not lost his 
filial loyalty to the democracy which 
entrusted him with its seal of State 
and sent him on many missions. 

It seems unfortunate that such 
diplomatic wisdom as his long and 
varied experience has gathered 
should not be kept at the command 
of the government which he has 
served with such ability and distinc- 
tion. Perhaps a few months at home 
will allow him to go abroad again 
for brief periods, for one would 
wish, not that he should be quite 
cured of a_ patriotic home-loving 
malady, but that it should not keep 
him from the service for which he 
has given new proof of fitness. 








NEW PETS FOR OLD. 


Those without household pets, or 
those desiring new ones for old, will 
have the choice of a wide variety if 
they attend the annual auction sale 
of superfluous animals from the 
Central Park menagerie to be held 
today. From young rams, aging 
rams and goats, the catalogue 
ranges to a couple of young lions, a 
lioness, a camel 15 months old, a 
red deer, a hyena and a zebu. Many 
of these animals would be useful as 
well as ornamental. The camel 
might be employed to carry its 
owner across the burning sands of 
Coney Island. And when grown up 
he might be made to furnish one of 
those good-looking polo coats. 

The young lions present ‘a more 
difficult problem. Although elderly 
Bostonians still tell of the exotic 
Mrs. JACK GARDNER and her drive 
up Beacon Street with a Felis leo 
cub under each arm, the pair offered 
at Central Park would be a little 
too large to occupy the seat with 
the chauffeur. Besides, he might 
object. If the Scotty or the chow 
is to be replaced by a lion, it should 
be at an extremely early stage of 
the latter’s career. The red deer, 
being purely decorative, would add 
smartness to any penthouse lawn. 
The domesticated East Indian ox, or 
zebu, would probably have to be 
turned into steaks. But the hyena 
would be of distinct service to some 
struggling cartoonist, as it would 
assure him of at least one laugh a 
day. 





Those who read recently Dr. 
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HORNADAY’S advice to get a South 
American tapir if desirous of the 
really ideal household pet will be 
disappointed to learn that the sale 
does not include a specimen. Pros- 
pective purchasers at the Central 
Park auction should provide them- 
selves with plenty of stout rope, and 
perhaps an iron-barred cage or two, 
for it will be a cash-and-carry sale.

It will be hard 
to learn how to 
say Baron Pass- 
FIELD, when one 
means a@ man so 
long familiar as SIDNEY Wess. This 
scholar and historian has had a 
theoretical connection with the Labor 
party, which has now made him Sec- 
retary of State for the Dominions in 
the new Cabinet. As he had resigned 
his seat in the House of Commons, 
he had to be translated to the Lords 
under his new title. 

There has been a lot of talk in re- 
cent years about reforming the 
House of Lords. One plan has been 
to dilute the hereditary principle by 
admitting to life peerages men fa- 
mous in science and the professions. 
If plenty more could be found like 
SimpNer Wess to introduce into the 
Gilded Chamber, the question of re- 
form might be regarded as already 
settled. 

His work as a patient and incred- 
ibly industrious student of English 
social and economic history has 
given him a fame which runs be- 
yond politics, and has conferred 
upon him a distinction both at home 
and abroad higher than any Parlia- 
mentary or official honor. Our 
tongues and ears may yet become 
accustomed to ‘‘Baron PASSFIELD,’’ 
but it will be hard for him to dis- 
place the familiar and treasured 
name of SIDNEY WEBB. 





Now Known 
by 
Another Name. 


To trace the migra- 
tions of birds and the 
slow wanderings of tur- 
tles has been one of 
the fascinating and not 
too difficult tasks of naturalists. 
Land animals and winged creatures 
are visible to man in their travels, 
even when they seek cover in thick- 
ets or when they move at great 
speed from one continent to another. 
The life of the fish, the crustacean 
and the simplest water animals is 
more mysterious, but science is find- 
ing out about it by hauling them up. 

A French investigator has been 
prying into the private life of shell- 
fish in the neighborhood of the Suez 
Canal. Curiosity, the desire for a 
change of scene and diet or some 
other reason has impelled many of 
the crabs native to the Indian Ocean 
to move over to the Mediterranean. 
The professor estimated that it took 
a crab thirty years to make the 
journey. 

It is easy to see that the estimate 
could be made by dredging over a 
period of years and through the 
length of the canal. But how did 
the savant know if a single individ- 
ual made the trip? A bird may be 
ringed, and a tortoise carries a writ- 
ing desk for the calculations of 
scientists. If the Oriental crab is like 
the American variety in his habits, 
he does not proceed in a direct line, 
but sidles along, tacking when con- 
venient. Perhaps all crabs of one 
family look alike to the professor, 
and he simply meant that the de- 
scendants of the original Indian crab 
are now inhabiting Mediterranean 
waters,

Any advice from 
an organization 
which has suc- 
ceeded in unifying 
street railway lines, 
subways and taxicabs in a great city 
is worth listening to. New York’s 
transit and traffic problems are dif- 
ferent from those of Philadelphia, 
but that does not make the latest 
survey by Mitten Management in the 
Quaker City less interesting. 

One of the recommendations in the 
report is that coal deliveries, ash re- 
movals and so on in the central 
business district be performed out- 
side business hours. That suggestion 
has been heard here, but the trucks 
would have to avoid residence dis- 
tricts or they would not be very 
popular. 

Another proposal is that parades 
should be prohibited in the central 
business districts, except on Sundays 
and holidays. New York merchants 
have been grumbling a good deal 
lately about parades, but they are 
apparently a popular feature of city 
life and no one is anxious to censor 
them too strictly. 

Mitten Management would prohibit 
the storing of building materials on 
the sidewalks or roadways. This is 
one of the reforms suggested by the 
traffic committee which has been 
reporting to Mayor WALKER. 

The most drastic of all the plans 
of the Philadelphia experts is the 
total prohibition of daylight parking 
on business streets. A similar experi- 
ment appears to have been success- 
ful in Chicago. Many New York mer- 
chants are strongly opposed to ‘‘no 
parking,’”’ but as traffic congestion 
increases a further curtailment of 
the privilege in the midtown area is 
likely to prove necessary.

If the latest re- 
port from the De- 
partment of Agri- 
culture is incontro- 
vertible, there is 
reason for the growing fears in 
Europe about American mass pro- 
duction.

More 
recently the decreasing hours of 
labor, coupled with the increasing 
production per worker, have been 
looked on as altogether subversive. 

Now comes the news that the same 
principle has been successfully ap- 
plied in the poultry business.

nation’s hens has declined 4 per 
cent, though their output in eggs is 
larger than last year. The trend to- 
ward mass production is too obvious 
to require comment. American hens 
appear to be determined to outlay 
the world. What Americans as well 
as Europeans would like to know, 
however, is how the hens have been 
so quickly inoculated with ‘‘Hoover 
efficiency.”’ 














WE DELIGHT IN ILLUSIONS. 


Which Is Why Musical Shows With 
Simple Stories Are Best. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I read with interest THe Times 
editorial ‘‘Book, Song and Dance.”’ 
Being concerned with musical shows, 
both an an author and producer, 
your sympathetic comments on their 
value as entertainment were gratify- 
ing. There is one point, however, to 
which I have given a great deal of 
thought, and which I should like to 
bring to your attention—the book of 
the musical comedy. 

From my experience as both an 
author and producer, I can attest 
that it is the musical show with the 
simple, uncomplicated, direct plot 
that is usually a success. I don’t 
mean that it should be stereotyped. 
I mean that the plot must be an in- 
teresting love story which will per- 
mit ramification into song and com- 
edy, and which must be subservient 
to the music and the humor. Num- 
berless authors have tried to write a 
so-called sophisticated, ‘‘intelligent’’ 
plot for a musical show. Those 
shows rarely succeed. A musical 
comedy that is all plot tends to blur, 
and sometimes completely blot out, 
the music, humor and even the 
actors. 

A musical show with a sophisticat- 
ed book may amuse and tickle the 
risibilities of a chosen few, especially 
in New York, but will often leave 
cold, if not offend, the general pub- 
lic throughout the United States. I 
don’t include the revue, a form of 
entertainment that is more or less 
high-class vaudeville, each episode of 
song or skit complete in itself, but I 
do mean the operetta or musical 
comedy. 

Audiences still want to believe in 
Cinderella and Prince Charming. 
They come to a theatre to believe 
and participate in the illusion. A 
book that belittles the love story de- 
stroys that sense of participation. 
If you look at the successful musical 
comedies of recent years, you will 
find that they have all been written 
by authors conversant with their 
jobs, and they all have simple, ro- 
mantic stories: ‘‘Wildflower,”’ 
“Sally,’’ ‘‘Rose Marie,’ ‘‘No, No, 
Nanette,’’ ‘‘The Desert Song,’’ ‘‘Good 
News’’ and many others.

LEATHERGOODS AND CLOCKS 


Higher Tariff Is Sought in Spite of 
Profitable Business. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reference to the new tariff on 
leather goods it should be noted that 
for fifteen or twenty years the duty 
on novelty leather goods, handbags, 
luggage, &c., has been, on unfitted 
bags or cases, 30 per cent, and when 
fitted with two or more fittings, 45 
per cent. Under the new tariff the 
duty is 35 per cent and 50 per cent. 
Yet I am informed that the commit- 
tee of leather goods manufacturers 
appearing before Congressional hear- 
ing requested higher duties. 

One firm in this city advertised in 
one of the trade papers that its 
volume of business last year was over 
$14,000,000. The entire city of Offen- 
bach, the fancy leather manufactur- 
ing centre of Germany, does not do 
a volume of over 60,000,000 marks, or 
about $14,000,000. There is the 
further fact that in the last twenty 
years the total importations of nov- 
elty leather goods have never been 
over 5¢to 7 per cent of the volume 
of business done in this country. It 
can, therefore, be inferred that the 
fancy leather industry has probably 
increased in the last fifteen years 
fivefold ona duty of 30 per cent, and 
yet it begs for a higher tariff. 

The case of clocks also is interest- 
ing. The so-called ‘‘midget’’ clock 
with a two-inch dial, twenty-four- 
hour movement, was formerly sold at 
$3.75 to $4.50 a dozen under the 1913 
tariff. Thus the consumer paid 50 
cents each for these clocks. Under 
the new tariff the duty is 55 cents 
each and 65 per cent to $1.10 each ad 
valorem in foreign markets, so that 
the cost of importation alone rises to 
$1 each, consequently the same 50- 
cent clock cannot be retailed under 
$1.50 to $1.75, and our American man- 
ufecturers at present make no sim- 
ilar clock to retail under $1.50. Un- 
der the new tariff this price will 
be $2. 

Protection is all right—it should be 
reasonable, not prohibitive, so that 
other nations may be encouraged to 
purchase our raw material and trade 
with us for the general welfare.

TAXICAB FARES. 


Instance Is Cited to Show That 

Present Rates Are Not Too High. 
Te the Editor of The New York Times: 

Here is a specific instance of the 
burden and evils of low taxicab rates, 
the authenticity of which I vouch 
for: 

A cab driver at 11:30 P. M. on 
Fordham Road, June 17, had been 
on the job with his cab continuously 
since 5:30 A. M., and probably would 
not get into his garage until 1 A. M. 
His mileage for that day so far was 
150, and his total receipts for the 
twenty hours were $22. This is an 
average of about 17 cents a mile, con- 
sidering the so-called ‘‘dead mile- 
age,’’ in which time he was in tran. 
sit without passengers. 

He was driving a cab which he 
owned personally and had purchased 
eleven months ago at a cost of about 
$2,500. During these eleven months 
his total mileage was in excess of 
38,000. You will see that a man driv- 
ing a cab continuously for twenty 
hours is not a safe driver, particular- 
ly during the last third or fourth of 
the time indicated. 

If this driver were to reduce his 
rate to 15 cents a mile he would then 
have $17.50 for a total day’s receipts 
and, according to his own figures, 
averaging nine miles to the gallon of 
gasoline at the current price would 
make his gasoline cost alone $3.50. 
His insurance costs him an extra dol- 
lar and after deducting for wear and 
tear and depreciation, you can see 


that the cab business is not a gold 
mine. 

I am citing this instance to prove 
a statement which I made recently 
that any lower cab rates are a grea: 
menace to public safety, and, while 
this may be an extreme case, it is 
quite evident that a shift from twelve 
to fourteen hours is not unusual.

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WORLD CONVENTION 
OFLUTHERANS OPENS 


American Delegates Are Active 
at First Session at Copenhagen 
in Presence of King. 








CATECHISM IS EMPHASIZED 





Archbishop Soderblom of Sweden 
Calls It Greatest Book for 
Common People.

COPENHAGEN, June 26.—In the 
presence of the Danish King and sev- 
eral members of the Cabinet, about 
700 Americans joined the opening of 
the second Lutheran world confer- 
ence at Copenhagen this morning. 
Bishop Ostenfeld in the opening ad- 


dress expressed the hope that the 
conference would help the _ poor. 
Hosannahs were then sung. 

The impressive service was con- 
cluded by a speech by the Rev. N.C. 
Carlsen of Nebraska, president of 
the United Danish-American Church. 
Dr. John A. Morehead of New York 
then declared the convention opened. 

The first session of delegates was 
held this afternoon. Dr. J. M. Reu 
of Wartburg Seminary lectured on 
the origin and significance of Luth- 
er’s large and small catechisms. To- 
night a reception was held in the 
town hall, at which the council wel- 
comed the American delegates, 


Americans’ Efforts Praised. 


COPENHAGEN, June 26 (4). 
Thousands of Lutherans from aill 
parts of the world began today the 
first session of a nine days’ Lutheran 
world convention in the presence of 
King Christian of Denmark. 

Archbishop Nathan Soderblom of 
Upsala, Sweden, in an interview em- 
phasized the importance of American 
initiative in bringing about the con- 
vention. He said the Lutheran 
churches in North America were 


among the first to aid Europe in 
the post-war years and that from this 
had naturally sprung the idea of an 
international convention working for 
the cooperation of Lutherans all over 
the world. 

Archbishop Soderblom considered 
the movement especially indebted to 
Dr. John Morehead of New York 
City and Virginia, who is president 
of the convention. One hundred and 
seventeen American ministers arrived 
today aboard the liner President 
Roosevelt to attend the sessions. 


Luther’s Catechism Emphasized. 


Dr. J. M. Reu, professor at Wart- 
burg Theological Seminary, Dubuque, 
Iowa, called the attention of the del- 
egates at today’s session to the quad- 
ricentennial jubilee of Martin Lu- 
ther’s small catechism, which for four 


centuries has been the basis of the 
religious instruction of youth in 
Lutheran churches throughout the 
world. The convention devoted con- 
siderable time today and will con- 
tinue the discussion tomorrow of the 
significance of this book in the pres- 
ent day. 

“The gospel of Christ is the only 
remedy for a sin-sick world, and we 
Lutherans of America are not 
ashamed of it,’’ said the Rev. Dr. 
N. C. Carlsen of Royal, Iowa, presi- 
dent of the United Danish Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in America, 
this afternoon, responding for the 
American delegates to the address 
of welcome of Bishop Ostenfeld of 
Copenhagen. 

‘“‘We are present here,” said Dr. 
Carlsen, ‘‘to assure the brethren of 
Denmark and other nations that the 
Luthéran Church of A erica is a 
Christ-centred Church, which we feel 
must be characteristic of the Church 
of the Reformation. We preach 
Christ, and Him crucified and 
resurrected, as the only Saviour of 
man, The Lutheran Church of 
America is orthodox and loyal to 
the Church of our fathers. 

“The struggle between Funda- 
mentalists and Modernists, which is 
extant in most of the Protestant 
Churches in America, shaking them 
to their very foundations, is prac- 
tically unknown among American 
Lutherans. The few isolated cases 
which have come under observation 
have been but a ripple on the ocean. 

“We trust that this second Lu- 
theran world convention may con- 
tribute much to strengthen our bond 
of unity and increase the capacity 
of the Church to serve for the ad- 
vancement of the Kingdom of God."’ 


Two Kings Send Grectings, 


Bishop Ostenfeld welcomed 
delegates in Danish, German and 
English. Delegates from Germany, 
Hungary and India responded with 
thanks for Danish hospitality. 

Archbishop Soderblom fread a 
greeting from King Gustav, who 
reminded the delegates that his an- 
cestor, Gustavus Adolphus II, laid 
down the principle that Church and 
nation must work hand in hand to 
attain happiness. The Swedish 
monarch expressed the hope that the 
gathering of spiritual leaders of sv 
many nations would create mutual 
confidence among the countries and 
peoples and spread peace and love 
throughout mankind. 

King Haakon’s welcome was read 
by Bishop Lunde of Oslo. 4 

“I pray your convention will help 
create peace and good-will among 
the nations,’’ said Norway’s sover- 
eign. 

Wearing the ruffled white starched 
mill wheel collar of the Danish 
clergy, Dr. Morehead delivered a 
sermon on the Epistle to the Ephe- 
sians, chapter ii, verse 19, empha- 
sizing that the foundation of the 
whole New Testament rested on this 
message, which read: ‘‘Now there: 
fore ye are no more strangers ana 
foreigners, but fellow-citizens with 
ee saints and of the household of 

od.”’ 

Archbishop Soderblom in opening 
the meeting declared that when 
Martin Luther nailed his ninety-five 
theses on the church door at Wit- 
tenberg he had no intention of form- 
ing a new church or of advocating 
separation from the Church of Rome, 
but was later forced into it by the 
ban placed upon him and his teach- 
ings. Instead, Luther considered 
himself as an evangel proclaiming 
the ancient faith taught by Christ 
and the early Church fathers, the 
Archbishop asserted. 

Archbishop Soderblom said _ the 
founder of the Lutheran Church 
preached a message to the entire 
Christian world, the influence of 
which was moving outward in ever 
widening circles in every age. 
Among the Americans at the con- 
vention are the Rev. S. Aasgaard 
of Minneapolis, president of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church in 
America; the Rev. G. A. Brandelle, 
resident of the Swedish Synod; 
ofessor George Sverdrup of Min- 
neapolis, of the Lutheran Free 
Church; the Rev. Hakon Jorgensen 
of Newell, Iowa, president of the 
Danish Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica; the Rev. C. C. Hein of Colum- 
bus, Ohio, president of the Joint 
Synod of Ohio, and the Rev. G. A.

LONG ISLAND FIGHTS 
DEBRIS ON BEACHES 





Federal and City Inquiries Are | 
Started at Demand of South | 


Shore Residents. 








100 Men Work at Rockaways and 
40 at Long Beach to Clean Up 
Refuse Washed Ashore. 





Federal and city authorities have 
started investigations to discover the 


wastes which have littered the 
beaches on the south shore of Long 
Island during the last few days. The 
Long Island Chamber of Commerce 
and the authorities of Long Beach 
have asked the State Board of 
Health to make an_ investigation 
also. 

Business men and residents of the 
Rockaways and Long Beach com- 
plain that the condition of these 
beaches: constitutes a menace to the 
health and business of more than 
300,000 persons who live in these 
communities. 

The beach along the Rockaways 
and Long Beach was covered yester- 
day morning with débris. Alfred A. 
Taylor, Commissioner of the Street 
Cleaning Department, sent 100 men 
to the Rockaways to clean up the 
beach, promising that if necessary 
the men would work all night to col- 
lect the débris. At Long Beach a 
crew of forty men was employed to 
clean up and had to work overtime 
to collect the material that had 
drifted in. 

Commissioner Taylor, after a trip 
to the Rockaways, said: ‘‘I cannot 
understand how the city scows, 
which dump our garbage out at sea, 
did this. All the scows have men in 
charge who must make out complete 
reports of when, how and where the 
garbage is dumped.’’ Mr. Taylor 
said, however, that he was going to 
find out the cause of such condi- 
tions. 

Representative William F. Brenner 
started the New York City investiga- 
tion when he visited Mayor Walker 
in his office on Monday and told the 
Mayor of the Rockaway situation. 
Mr. Brenner also asked the super- 
visor of the Port and Coast Guard 
officials to make an investigation, 
prompting these Federal officials to 
start action. . 

Mr. Brenner said that he had dis- 
covered that the rubbish was often 
dumped some four or five miles from 
the shore. He said he would en- 
deavor to have the rubbish conveyed 
far out to sea. 

Long Beach, according to James J. 
Farrell, assistant to Mayor William 
J. Dalton, has been troubled not only 
by refuse, garbage, lumber and 
crates, but by a tar substance which 
has thickened and dirtied the water. 
This tar substance is said to come 
from the oil-burning ships, seven or 
eight of which pass daily about three 
miles out, on their way to or from 
New York harbor. 

The Long Beach _ City Council 
adopted a resolution Monday night 
asking the War Department to super- 
vise and investigate these oil-burning 
ships. Another resolution asked the 
State Board of Health to investigate. 

Dr. John H. Barry, assistant san- 
itary superintendent of the Queens 
Health Department, said yesterday 
that he thought the rubbish and gar- 
bage came with the backwash from 
Coney Island. Dr. Barry said that 
he picked up cards and _ booklets 
bearing the names of Coney Island | 
concessions. 

The directors of the Far Rock-| 
away Board of Trade adopted a res- | 
olution protesting against conditions | 
and asking speedy action to elimi-_ 
nate the refuse. |

Extraordinary Grand Jury Will

The Brooklyn grand jury will be- 
gin this morning to hear evidence 
of criminality in the failure of the 
Vity Trust Company last February. 
Lovts Tavormina and George Ziniti, 
vice presidents of the Atlantic Ave- 
nue branch of the bank, were held 
on charges of third degree forgery 
by Supreme Court Justice James C. 
Cropsey yesterday morning and the 
witnesses whose depositions formed 
the basis of the charge received sum- 
monses in court to appear before the 


grand jury this morning. 

The evidence against Frank H. 
Warder, former Superintendent of 
Banks, and any others arrested in 
Manhattan, will not go to the grand 
jury before July 22, when the special 
grand jury under Justice Tompkins 
in the special trial term of the Su- 

reme Court ordered by Governor 

oosevelt will convene. District At- 
torney Banton said yesterday that 
he would be ready to proceed imme- 
diately on evidence presented to him 
by Moreland Commissioner Robert 
Moses and gathered by his own 
office. 


Refuses to Dismiss Complaint. 


Tavormina and Ziniti came before 
Justice Cropsey, sitting as a commit- 
ting magistrate, yesterday. Fortune 
Gallo was examined by Bernard 
Fliashnick, attorney for Tavormina, 
after which Mr. Fliashnick movea 


for dismissal of the complaint. Jus- 
tice Cropsey denied the motion and 
held Tavormina for the grand jury. 
Caesar Barra, attorney for Ziniti, 
waived examination and his client 
also was held for the grand jury. 

District Attorney Charles J. Dodd 
will present the evidence, assisted by 
Lowiz Goldstein, who has had much 
ere ace in bank cases. Mr. Moses

Justice Cropsey refused to accept 
the $15,000 bail bond for each of the 
gnen offered by the Equitable Cas- 
ualty ang Surety Company until he 
had conducted an impromptu inves- 
tigation of the total outstanding 
liability of the concern and the 
amount of collateral on bonds out- 
standing. He ordered officers of the 
company to appear with their rec- 
ords and, when Fred Flatow, an at- 
torney, appeared and could not an- 
swer the questions, the court said: 

“T knew as soon as they did not 
send an officer of the company that 
something was wrong.” 

Officers of the company came to 
the court in the afternoon and in- 
formed\Justice Cropsey that the fig- 
ures he wanted could not be collect- 
ed in less than two or three days 
time. Justice Cropsey seemed sur- 
prised that no blotter was kept show- 
ing the amount of outstanding liabil- 
ity and announced that he had writ- 
ten to the State Insurance Depart- 
ment about the system. 

Justice Cropsey brought out that 
there is no limit of liability which 
the company may assume fixed by 
law and that the company itself 
does not fix a limit. He was pre- 
pared to reject the bond when a 
certificate of solvency of the com- 

any, issued by the State Insurance 
Bec aene was presented and his 
attention was called to the State in- 
surance law which says that this 
certificate ‘‘shall be conclusive evi- 
dence of the solvency of such cor- 
poration and of its sufficiency.” 

Justice Cropsey was plainly dissat- 
isfied with the situation but could 
not go behind the law. His investi- 
gation of the relation of the liabili- 
ties assumed by the company and the 
amount of collateral covering the lia- 
bility occupied most of the day. 
Meanwhile Tavormina and Ziniti had 
been in the custody of Detective Ser- 

eant John Furlong and ate their 
unch under his watchful eye. 

Inquiry Limited, Says Banton. 

District Attorney Banton, who will 
be in charge of prosecutions in New 
York County under the special trial 
term of the Supreme Court, does not 
consider that the action of Governor 
‘Roosevelt opens the door for a wider 
investigation of the Banking Depart- 
ment than that concerning the City 
Trust failure. His view is that the 
special grand jury will consider only 
City Trust matters and that the ape 
cial trial term was called for the 
purpose of trying the City Trust 
criminal cases. 

“The extraordinary grand jury will 
be limited to the City Trust investi- 
gation,’ he said, ‘‘unless, during 
The hearing, something directly pr 
tinent to the City Trust which might 
involve some other bank or banks 
is introduced before that body.”’ 

So far Mr. Warder and Anthony 
Di Paola are the only persons ar- 
rested in Manhattan. Other arrests, 
however, are expected before the 
Moreland Commission completes its 
work. Charles A. Perkins, appointed 
by Mr. Moses to prepare criminal 
charges and who will assist Mr. 
Banton in the special trial term, has 
been at work for two weeks consid- 
ering the evidence and preparing 
complaints. It has not been decide 
when these will be presented, but it 
is possible that they will be handed 
to Justice Cropsey tomorrow when 
Di Paola is arraigned.

In Radio Talk, He Lays Most 
Drownings to Carelessness 
and Overconfidence. 




















WARNS THE’ CANOEISTS 





That Sport Is Only for Persons Who 
Can Swim, He Says—Urges 
All to Learn. 





Dr. Shirley W. Wynne, Health 
Commissioner, over WEAF yester- 
day afternoon, talked of the advan- 
tages to health of outdoor bathing 
in Summer. It is refreshing, he said, 
and induces complete relaxation and 
exercises all the muscles of the body. 

Dr. Wynne also warned against 
bathing tragedies. ‘‘Every Monday 
merning,’’ he said, ‘‘tle headlines of 
the newspapers tell the sorry story 
that many deaths occurred over the 
week-end from drowning. This 
country loses 8,090 of its citizens— 
almost all of whom are boys and 
young men—from this cause every 
year. In New York City last year, 
308 persons were drowned during the 
Summer months. The largest num- 
ber of these accidents occurred in 
July. 

“In most instances, It is careless- 
ness and overconfidence that can 
well be charged with these deaths. 
Strangely enough, drowning bag d fre- 
quently comes to those who do know 
how to swim—because they have too 
high an opinion of their prowess. 
They want to show off. hey get 
cramps, or they get chilled, or they 
become exhausted because they have 
attempted to swim too far.’’ 

Dr. Wynne gave a series of ad- 
monitions to bathers, in which he 
said: 

Do not stay in the water too long. 

Don’t attempt to get a coat of 
tan all in one or two days. 

Exhaustion is dangerous. 

Use the ropes, it is not safe to 
go beyond them. 

Do not go into the water immedi- 
ately after a heavy meal. 

Do not swim if you are com- 
pletely tired out, or feeling below 
par. 

Do not go swimming alone. 

Persons apr byt to attacks of 
fainting or epilepsy should never 
indulge in swimming. 

Persons having kidney or heart 
disease or high blood pressure may 
possibly be permitted to bathe, but 
only upon the advice of their 
doctors. 

Do not change seats in a small 
boat, 

Do not go into a canoe unless 
you know how to swim. 

If you do not know how to swim, 
learn how, not just some time, but 
right now!

BOARD DRADLOCKED 
ON SANITATION BILL 


Closed Estimate Session Fails 
to Fix Status for Commission 
Acceptable to Berry. 








HEARINGS SET FOR TODAY 





Prospect of Clearing Calendar for 
Summer Recess Is Slight— 
Special Meeting Expected. 





The Board of Estimate sat behind 
closed doors for two hours yesterday 
afternoon in an effort to reach 
conclusive action on several munici- 
pal problems that are expected to 
come up in this morning’s special 
meeting of the hoard. It is desired 
to clear the calendar, so far as pos- 
sible, before the Summer recess. 

Among the topics discussed .at 
length were the city’s Sanitation De- 
partment bill and the relations of 
Controller Berry to that measure; 
the propcsed contract agreement be- 
tween the city and the New York 
Central Railroad Company for car- 
rying out the terms of the enlarged 
west side improvement plan, the es- 
sential features of which plan have 
been already determined; the Mayor’s 
model housing project in connection 
with the widening of Forsythe and 
Chrystie Streets, and the city’s de- 
sire to build piers to accommodate 


ocean steamships 1,000 feet long or 
longer. 

There will be this morning a pub- 
lic hearing on the west side New 
York Central contract, but, as cer- 
tain details are still to be perfected 
in the agreement, its formal ratifi- 
cation will be deferred until another 
special meeting to be called by the 

ayor, probably for Tuesday, which 
is expected to be the last meeting 
before the Summer recess. 


Deadlock on Sanitary Commission. 


In the executive session a stren-. 


uous but futile effort was made to 
reach an agreement on the amended 
local bill for the creation of a muni- 
cipal sanitary commission. Action 
upon it.also will have to go over, the 
Mayor thought, until the special ses- 
sion next week. The bill’s present 
status is virtually that of a dead- 
lock with small prospect of harmony. 
The majority of the board, it was 
learned, in opposition to the Mayor’s 
desire, favors the amended bill 
sponsored by Aldermanic President 
Joseph V. McKee, whictn wowd give 
the proposed sanitation department 
substantially the status of any other 
city department amenable to the 
Mayor and the Board of Estimate, 
and would strip its commissioner of 
most of the autocratic powers with 
which he had been vested in the 
original draft of the measure. 

“My position remains unchangs,”’ 
said Controller Berry after the ses- 
sion. It is understood, however, thzt 
the Controller and Mr. McKee will 
confer further on the bill before the 
meeting next week. 

Controller Berry had been slated 
for the chairmanship of the pro- 
posed commission at a compensation 
commensurate with his present 
$25,000 salary as “Controller. In this 
way, it was thought, an opening 
would be made to permit Mr. Mc- 
Cooey, the Kings County Democratic 
leader, to name a Brooklyn man for 
Controller for this Fall’s election. 
Mr. Berry, in a statement last week, 
bolted this program unequivocally. 
He declared that, as amended, the 
sanitation bill had so rishi rn the 
proposed commission of its vital fea- 
tures that he would not accept its 
chairmanship. 

In the same statement the Control- 
ler added that his political future 
was ‘‘In the hands o- his party lead- 
ers.’”” One report yesterday, however, 
was that General Berry might yet 
consent to accept the post as head 
of the Sanitation Commission if the 
term of office should be made six 
instead of four years. : 


Hilly Consulted on Housing Plan. 


In preparation for action today on 
the Chrystie-Forsythe Streets widen- 
ing, which is coupled with the May- 
or’s model housing project, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Arthur J. W. Hilly was 
called into conference by the board.. 
How far that project may be ad- 
vanced today will depend somewhat 
upon Mr. Hilly’s opinion on several 


legal points. The board already has 
adopted the map for the proposed 
street improvement. For this morn- 
ing there is scheduled a public hear- 
ing on a resolution for acquiring 
title to the land and property needed 
and also resolutions defining the pro- 
posed area of assessment and the 
apportionment of the cost of the 
street improvement. 

In the board’s discussion of the 
question of the 1,000-foot piers it 
was joined by William Barclay Par- 
sons, engineer, who has been acting 
for the city’s Dock Department in 
its effort to persuade the Federal 
War Department to elgg an exten- 
sion of the pierhead line on the North 
River. In this matter, as well as in

of the west side elevated express 
highway, the Mayor said, nothing 
can be done until the War Depart- 
ment has given its decision. 

“There are ten of these gigantic 
new ships about to go into commis- 
sion under the flags of various 
lines,”’ said Mayor Walker.

PROCLAIMS PULASKI DAY. 


Hoover Asks Observance of the An-

World Auto Output in 


1928 Set a Record; 


5,203,139 Vehicles Produced Was Million Gain

WASHINGTON, June 26.—World 
automobile production increased by 
more than 1,000,000 vehicles in 1928, 
as compared with 1927, and set a 
record total output for the industry, 
according to a report made public 
today by the Department of Com- 
merce. 

World production of automotive 
vehicles last year was 5,203,139, an 
increase of 1,044,173 over 1927. The 
United States and Canada, whose 
combined output in 1928 was 4,601,- 
141 cars, or 88% per cent of the 
total, contributed 1,020,761 of the in- 
crease, the remaining 23,412 being 
distributed among other producing 
countries. 

Of the 1928 output in this country, 
9% per cent of the passenger cars 
and 26 r cent of the truc were 
exported. Of Canada’s total produc- 
tion, 55,612 passenger cars and 23,776 
trucks were exported. 

Eighty-five per cent of the passen- 
ger cars produced in the United 
States were of the closed type. That 


percentage has risen from 10 per 
cent in 1919. 


More than 55 per cent of the ‘total 
world production of automobiles was 
required for replacements, as com- 
pared with approximately 50 per cent 
in 1927, 37 per cent in 1926 and a like 
percentage in 1925. 

Only three automobile manufactur- 
ing countries failed to show higher 
output last year—England, Spain and 
Denmark. British production de- 
clined from 231,920 to 11,877 vehicles, 
Spanish from 585 to 325 and Danish 
from 190 to 165. 

Other countries—Austria, Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia and France, Ger- 
many, Hungary, Italy, Japan, Rus- 
sia, Sweden and Switzerland—all 
showed gains. Largest percentage 
gains were reegistered by Hungary 
with 64 per cent and Russia with 55 
per cent, while the greatest increase 

y number was made by France with 
a gain of 20,000 vehicles, followed by 
Germany with about 12,000. 

Despite primitive road conditions 
in Paraguay, exports of automobiles 
from the United States to that coun- 
try during 1928 numbered 264, as 
compared with a total of 147 in 1927, 
an increase of 80 per cent, according 
to a report from Vice Consul John 
B. Faust at Asuncion to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 








WOULD RUSH APPEAL 
ON DWELLING LAW 


Realty and Welfare Interests 
Urge Prompt Decision to End 
Confusion on Buildings. 








MANY PLANS ARE AFFECTED

Ward’s Assistant Says He Is Ready | 


to Argue Case at Once and Pre- | 
dicts Upholding of Act. 





Real estate interests and welfare 
organizations supporting the multiple 
dwelling law urged yesterday that 
the Appellate Division consider im- 
mediately the appeal from Supreme 
Court Justice Lydon’s decision hold- 
ing the law unconstitutional. Prompt 
settlement, it was declared, is neces- 
sary to clear up ‘“‘confusion which 
has arisen in the building industry,”’ 
especially regarding a considerable 
number of building plans filed here 
prior to the passage of the housing 
measure. 

A statement issued by Corporation 
Counsel Hilly just after Justice Ly- 
don’s decision was rendered on Tues- 
day was interpreted to mean that 
Tenement House Commissioner Dee- 
gan will be guided by the building 
code and the old tenement house 
law, -in effect before the passage of 
the multiple dwelling law, in the 
nandling of building plans until a 
fecision is reached in the higher 
courts. 

Despite the desire of many organi- 
zations for early action, it was gen- 
erally conceded that the appeal is 
not likely to get on the calendar of 


the Appellate Division before ad- 
journment, in which case several 
months must elapse before the case 
can be settled. 

Justice Lydon’s decision, according 
to Harold Riegelman, special assis- 
tant to Attorney General Ward and 
counsel to the commission for the 
revision of the tenement house 
law, ‘‘has necessarily caused some 
confusion in the building industry 
which can be relieved only by speedy 
disposition of the case by the higher 
courts.’’ Mr. Riegelman said he was 
ready to argue the appeal tomorrow. 

“Acting for the Attorney General, 
I have done all in my power to expe- 
dite the appeal,’’ he said, ‘‘and such 
an appeal will be vigorously prose- 
cuted with all the speed which the 
cooperation of the other parties to 
the cause will permit. 

“TI am confident that the Appellate 
Court will sustain the multiple dwell- 
ing law.”’

FORD'S ROAD SOLD 
TO UNNAMED GROUP 


Unconfirmed Report Says the 
Pennroad Corporation Is Buyer 
of the Ironton Line. 








VIEWED AS WABASH LINK 





Cost Ford $5,000,000 in 1920 and 
He Turned Its Years of Losses 
Into Big Profits. 





Control of the Detroit, Toledo & 
Ironton Railroad was purchased yes- 
terday by Charles D. Barney & Co. 
from Henry Ford and family for an 
unnamed buyer. It is believed in fi- 
nancial circles that the purchaser is 
the Pennroad Corporation, which 
will later turn the properties over 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad. Con- 
firmation was lacking at the offices 
of the Pennsylvania. 

The road runs north and south be- 
tween Ironton, Ohio, and Detroit and 
Toledo. Although a heavy carrier of 
freight, most of its business eman- 
ates from the Ford factories at De- 
troit and River Rouge, while from 
the south ore is carried to the auto- 
mobile plants in the north. 

All of the principal Eastern Trunk 
lines cross the Detroit, Toledo & 


Ironton at some point. It is one of 
the most important independent 
short lines in the United States. Its 
value to the Pennsylvania, as pointed 
out by one authority yesterday, lies 
in the fact that It would enable the 
road to obtain a larger portion of 
the automobile traffic originating in 
Detroit. 


Would Form Trunk Link. 


Another factor to be taken into 
consideration, he added, is that with 
a heavy originating tonnage on the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton, the Penn- 
sylvania would be in a position to 
obtain reciprocal agreements for the 
exchange of tonnage over other 
roads. Indirectly, it would also fit 
into the plans of a new fifth trunk 
line, sponsored by the Wabash. 

The road was originally a steam- 
operated line, but shortly after being 
taken over by Mr. Ford, who de- 
cided that the method of operation 
was too expensive, it was electrified, 
with the exception of eighty miles 
of its 343-mile length. 

It.-is construed in some quarters 
that if the Pennsylvania has pur- 
chased the road, it is a direct thrust 


at the Baltimore & Ohio. This is 
attributed to the fact that under the 
four-system plan, to which three of 
the large Eastern railroads agreed. 
the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton and 
the Wabash were to go to the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, and under the in- 
dividual: plan submitted by the Bal- 
timore & Ohio to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission those roads were 
incorporated as part of the Balti- 
more & Ohio system. 





Ford Made Road Profitable.

DETROIT, June 26.—For thirty 
years the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton 
Railroad limped along from one re- 
ceivership to another. In July, 1920, 
Henry Ford bought it for 60 cents 
on the dollar for the income bonds, 
$4 a share for the preferred stock 
and $2 a share for the common 
stock, an investment of $5,000,000. 
Railroad men said he paid too much. 
In 1924 figures were made public 
showing that in the preceding two 
years he had made his investment 
pay him $4,201,883. 

Mr. Ford performed the seeming 
miracle of making the dying rail- 
road pay him handsome profits not 
by scrimping but by increasing ex- 
penditures for maintenance of way 
while other railroad executives were 
reducing them—by increasing ex- 

enditure for equipment and by pay- 
ng the railroad employes higher 
than the union scale of wages. 

All of the workers were made part- 
ners in the undertaking through the 
offering of Detroit, Toledo & Iron- 
ton Railroad certificates, which by 
1924 were paying interest at the rate 
of 12 per cent a year. 

Purchase of the railroad was not a 
mere whim on the part of Mr. Ford. 
It was a shrewd business deal, not 
for the sake of profits the road 
might make but for vastly more im- 
pertant savings it would afford to 
the Ford automobile plants. Mr. 
Ford speeded up the road so that it 
cut the time between raw material 
to cash in the bank from twenty-two 
to fourteen days and reduced the 
amount of cash tied up in his manu- 
facturing operations by $28,000,000.

DENIES FORD PLANS 
TO GUT TAX! RATES 


Counsel at Whalen Hearing 
Says Company Is Interested 
Only in Legalizing Cabs Here. 

















15,000 LIMIT IS PROPOSED 


Independent Would Cut Number of 
Cars by 6,000—Decision 
Promised In Ten Days. 


The Ford Motor Company and 
the standard taxicab manufacturers 
staged another battle at Police Head- 
quarters -yesterday when, Commis- 
sioner Whalen resumed his hearings 
on the application of the Ford com- 
pany for permission to put its spe- 
cially designed cabs into service in 
this city. 

Several independent operators who 
were heard disagreed as to the ad- 
visability of cutting taxicab rates 
and permitting the Ford cars to 
operate. Some independents resented 
the idea of adding any more taxicabs 
to the 21,000 already in operation, 
declaring a reduction in the number 
of cabs was advisable in the interests 


of the industry and public safety. 

The outstanding question, however, 
for Commissioner alen to decide 
was whether the Ford cabs, lighter 
in weight and said to be less costly 
to operate than the standard cabs, 
should be permitted to enter the 
New York field despite the fact that 
their inside dimensions do not con- 
form to the city regulations. 

William A. Francis, Eastern man- 
ager for the Ford Motor Company, 
supported by De Lancey Nicoll Jr., 
counsel for the company, read a sup- 
plementary memorandum in which 
were included exhibits tending to 
show that Paramount and Checker 
cab operating costs were approxi- 
mately 6 cents a mile while those of 
the Ford car, exclusive of tires and 
ha hi were 1.4 cents to 2.7 cents a 
mile. 

Under questioning of A N. Grill, 
counsel for the Checker Cab Com- 

any, Mr. Francis declared that the 

ord Company was not interested in 
cutting taxicab rates and was con- 
cerned: only with getting permission 
to put its cabs into service here. 

“The Ford Motor Company does 
not intend to operate taxicabs,’’ Mr. 
Francis said, recapitulating a former 
statement.’’ It will have no interest, 
direct or indirect, in any company 
operating taxicabs. It is not inter- 
ested in meters or rates charged. It 
does not and will not advocate any 
change in rates.’”’ 

Mr. Grill asserted that to meet 
Ford competition the standard taxi- 
cab companies might have to put 
lighter cabs on the streets. Mr. Grill 
and A. M. Jackel, counsel for the 
Yellow Taxi Company, said the 
latter organization has ordered 1,000 
Checker cabs to be added to its fleet 
of 1,200 cabs now in operation. 

Philip J. O’Brien, representing the 
Independent Taxicab Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, with 1,000 cabs, declared that 
it would be impossible for indepen- 
dents to operate at a fifteen-cent 
rate. Maintaining that the satura- 
tion point -in taxicabs had been 
reached in this city, he favored the 
curtailment of taxicabs in New York 
to 15,000. 

Michael Donnella, vice president of 
the Amalgamated Taxi Owners’ As- 
sociation, operating 800 cabs, saw no 
reason why the Ford cabs should not 
be permitted to operate. He thought 
that these cars could be run at a 
profit on a 15-cent-per-mile rate, as- 
serting that the reason the standard 
companies were unable to operate at 
this rate was because ‘‘they had to 
pay large dividends to stcckholders.”’ 

Vigorous opposition to lower rates 
was voiced by Hugo Weber, business 
manager of the Broad Street Taxi 
Owners’. Association, who declared 
the fifteen-cent rate was a financial 
impossibility for the independents. 

Joseph Wolff of the Independent 
Taxi Owners’ Association considered 
the fifteeri-cent rate a danger to pub- 
lic wy He favored the applica- 
tion of the maximum legal cent 
rate for all taxicab operators. 

Charles B. Clapham and K. A. 
Langdon, testifying as experts for 
the standard taxicab companies, de- 
clared that a reduction in the present 
rates would increase the accident 
hazard, compelling a corresponding 
increase in insurance charges. Mr. 
Clapham said that there were 30,000 
accident claims, totaling $4,000,000, 
against taxicab drivers in New York 
City last year. 

Mr. Whalen announced that he 
hoped to render his decision both on 
the application of the Ford Motor 
Company and on that of the White 
Horse Taxi Service, Inc.; which has 
begun a suit to compel approval of 
its meter, within a week or ten days. 


URGES ONE VETERAN AGENCY 


General Hines Would Combine All 
Bureaus, He Tells Disabled Men. 


DETROIT, June 26 (4).—Establish- 
ment of a national agency to in- 
clude all bureaus and departments 
concerned with veterans’ affairs was 


advocated today by Brig. Gen. Frank 
T. Hines, director of the Veterans 
Bureau, in an address before the 
convention of Disabled Veterans of 
the World War. 

He declared this would afford a 
less complex administration than is 
now obtained under the various 
bureaus. He also advocated a definite 

rogram of relief to veterans and 

ependents that would enable prompt 
settlement of claims in the event of 
another war. 

No outstanding changes in law or 
policy affecting the Veterans Bureau 
within the past year were reported

The Transit Commission issued 
orders yesterday for improvements 
at I. R. T. and B. M. T. stations in 
Brooklyn, Queens and the Bronx de- 
signed to relieve congestion. The im- 
provements have been the subject of 
several public hearings in the past 
three months. At the same time the 
Board of Transportation awarded the 
contract for construction of the sixth 
section of the city’s Bronx-Concourse 
subway line and set July 12 as the 
date for a public hearing on the form 
of contract for a three and one-half- 
mile stretch of the new Queens-Ja- 
maica route along Brcatway from 


Pettit Place to Union Turnpike and 
Queens Boulevard. 

The improvements which the I. R. 
T. and B. . T. were ordered to 
make included ns of statior 
platforms, construction of addition: 
stairways and opening of exist!: 
stairways not now in use. 


Longer Platforms Ordered. 
The following stations on the B. 


M. T. system were ordered im- 
proved: 
Kosciusko Street (Broadway 


line), Sutter Avenue and New Lots 
Road (Canarsie line) and Seneca 
Avenue (Metropolitan Avenue line) 
—platforms extended to at least 
520 feet to accommodate eight-car 
trains now operating or contem- 
plated. The platform lengths are 
now 508 feet, 497 feet, 482 feet and 
515 feet, respectively. 

Lefferts Avenue and Boyd ‘Ave- 
nue (Liberty Avenue extension of 
Fulton Street  line)—additional

Stocks Advance Again, React- 
ing Before the Close— 
Call Money 10%. 








Call money on the Stock Exchange 
again brought a uniform 10.per cent 
rate yesterday, but the stock market 
appeared to be uninfluenced by it. 
There was evidence, however, of 
greater disposition to realize on ad- 
vances, and in some of the stocks 
whose early rise was largest there 
were substantial late reactions. As 
is apt to happen under such circum- 
stances, the amount of business done 
increased rather heavily; trans- 
actions went above the 4,000,000- 
share mark for the first time in 
June. 

The New York rate for sterling 
did not change, but the Bank of 
England lost $7,300,000 more gold on 
German account, making $16,400,000 
thus taken from the Bank’s reserve 
this week, in addition to $3,400,000 
bought by Berlin on the open mar- 
ket. The Bank has lost in the last 
fortnight very nearly one-third of 
the gold accumulated by it in the 
fourteen weeks after the February 
outflow had been checked by the 
higher bank rate. Continuance of 
the German requisitions, together 
with the probable withdrawals for 
New York, might conceivably bring 
the London gold reserve to the low- 
est figure since the resumption of 
gold payments in 1925. There does 
not appear to be any serious talk 
at London of a higher bank rate. 
The difficulty all this season has 
been that, notwithstanding the 1 per 
cent advance of last February, the 
New: York and Berlin markets con- 
tinued to bid far higher for money 
than London. It would not be prac- 
ticable for the Bank of England it- 
self to match those bids, and if it 
did so it could not carry the open 
London market with it. 

Railway reports on gross and net 
earhings for May were again a note- 
worthy part of the day’s financia} 
news, particularly in regard to the 
large reduction of operating costs.

Baltimore & Ohio Asks Inter- 
state Commission to Find Penn- 
sylvania’s Part in Plan. 





WABASH OWNERSHIP CITED 


Van Sweringen and Taplin Roads 
Join in Condemning Proposed 
Eastern Grouping.

WASHINGTON, June 26.—In a 
brief filed today with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the. Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad called upon 
the Wabash line to reveal what part, 
if any, the Pennsylvania is playing 
in the Wabash’s attempt to break 
into Eastern territory with a new 
fifth trunk system. 

This demand was embodied in the 
Baltimore & Ohio’s protest, filed 
with the commission, against the 
Wabash brief urging that the com- 
mission combine all major consolida- 
tion cases now pending before it and 
permit the Wabash to file its own 
plan for a new Eastern trunk line 
grouping. 

At the same time like protests 
were submitted by the Van Swering- 
en-owned Nickel Plate road and the 
Taplin-owned Pittsburgh & West 
Virginia road, which, like the Balti- 
more & Ohio, have separate consoli- 
dation cases pending before the 
commission. 

The three protestants join in the 
declaration that the net result of 
granting the Wabash’s request for 
combining all consolidation cases 
would be to delay further the dis- 
tribution of the territory east of the 
Mississippi and cause increased con- 
pea in the already confused situa- 
tion. 


Asks for Full Details. 


The Baltimore & Ohio insinuated 
that thé Pennsylvania might be be- 
hind the Wabash’s movements and 
said the ‘commission ought to learn 
the full details of whatever relation- 
ship there may be before granting 
the Wabash request. 

The Pennsylvania, it was recalled 
today, was held responsible for the 
collapse of negotiations among the 
members of the so-called four-party 
plan—invelving the Pennsylvania, 
the New York Central, the Baltimore 
& Ohio and the various lines com- 
prised in the Van Sweringen group— 
to distribute peaceably the Eastern 
territory. . 

“It is a matter of public knowl- 
edge,’’ the Baltimore & Ohio pro- 
test said, ‘‘that nearly 50 per cent or 
more of the capital stock of the Wa- 
bash is owned or controlled by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad or interests 
closely allied with it. It is said on 
page four of the Wabash petition, 
in connection with the statement that 
the Wabash is developing this com- 
petitive plan, and apparently with 
reference to the fact that so large 
a portion of its capital sock is owned 
or controlled as aforementioned: 

“Tt takes this course without any 
embarrassment from the personnel

W. A. Colston, vice president and | 
general manager of the Nickel Plate, 
protested that the Wabash’s request 
was ‘‘dilatory and irregular; seek- 
ing, contrary to the commission's 
rules of practice, to unduly broaden 
the issues upon intervention,” and 
was contrary to the requirement of 
Congress that the commission shali 
conduct its hearings with dispatch. 

The Pittsburgh & West Virginia 
protest said that if the hearings were 
to be combined, the Pittsburgh’s ap- 
plication for control of the Wheeling 
& Lake Erie and the Western Mary- 
land for a Great Lakes-to-tidewater 
route would not receive a fair hear- 
ing.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC 
DEFENDS RATE PLEA 


Denies It Expects to Take 50 
Per Cent of Panama Canal 
Traffic From Ship Companies. 








REDUCTION KEENLY FOUGHT 





Marine Interests at I. C. C. Hearing 
Say Railroad Wants to Attract 
All Their Business. 





The question of how much business 
the proposed reduction of freight 
rates on the Southern Pacific’s Sun- 
set-Gulf rail-water route to the Pa- 
cific Coast would take from the all- 
water route via the Panama Canal 
was discussed yesterday at the hear- 
ing in the Hotel St. George in Brook- 
lyn on the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany’s application to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for the reduc- 
tion. Representatives of the rail- 
road told William A. Disque, attor- 
ney-examiner for the commission, 
that they had no expectation of get- 
ting as much as 50 per cent of the 
traffic away from the ship com- 
panies, but opponents of the reduc- 
tion said the foundation laid for the 


railroad’s case at the hearing was 
“‘to take it all.” 

The avowed purpose of the railroad 
in seeking the reduction is to re- 
cover a share of the intercoastal 
freight traffic which it claims it had 
before the opening of the Panama 
Canal. To do this, the railroad 
would reduce its raii-water rates to 
a point 10 per cent higher on the 
average than the all-water rates. 


Shippers Non-Conmital. 


The qvestion of the amount of 
business which the new rates would 


general agent of the Southern Pa- 
cific. He testified that shippers, when 
questioned, would not say how much 
of their business would be drawn 
away from the canal steamship lines 
by the new rates.

have,’’ Mr. Childs said in reply. ‘‘I], 


would be happy with less. The rates 


would draw some business, but I 
could not say what per cent.’’ 

Later on Mr. Lyon declared that 
“the foundation you have laid here 
would be to take it all.’’ 

Discussion of the time advantage 
of the rail-water route also came up 
in Mr. Childs’s testimony and cross- 
examination, and in the cross-exam- 
ination of H. C. Hallmark, assistant 
freight traffic manager of the South- 
ern Pacific. Figures on the sailing 
schedules and sailing time of various 
steamship companies and on the 
transit time of the rail-vater route 
were put in the record. 

Mr. limark was also cross-exam- 
ined by H. W. Prickett, counsel for 
the Intermediate Rate Association; 
Charles E. -Blaine, traffic counsel 
representing Arizona gag er 
and Amos A. Betts of the Arizona 
State Corporation Commission. The 
questions: of these men concerned 
principally the rates to intermediate 
points in the Western States over 
the rail-water route, and the basis 
for comparing these with rates to 
intermediate points on other routes. 
Many of the questions were objected 
to by J. A. Bell, counsel for the 
Southern Pacific, on the ground they 
were irrelevant to the case.

CHINA GETS BRANCH 
OF GENERAL MOTORS 


New Company With Capital of 
$200,000 Marks Important 
Overseas Expansion. 


Operations of the General Motors 
Corporation in China are to be con- 
centrated in a new subsidiary known 
as General ‘Motors China, Ince., 
which has just been organized under 
the laws of Delaware. The company 
will operate as a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of General Motors. 

Formation of the new Chinese 
company marks an important ex- 
pansion of the overseas intezests of 
General Motors. Heretofore the 
company’s business in China has 
been conducted through another sub- 
sidiary in the Far East, General 
Motors Japan, Ltd. From now on 
the Chinese business will be directed 
from the headquarters of the new 
subsidiary in Shanghai. 

General Motors China, Inc., has 
a nominal capitalization of $200,000, 
all of which will be held by the 
Parent company. The organization 
of the new subsidiary, it was ex- 
plained at the General Motors of- 
fices here yesterday, does not fore- 
shadow any immediate expansion of 
the company’s manufacturing opera- 
tions in the Far East. It does, how- 
ever, indicate a recognition by Gen- 
eral Motors of the growing impor- 
tance of the Chinese field in the 
automobile industry. 

Heretofore General Motors was 
represented by its Japanese sub- 
sidiary in Japan, Korea, China and 
Manchuria. The company has an 
assembly plant at Osaka. Other Far 
Eastern subsidiaries of General Mo- 
tors include General Motors India, 
Ltd., with headquarters at Bombay, 
and N. V. General Motors Java. with 
headquarters at Batavia, Java. There 
are also foreign subsidiaries at Lon- 
don, Copenhagen, Stockholm, War- 
saw, Antwerp, Berlin, Paris. Madrid, 
Alexandria, Buenos Aires, Sao Paulo, 
Brazil; Montevideo, Uruguay; Port 
Elizabeth, South Africa, and Mel- 
bourne, Brisbane, Sydney, Perth and 
Adelaide, Australia. 

The General Motors investment 
overseas in plant, equipment, inven- 
tories and working capital is placed 
at $65,000,000. In 1928 the whole- 
sale value of General Motors sales 
overseas was about $252,000,000, or 
17.3 per cent of the total business 
of the corporation.

Plans for a split-up in the shares 
of the Transamerica Company, the 
holding company for the Giannini 
interests, are under discussion, it 
was learned yesterday. The form 


which the split-up will take has not 
yet been decided upon, but a_four- 
or-one or five-for-one division has 
been mentioned as a likelihood in 
Wall Street circles. The latter is 
regarded as a more logical move, 
since the par value of the present 
shares is $25 and an even reduction 
of par value would thus be effected. 

The Transamerica Corporation was 
organized last year to be a central 
holding company for the widespread 
interests of A. P. Giannini. Stock- 
holders of the Bank of Italy in Cali- 
fornia, the Bank of America here 
and other institutions in this coun- 
try and abroad received the oppor- 


tunity to exchange their stock for 
sharés in Transamerica, and in this 
way control of the various Giannini 
enterprises was vested in the holding 
company 

Shares of the corporation, " which 
there are approximately 9,000,000 
outstanding, are listed on the New 
York Curb Exchange and closed last 
night at 1381s 

Control of “the Bank of America, 
which has recently arranged four 





separate mergers, the latest of which, 
that with the Chatham Phenix Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Company, 
was announced on Monday, rests 
with the Transamerica Corporation 
as a _result_of a recent offer for ex- 
charge of shares. 

In connection with its merger with 
the Chatham Phenix, the Bank of 
America is: expected to declare a 
special distribution to stockholders. 

ether this will take the form of a 
stock dividend or a cash payment 
has not yet been decided, it is under- 
stood. The distribution will be voted 
in order to equalize the shares of the 
two banks, it is said. 

Bank of America shares have a 
value of $25 and are currently quoted 
at about $230 a share in the over-the- 
counter market. Shares of the Chat- 
ham Phenix Bank are of $100 
value and are quoted at about A 
plan to split the stock on a five-for- 
one basis, reducing the par value of 
shares to $20, has already been ap-

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TRANSIT BOARD ORDERS 
‘KEYING BY’ HEARING 


Sets July 9 for Public Inquiry on 
Ranning of Trains Past 
Stop Signals. 


The practice of ‘“‘keying by’’ or 
sending trains past automatic stop 
signals to speed up service on rapid 
transit lines will be the subject of a 
public hearing on July 9, the Transit 
Commission announced yesterday. 
Railroad and technical experts, civic 
organizations, signal engineers, news- 
papers and others interested have 
been invited to attend and express 
their views. 

The public hearing was set after 
engineers of the commission, the In- 
terborough Rapid Transit Company 
and the Brooklyn Manhattan Com- 
pany had conferred several times in 
an effort to reach a compromise be- 
tween the commission’s ban on ‘‘key- 
ing by,’’ issued after a fatal collision 
on the Jerome Avenue subway line 
in April, and the desire of the com- 
panies to expedite service. The I. R. 
T. and B. M. T protested that com- 
pliance with the order against ‘‘key- 
ing by’’ would impair service through- 
out the city 

Civic organizations, however, have 
urged the commission to enforce the 
restrictions in the interests of safe 
operation. The heaaring is an at- 
tempt to arrive at practical methods 
of operation by which maximum ser- 
vice can be given within the limits 
of maximum protection. 

Among those invited to attend are

in dispute.’’ The employers refused 
to appear at the arbitration hearing 
last week after they had failed to 
receive an assurance that the arbi- 
tration would be conducted accord- | 
ing to the State arbitration law. 

The arbitrators, Judge Crain, Rob- 
ert D. Kohn and Henry C. Meyer, 
were asked by H. H. Broach, vice 
president of the International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers, to 
rule that the union need not furnish 
mechanics to the ten electrical fix- 
ture employers who manufacture 
with non-union help and who insist 
that local union men hang such fix- 
tures. He said his union was will- 
ing to hang the non-union-made fix- 
tures for electrical contractors or 
general contractors, but not for the 
ten fixture concerns involved in the 
dispute. Mr. Kohn: suggested that 
this would throw the entire contro- 
versy ‘‘back into the fight stage.”’ 


Settlement Appears Remote. 
When the hearing ended, with the 
abandonment of the entire arbitra- 
tion proceeding in prospect, a settle- 
ment of the controversy appeared re- 
mote. In some well-informed trade 


quarters it was feared that open 
warfare between the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association and_ the 
Building Trades Council would be 
renewed. Neither side could make 
any prediction as to the immediate 
future. 

When the hearing opened yester- 
day and the employers again failed 
to appear, Justice Crain offered to 
withdraw if that would facilitate 
matters. As the employers wished 
the proceeding to be under the State 
arbitration law, Justice Crain mignt 
be ineligible to act, because the law 
forbids a judge to hold two State 
positions at the same time. No action 
was taken on the offer and the pro- 
ceedings continued. 

Mr. Broach charged that Walter 
Gordon Merritt, attorney for the em- 
ployers, was head of the League for 
Industrial Rights, successor of the 
old Anti-Boycott Association, whose 
purpose it was to fight unions. He 
feclared that he did not wish to al- 
Jow Mr. Merritt to use the arbitra- 
tion proceedings to further his aims, 
as ‘‘for over a year he has been on 
a fishing expedition trying to ex- 
amine Local 3 of the electrical 
union.”’ 


Broach Assails Employers. 
“The employers. by withdrawing, 








have tried to wreck the proceed- 
ings,’ asserted Broach, ‘‘because | 
‘they have no case and they know it. | 
If these proceedings are to be pro- 
longed to seek their return we would 
like to withdraw. We do not want a 
fight that will tie up the building 
industry in this city, but that won’t 
be necessary, I believe.’’ 

Mr. Broach then introduced four 
fixture manufacturers who testified 
to the advantages of union labor, 
characterized the union as ‘‘a great 
constructive force’’ and said that the 
union label on fixtures guaranteed 
the ‘‘best craftsmanship.’’

“It is a duty of every health offi- 
cer, and a duty he must not shirk, 
to be familiar with the process 
through which his domestic water 
supply is passing,’’ he said, ‘‘and to 
know for himself and without ques- 
tion that the necessary safeguards 
are unfailingly enforced.”’ 

Dr. William Alfred Sawyer, direc- 
tor of the medical department of the 
Bastman Kodak Company of Roches- 
ter, opened the joint morning ses- 
sion of health officers and public 
health nurses with an address on the 
advantage of the thirteen-month cal- 
endar. 

Dr. Frank W. Laidlaw, district 
State health officer, outlined prac- 
tical methods for the investigation 
of epidemics by health officers.

Al- 
though most adults are considered 
immune from diphtheria, Dr. Wynne 
declared that parents should insist 
on the treatment for children six 
months after taking the toxin-anti- 
toxin treatment in order to insure 
their protection.

Court Approves Grant for Leverich 
Towers Foreclosure, 


The sale of the Leverich Towers 
Hotel, at Clark and Willow Streets, 
Brooklyn, was authorized yesterday 
by Judge Robert A. Inch in Brook- 
lyn Federal Court by a grant to 
holders of a $500,000 second mort- 
gage on the building to enter fore- 
closure proceedings in the Supreme 
Court. 

The American Bond and Mortgage 
Company, which owns about 60 per 
cent of the bonds into which the 
mortgage was divided, is now at lib- 
erty t ofix a date for the sale of 
the hotel at public auction. 

The hotel has an assessed valua- 
tion of $5,250,000. Three mortgages 
are held against it. The first mort- 
gage of $2,500,000 is held by the 
American Bond and Mortgage Com- 
BE00 and the second mortgage of 

500,000 is said to be under its con- 
trol. A third mortgage of $500,000, 
which would be nullified by foreclos- 
ure of the second mortgage, is held 
by a group of bondholders. 

During the past year the hotel has 
been under the management of Mil- 
ton Hertz, receiver in equity, and 
has made $200,000 above operating 
costs in that period, Mr. Hertz said 
yesterday. A year ago only about 
one-third of the rooms in the hotel 
were rented, according to Mr. Hertz, 
but in the year the percentage of 
rented rooms has at times been as 
high as 80 per cent.

The New Orleans, Now Pro- 
pelled by Diesels Engine, Ex- 
ceeds Engineers’ Demands. 








TO GO TO ROOSEVELT LINE 





The Oldham, Third of Government’s 
Vessels to Be Converted, Will 
Be Tried Out in July. 





The newly converted motorship 
New Orleans, which is now propelled 
by Diesel engines, was taken yester- 
day on her trial tri, to Fire Island 
with about 125 shipping men and 
marine engineers aboard and com- 
pleted her test with success. She 
maintained an average speed of 
about 14.3 knots for the 32-mile trip, 
thus exceeding even the demands of 
the engineers who directed her con- 
version. 

Captain R. D. Gatewood, head of 
the Shipping Board’s Department of 
Maintenance and Repair, under 
whose supervision the work was 
done, was in charge of the trip and 
expressed his satisfaction with her 
performance. The ship left Hoboken 
about 8:30 A. M. and proceeded to 


Ambrose Light, then sixteen miles 
down the bay, her steering apparatus 
being operated en route to test their 
seaworthiness. 

The ship will be turned over im- 
mediately to the Roosevelt Steam- 
ship Company, which is under con- 
tract with the Shipping Board to 
operate the ships that are being con- 
verted by the government. One of 
the most important of the tasks be- 
ing carried out by the board is the 
development of new and improved 
methods of ship propulsion, includ- 
ing pulverized coal and the Diesel 
engines. The New Orleans is the 
second ship within a week to be 
taken on her trial trip and proven 
successful after conversion by engi- 
neers of the Shipping Board, the 
West Alsek having come through her 
test as a burner of pulverized coal 
last Wednesday. 

A. Greaser, assistant to Captain 
Gatewood, announced yesterday that 
a third ship, the Oldham, which has 
been converted to Diesel drive, will 
be taken from Baltimore July 9 on 
her trial trip.

MORE CANNON DATA 
TO BE ASKED TODAY 


Final Effort to Clear Bishop’s 
Status With Kable & Co. 
Will Mark Hearing. 


PARTNERS TO TESTIFY AGAIN 


Two More Clergymen Listed Among 
Those Brokers Are Alleged to 
Have Defrauded. 





A final attempt to determine 
whether Bishop James Cannon Jr. of 
Virginia had any preferred standing 
with Kable & Co., dealers in securi- 
ties, or enjoyed any financial con- 
nection besides that of a customer 
will be made at the resumption this 
afternoon of the bankruptcy hearing 
into the affairs of the company 
which is being conducted by Referee 
Robert P. Stephenson. 

Harry L. Goldhurst and Charles W. 
Kable, partners in the firm, who 
are under indictment in the Federal 
court for using the mails to defraud, 
will be called to the witness stand 
again by C, Edward Benoit, attorney 
for Miss Anna Faians, trustee for 
the assets. 

If their testimony develops a new 
angle in their relationship with the 
clergyman, Bishop Cannon may be 
called to testify in the proceedings, 
Mr. Benoit indicated. On the basis 
of the present evidence, however, 
there would be no reason for requir- 
ing his presence, the lawyer said. 

The possibility was also suggested 
that the Bishop might be called as a} 
witness in the Federal trial, but no 
discussion of the case was forthcom- 
ing in the office of the United States 
Attorney. The suggestion was based 
on the assumption that the Bishop 
might be able to throw light on the 
methods of the firm. 

Miss Ellamarye Failor, assistant in 
charge of the case, said that an or- 
der of Charles H. Tuttle, United 
States Attorney, prevented her from 
discussing the case. She said she 
would be prepared to prosecute the 
trial next month. 

Two more clergymen, it was learned 
yesterday, are listed among the per- 
sons alleged to have been defrauded 
by Kable & Co. They are the Rev. 
Gregory Kulczycki and the Rev. John 
Marsalek, both said to be of the 
Greek Catholic Church. Both are 
named in the indictment against 
Goldhurst and Kable as victims of 
fraud. Mr. Marsalek, whose address 
is given as Ford City, Pa., is men- 
tioned as having been defrauded 
through the mails on April 30, 1928. 
Mr. Benoit indicated that he would 
seek from Goldhurst today more in- 
formation about his clergyman cus- 
tomers. 

Other witnesses will be representa- 





tives of Alson & Brown, the account- 
ants who examined the firm before 
it went into bankruptcy, and Robert 
Gompers, bookkeeper of Kable & Co. 
In addition to being re-examined 
about his relations with Bishop Can- 
non, Mr. Goldhurst will be ques- 
tioned about the transfer of his 
suburban house to other ownership. 
So far, according to Mr. Benoit, only 
$8,000 in assets of the bankrupt firm 
have been traced and creditors claim 
a part of this sum.

WATER COMPANY 
TO BE SEIZED BY CITY. 


Mayor Orders Condemnation of 
Long Island Property When | 
Offer by Berry Is Refused. — 


Following an extended executive 
session of the Board of Estimate, 
Mayor Walker announced last night 
that the board would direct the Con- 
troller at its meeting today to insti- 
tute condemnation proceedings to 
acquire the holdings of the Long Is- 
land Water Company in the Rock- 
aways because the company is un- 
willing to sell its property at a price 
that the city considers fair. 

Negotiations for the acquisition of 
the property have been carried on 
for months by Controller Charles W. 
Berry. They began with two sur- 
veys of the company’s property, one 
by the Controller to determine the 
value of real estate and the second 
by engineers of the Department of 
Water Supply, Gas and Electricity 
to ascertain the value of pipe lines 
and: similar equipment. The com- 
bined estimates reached $1,600,000 
and the city offered that. amount for 
the plant. The company has held 
consistently to its original valuation 
of $2,000,000 and will not compro- 
mise, it is said. The city authorities 
have refused to raise their offer. 

After the city acquires the water 
company’s property it probably wili 
replace some of the older pipe lines 
with. new pipe, and the residents of 
the districts affected will in all like- 


lihood be assessed for these improve- 
ments. 


KEEP UP ENDURANCE FLIGHT 


Johnson and Haughland Claim Con- 
tinuous Miles Record at Minneapolis 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 26 
(2).—Swinging monotonously over an 
eighty-mile course, Thorwald John- 
son and Owen Haughland, endurance 
fliers, completed eighty-four hours of 
continuous flying at 5 o’clock this 
afternoon. They dropped a message 
saying they were in good condition. 

They now claim a world’s record 
for continuous miles of flight by an 
airplane over a set course, having 
flown more than 5,000 miles. They 
are flying over an eighty-mile course 
between Minneapolis, Northfield and 
Hastings, Minn.
